Mr. Norrl.s charged that - tho ; in- 
crease was made by tho International 
Paper company in tho/faco'Of..an an- 
nouncement In 1907 that a.faniilne was 
duo in August — "A famine that camo 
according to schedule." Tho as.socia- 
tlon, he said, promised to convince 
tho committee "that tiiey have slut- 
ted tho Canadian mills with orders, 
and have kept tlic Canadhin laborers 
emijloyed, while bound together to 
keep American labor ii; idleness until 
tho demand for paper should increase. 

After Norris liad concluded his 
preliminary statement, tho question 
arose whether the conimlttee would 
call upon tho International Paper com- 
pany and other manufacturers of 
print paper in the United States to 
produce their books for eximlnallon. 

Mr. Mann, chairman of tho com- 
mittee, said that what the comtiiittee 
deslreil to get at was whether tho 
publishers claim that the removal of 
tho duty on wood pulp would cause a 
decrease In the price of print paper, 
and whether the jmblishcrs proposed 
to snpi)ort before the committee! tho 
charge tliat the .';o-called paper trust 
is a conspiracy in restraint of tr.ade 
wltiiin the meanhig of tho law. 

Ml'. Sims asked .whether tlio re- 
moval o£ the ImKoct duty .on wood pulp 
woiild not be 'al.aiscrlnilnation against 
American woods.. Mr. ; Norris . re- 
plied: "My Ihfdrmatron Is that the 
spruce supply ln"this country is large- 
ly owned by paper manufacturors,: and 
that they av*; holding for tho future 
and buying their supply In Canada 
for tho present." 

Mr. Norris Ftiitl the consular board

and said that iCauadlan companies 
have iK'en selling tlieir ]H-oduct In tho 
United States at one dollar lo.'-;; a 
toll, duty paid, than it can Ije liought 
for from producers in the United 
Slates.

Southampton, April 25. — The Ameri- 
can liner St. Paul, which left South- 
ampton on her regular voyage, bound 
for New York, tills afternoon in a 
deiise snow storm, rammed and de- 
stroyed the Britisli second class 
cruiser Gladiator, off the Isle of Wight. 
Tlie lirst reports stated that from 
twenty to thirty ot tiie Cdadiator's 
crew had been drowned, bui later in- 
telligence reduced the number of 
casualities greatly. The exact extent 
of tho disaster, liowevcr, cannot be 
accurately known until tomorrow. 
No one <.m the St. Paul was killed or 
injured. 

'J'he bodies of Steward AVidgery, 
Walter Cowdery and a Maltose stew- 
ard named Diebras, ull attached to the 
cruiSiCr, ha\'e been • brought ashore. 
One pllicer, Lieut. Wm. I'. Graves, 
an Irishman, who attempted to swim 
to land. Is missing, and eight Injured 
have been talien to the military hospi- 
tal at Golden Hill for treatment. It 
is believed that only a few others are 
unaccounted for. , 

The St. , l^aul .left Southampton at 
12:30 o'clock. She was an. -hour be- 
hind her usual time of sallipg, tho 
delay bein^ due to., the belated -ar- 
rival of the, passenger , tr.aln -which 
was blocked by anosv, drifts dh .,the 
trip from London. Tho weather .was 
compurativcly clear in Southampton 
waters, but Immediately the St. Paul 
turned into tho Solent, which runs par- 
allel with tho Islo of AVight. she en- 
countered a terrific snowstorm. Capt. 
Passow and his chief o.ff'cer, with the 
Amorlcnn llno'H regular ;pllot,.5vere on: 
Iho bridge, and s(" lookout • man was; 
posted in the bows. : 

.Suddenly a ship appeared immedl- 
alelv in front .of th.'ni. It was the' 
Gladiator, at anchor. Orders were 
given on the instant for full speed 
astern in the endeavor to clear the 
cruiser, but it was too late. The St. 
Paul's sharp stern rammed the anch- 
ored vessel amidships. Slio (luivered 
and reeled, and the jiassengers ruslie(.\ 
on deck in great alarm, the women on 
tho verge of a iianic. The officers and 
crew acted with the greatest coolness, 
and allayed the terror with as fine a 
display of discipline as though she 
were tlio best trained man-of-war. 
l.'ive lifeboats were lowered witliin a 
few minutes, to rescue tho crow of the 
(iladiator, whlcli had sustained a death 
lilow. 

The cruiser began to sink almost at 
once, ller men gave a magnificent 
demonstratliMi of (llsclpiine. At tho 
captain's command they formed Ih line 
on llie deck and stood in ranks while 
tho cruiser settled. In obedience to 
orders, successive batches marched to 
tho gangways and entered 'the St. 
Paul's boats until practically the whole 
crew )iad been taken off and landed at 
Yarmouth, on the Isle of Wight. 

The Gladiator's crew numbered 450 
men, and Capt. Walter Lumsden, true 
to naval traditions, was the last to 
leave his ship. Only a few men then 
were missing, and it was thought that 
most Of them were .saved by a boat 
which had iiut out from Yarmouth. 
Capt. Lumsden on landing at once 
sent a message to i'n-jt. Passow 
tliaiilting him for iiis promptitiiile in 
lo-,verlnK boats and speaking in the 
most complimentary terms of the 
conduct of tho St. Paul's seamen. 

The Gladiator soon settled down. 
Only her upper works are now visible. 
Tho St. Paul returned to Soutliamiiton, 
and her passengers were put ashore 
seeking accommodation at the various 
hotels. Thoy will sail by the Teutonic 
on Wednesday, special iirrangemenls 
having been made by tho American 
eoiiipany. Tlie fact that llie .St. Paul 
siislaincd no worse damas'e tlian a 
badly biu-kled Ijow ,-ind a comiiara- 
lively small hole (oi iier jiorl side is 
the most reiiiarka bli> feature of the 
whole occurrenee. Her Injuries were 
temporarily repaired before knitting 
hack to .SoutlKuiuiton. 

On the othi r IkiikI, the Gliidiiitor 
v.'as a jiroteeled iruiser. especially 
il(., signed for ramming. Unfortunately 
lor her, sho rocelvcd the full force 
of the St. Paul's momentum amid- 
ships, and she was out almost in two. 

The storm wlilch was responsible 
for the collision extends along Uk- 
whole southeast coast of Kngland, 
and It is described as the v.'orst since 
the. blizzard of LS.SI. All the laiul- 
niiirks were hidden by Uhi drh iiig cur-

Disasters in Georgia 

.\tlanta, Ga., April 25. — As a result 
of the storm which last iiiglit swept 
into Georgia, after having done ex- 
tensive damage in Louisiana, Jlissis- 
slppl and Alabama, twenty- live jier- 
sons are dead and, at east a hundred 
are injured. The storm, which first 
moved In a, northeasterly direction, . 
.striking the towns of Chlpley, Harris, 
Lttgraugc, Grllfln, McDonough, Locust ": 
Grove, Cedartown and Cavo Springs, , 
while a portion of its fury was folt In 
Atlanta shortly after midnight. 

At Cave Springs nine, persona wero 
killed, and a score or more injured. 
The wind swept a path half a mllo 
wide and five miles long from the out- 
skirts of Cape Sjirlngs in a south- 
westerly direction to Hamatie. There 
is not a house left standing in. tlie 
storm-swept iiroa. At teamen, two 
negroes were killed, and one wlilte man, 
is reported dead at Ilinsou. 

At Columbus, Mrs, Norris and her 
daugliter were instantly killed. The 
property loss in this section will bo 
heavy. 

Qriflln reports that thrco while wo- 
men were killed and eight white per- 
.scns injured and a property loss of

Bng^land )3y ■ thd, galva- 
tloii Arthy this year ate^all dolng wcll, 
according to Adjutant Thomas Blosa, 
the financial secretary of • the Salva- 
tion Army, with headquarters at Van- 
couver. The adjutant is over here In 
connection With the femodlellng o£ the 
Salvation Army's church on Broad 
Ktri'et, whore, among other addltlon.H, 
a Sunday sciiool will bo provided In 
the near future. 

Both Adjutant Bloss- and his wlfo 
havo taken a groat inlcreat in. tho Ini- 
mlKratlon question, and, discusalnfj 
Uiose brought into thi; iiroviiice from 
ICigland tills year, lie. said; 

"\V'(! iKive broiiglit aliout 700 Into 
Britlsli t.'olunibla tills year so far, but 
it is unlikely tliat there wili lie any 
other largo parties conilnf; In on our 
inltlativo during the present year. 
Positions had been s(^curcd for all those 
men before they arrived, and most of 
theni aro in tile Okanagan country, at 
HuniniiM'lan>l, PeachUuul and other 
places. Tho OoKlstream ranch estate 
alone took fll'ly. Tliey arrived in Ver- 
non liy special train on March 10, and 
' met wltii a great rece]itIon, the mayor 
of the city receU-ing tb.cm in person. 
Ho afterward congratulated the Army 
on tho men tliey had brought out. 
About two-thirds of the.se were young 
men, and most of them had had soma 
agricultural ex-perlence before they 
came. So for, l am glad to say, the 
reports we havo received would indi- 
cate that they arc doing well. 

''The Salvation Army oxerolses groat 
care in tho kind of men they ■brln.g 
out. We do not take the low class of 
Englishmen. Wo realize that tho repu- 
tation of our organization Is at stake, 
and ovory precaution is taken. Wc get 
aiiplicatlons from all parts of England. 
It is a mistake to suppose that it Is 
tho tailuVea only who want to emigrate 
to (Janada. England is overcrowded, 
and there are more and more people 
who realize that at home, humanely 
speaking, they have not much chance 
to earn more than a living, with tlio 
certainty of ji.aying rfni for the rest 
of their lives, \vlillu they believe that 
with equal industry and frugality they 
will be able to get on in Canada. The 
result is that they come out, and do 
well. 

"Work has boon imich scarcer than 
usual during the past winter, but there 
were many positions to be had by 
those who would look for them. Our 
officers scoured the country and got 
tlieso 700 positions at just about tho 
timo tile city of Vancouver had GOO un- 
employed on its hands. Wo had a 
similar experience In Toronto. Our Im- 
migration officer. Colonel llowolls, 
went to a ineoting of the unemployed, 
at which there wore about -00 men 
present, and asked permission to 
speak. Ho told them that he had DOG 
appllcatlon.H for men, and It they 
would como round to his office in tho 
morning ho would , .send ; ev.ery ntaii 
prosrtnt out to work^^.thO' <samo"day'. 
None of thorn' went, however. -It was 
farm work, and they did- not want to 
leave the city, •' 

"The real trouble last winter was 
due to tho financial stringency in the 
States, The men were out of work in 
the cities across the line, and hearing 
Uiat things wero better In Canada they 
came in hordes looking for wofk. 
Business in Canada was slacker than 
usual, and these extra men mado mat- 
ters rather hard for a while. There 
wore a great many men out of work 
In the States. Wo came through Spo- 
Icaiio in .I.Mnuary, ' and wo found that 
our barracks wore giving free shelter 
to a couple Of hundred men ovory 
night, and It was the same thing In 
Seattle." 

The Salvation Army organizes 
thlng.H very carefully. Kor instance, 
U-lien the last batch of 700 were 
brought across, a special train was en- 
gaged and two cooks wero provided for 
each tourist car. I'rovisions for the 
whole iiarty were Ijought at wholesale 
and brought along- on cars with tho 
train. Tho result was that tho men 
were made comfortable at a mlnlumu 
of expense.

soners who wore sick. It seems that 
there have been quite a number of men 
who have been roportlns themselves 
sick lately, although their guardians are 
Inoltnod to the belief Uhat they suffer 
rather from an Indisposition to work 
on tho rock pile, than from any more 
serious malady. 

On the day In question, as had boon 

Bi^lthe case ;it two or three prior vlslt.t, 
j lliero v/eri> over 'wenty men wlio said 
tliey wislied to consult tho doctor.

It has a commanding situation. No 
ship of war could come anywhere 
witliin miles of tlio port without being 
descried by men stationed liehlnd the 
buttresses of the hill. -And, besldcf. as 
stated, the power of the 0.2 guns would 
give the local garrison an oiiportun- 
Ity to seriously disable an approach- 
ing vessel before It could como clOsc 
enough to attack the local fortresses 
in earnest. 

Di-scrtions from the present garri- 
son, it Is stated, are not as numerous 
as 1.1 generally believed. This Is ac- 
counted for by tho fact that tho Can- 
adian military regulations aro not as 
.«trlngcnt as those in vogue in connec- 
tion with tho Imperial troops. Any 
man entering tlie local service may 
obtain a legitimate dlschargo on pay- 
ment of Jl.T providing he lu'osents his 
apjilication witliln three montlis from 
th" date of signing on. At the expir- 
nllmi of that period Ik- must, if lie tln-n 
niaices uii his mind to doff his sol- 
dier's garb, i->ay $2 for <'very month of 
liiK term tliat he h;is not served. In 
tills way the soldier Is given plenty of 
time to make up his mini! as to 
whether he wishes to coiitiiine the 
work for 'the inisti>mary lliree years. 
On this account there Is not as iiiueh 
diss.-itl.'^faetlon and. eonseciuen t ly, few- 
er take "l''rencli leave."

It may be that 
he will not be able to secure a. sulli- 
clently strong public endorsement to

If he believes 
there is need of radical reform he 
will undertake it fearlessly; if he is 
satisfied that the truest progress is 
that which hastens slowly, practical 
conservatism will temper his Liberal- 
ism.

y, THE LOCAL V OyTLOOK. 

Only those persons who have recent- 
ly visited ail parts of Victorl.i, and its 
immediate environs can form an ado; 
quate Idea of the gratifying progress 
which the city is making. A recent 
visitor, who was given an opportunity 
of doing this, said that he thought^ the 
estimate of population, 35,000, must be 
much too low. He expressed his great 
surprise at the evidence of advance- 
ment observable la every quarter, 
There is no doubt whatever that "Vic- 
toria has entered upon a period of very 
satisfactory growth, and tliat this 
growth is likely to bo accelerated. The 
improvements in the business centre 
iiro nut very notable. The merchants 
carry more and better goods, but as 
yet very many of them are content to 
do business in premises vvlilch are very 
uniiretentious. While it could be wish- 
ed that some of tiicni would adopt a 
different policy, there is danger in 
over-building, and It Is better to have 
too little than too much money locked 
up in structures which are not revenue 
I)roducing. During the last five or six 
years there have been some notable 
additions to the business blocks, but it 
must be conceded that '\'^iotoria Is not 
iiuite abreast in this rcsijcct with most 
cities of its wealth ;iiiil iniportancc 
One cITect of this is tliat t r.m.'^ii'iit vl.s- 
itor.s do niit carry away with them as 
favorable impressions as they might 
otherwise. But if our business -blocks 
are not, as a rule, very impressive, the 
solidity of I'lir business bouses is lic- 
>-oiiil all qui'.'^tii.in, .-mcl (ino of tlie most 
gratifying features of the local outlook 
is that Victoria firms are In excellent 
sliape to take advantage of the ex- 
panding trtide, which, will result from 
the de\-olopmi iit of \^ancouver Island 
and the o|i<'ning nf the l.'emral jjart of 
the provinc by the eonslnii-tion of the 
Crtuul Trunk Pacilic. Kroin the man- 
ner in which events are shaping them- 
selves, wo think there is every reason 
to expect that Victoria's prestige as a 
commercial centre will bo gr(,'atly en- 
hanced. Quito a number of our citi- 
zens were in a hurry to jump to the 
c<incluslon that Vancouver had secured 
such an advantage that competition 
was not to be thought of. A fcv.- years 
ago such people used to tell us (hat we 
oiiglit to make up our minds that If 
this city became a place of residence 
for people of means and a tourist re- 
sort during a few sumiper months, we 
liad no good reason for expecting any- 
Ihliig more. Wc venture to think that 
this view is not held by the business 
men of Victoria, who are able to hold 
their own against all competitors, and 
who see in the development of the 
province promise for the e.xpanslon of 
their own trade. 

But the city Is progressing along 
other lines. It .Is'-hecoAiIng more Im- 
portant as a realilentia! point; It Is 
becoming mbre popular as a tourist 
resort. In these particulars the out- 
look In extri.'inely satisfactory. The 
great influx of people into the Prairie 



and this British Columbia Is about to 
become on a scale far larger than it Is 
at present. In this connection it Is 
Important to bear in mind how very 
essential a part educational facilities 
will play in the development of a resi- 
dential city, or tlie.-u wo liave many 
tliat are excellent, but we venture to 
siigg<\-;t the time has come when the 
I eoplu of Victoria should unite In a 
resolute effort to secure the locatli>n 
of the Provincial University here. 
With this assured, tlie future of the 
eit.v in a residential way would In- 
placed beyond all tiuestlon. Prom now 
on the expansion of tourist travel may 
be regarded as a business that will 
take care of Itself. The Colonist ap- 
proved of till.' grant to the Tourist As- 
sociation, and believes that the ad- 
vertising of the attractions of the city 
ought to be continued indefinitely; 
but thero need no longer bo any doubt 
in any one's mind that the future of 
this city as a tourist resort is assured. 
The only drawback likely to arise will 
be from the lack of accommodation for 
visitors. Apartment houses, where 
summer visitors can get g<H)d suites of 
rooms for a moderate rental, if not 
already a necessity, will very shortly 
become so. 

The inilustrial outlook is good, with 
every prospect of steadily becoming 
better. There are more industries In 
iiiul around Victoria tiian many of us 
realize, and lliey are all i)rusperous. 
Kxiiausion si'ems to be the order of 
the day in tills line. ~-<lU+e city luis be- 
fore It certain otiier prospects, into tlie 
details of which we shall not go todiiy, 
aiul we shall content ourseh'es \\itli 
expressing the conviction that the 
strategical vahm of this city and Van- 
couver Island in connection with the 
development of the I'acific Northwest, 
Including .VlasUtt, and the expansion of 
trans-Pacific commerce is in a fair 
way to receive recognition at an early 
day. The Colonist is always optimis- 
tic, but It never felt more good reason 
to be hopeful of the future o£ this city 
tban.it docs today.

Before the 
elections they jeered at their political 
opponents aii.l chai-ged I'liein with j>o 
lltical dlshoiicslv for i)aradlng the 
Homo Uiile "IxK-cy" and "bugbear." 
and Air. Hirrell, who was then the bead 
of the publications department of llie 
Liberal organization, alllrmed that 
"Uome i^ulc was not the issue .-ind 
could not be," iN^ny they conceive that 
though Home Rule was not the issue, 
and.though.il would be positively de- 
praved of them to bring in a. Home 
Rule Blll~wh!ch Ihey know that tlie 
House of Lords would reject— -thev are 
justified In giving the Home Rule 
movdmeiu all tho countenance they 
can, and in calling upon tln-ir 
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.supporters' to advocate It, jirovld 
It Is .garnished with some verbal 
.r()soj'ves. Itc is a iilty that thev 
did not. brlnsr- .all. .this .plainly antl 
prominently bef oi'o "the 'cbuhtry at tlie 
lime of tho Iflst elaotioii. Mr. Redmond 
has, at all events, taltbn care that they 
shall not bo able to keep Homo Rule in 
a judicious half-light wlien next the.v 
appeal to the people. Issuo Which 

he raises is ))erfectl.v cldar, though it 
does not cover tho whole problem, and 
his Liberal allies will not easily con- 
trive to make light of it. or to shirk it. 
In the future He twitted them with 
tho strange and anomolous po.sltion in 
wliieh, by their pre-election pledges, 
they have placed tho question. T|iey 
are at tho head of a great majority 
which largely consists of professed 
Homo Rulers. They are professed 
Home Rulers themselves. Yet by their 
electioneering speeclies they • have 
bound themselves not to pass a Home 
Rule Bill. Mr. Redmond is resolved to 
prevent them from fettering thein- 
selves by any such self-denying ordin- 
ance again. Home Rule, he Insists, 
must be a live issuo when the next 
Parliament is chosen. 

Mr. Redmond Is quite clear what 1.4 
tho kind of Homo Rule which he 
mauds. He wants an Irish Parliament 
and an Irish Executive responsible to 
It with complete control of all purely 
Irish affalTs. To do him justice, that 
has been his claim all along. 'Wlipn ho 
helped tho Government to draft the 
Devolution Bill, he uever for a mo- 
ment Intended that, even had it been 
framed as ho desired, it sliould be ac- 
cepted as a substitute, for the "larger 
policy." Ho has no insuiierable ob- 
jection to pai)er .safeguards for the 'su- 
premacy of the Imiierial Parliament. 
He looks upon them as nnnecess.ary 
and Buperllous, bocausc,>, as ho a!iserts, 
he and his party have always recogniz- 
ed that supreipacy, and have always 
felt that it could not be alienated. It 
was maintained, ho observes, by botij 
of the Oladstonlan Home Rule Bills; 
and ho quoted Mr. Parnell's speech 
upon tho first of them to prove that 
this opinion was shared by the late 
Irish leader. But he forgets that both 
Mr. Parnell and hlmaolC Have expres- 
sed themselves somewhat differently 
before tin-I'Jngllsh audiences, Mr. Par-

"Impres-dve" Is not 
too Indulgent a word for the sky- 
scrapers of New York— clean-faced, 
simple, original and audacious, they 
are characteristic of the land and of 
the people; they are not ugly conces- 
sions to utility, but a rather grand 
adaptation of architecture to circum- 
stances. The ancients, harassed with 
dread of piracy, would not have dared 
to build a city like New York on the 
edge of a great harbor open to the sea. 
It is sometliliig which the modern 
world alone I'ould have given us. — 
London Spectator.

Mr, Scott, when he first caught 
hold of the wire appeared to omlle but 
immediately the full force of the cur- 
rent struck him ho called out and col- 
lapsed. 

John Lloyd stated that he and two 
other employees of the British Colum- 
bia Electric company had been .sent 
out to repair the wires after word 
of the accident had been received. 
There were two sets of poles, one on 
which the city wires are .-strung, but 
the current In these was shut off, be- 
ing only used at night, and the other, 
holding the telephone wires and the 
lines of the British Columbia Electric 
company. Those latter linos aro 
strung on a cross bar about four feet 
below the telephone wires and carry 
a current of about 2,000 volts. These 
v.'ires aro of the ordinary covered kind. 
Witness was of the opinion that in 
some manner the telephone .wire fell 
across the electric Avire and Mr. 
Scott In pulling the wire across to 
place ■ It on the board preparatory to 
elevating It td the'cross bar,, brought 
it Into contact -yvlth the charged wire. 
The charge en'tisJ'ied his ■ body by 
means of the teleipht)n9 wire, the fact 
that he was standing. In a damp place 
making the circuit complete. 

The evidence, Submitted, failed to 
sliow whether the insulation on tlio 
electric wire- had been damaged when 
the tree fell or whctticr or not the wire 
liad bee'ii jirnperly ln.JUlatod.

Krug, wlio Is the son of a distin- 
guished and wealthy Mew York phy- 
sician, arrived in Vancouver some 
time ago after a trip around tho 
world. 'I'o the United States Consul 
there, Col. Dudley, wlio is a personal 
friend of tho young man's father, 
Krug made himself Itnown and he soon 
became well a.cquuinted about that 
city. He had ^on ,' several occasions 
wired to his father for money with 
which to return to New York but In- 
stead of doing so he spent the money 
in Vancouver with a number of boort 
companions. Finally, through the 
agency of Col. Dudley', tlie young man 
was given the position of purser' oh 
board the steamer Henrietta, belon'g- 
ing to McKenzie Bros., the regular 
purser having been taken ill. Krug 
made two trips on tho boat and it is 
claimed by his employers, McKenzIe 
Bros., that ho collected a considerable 
sum of money for freight charges 
which lie failed to. turn in hut in- 
stead, when lie arrfvod back in Van- 
couver, ho levanted, on tlic Marama. 
There is about $41.S which he is be- 
lieved to have collected. In freight 
charges on a quantity of coal which 
tho Henrietta carried nortli, but so 
far only $80 of tills is alleged to hav^; 
been purloined by Krug. 

When the Henrietta arrived at 
Vancouver on her last trip Krug re- 
ported at the oll'.ce of his employers 
but e.vplalned that his accounts liad 
not then been made out tliough he 
would have his statoment ready as 
soon as lie could go out and get a 
shave. Tliat was the last seen of him. 
An hour or two later, the proiirletor 
of an hotel at whicii Krug laid Ijccn 
staying iiresented an account to .Mc- 
Ivenzle Bros, for Ivrug's board and 
lodging, explaining that the young 
man had slated tlie- account would be 
paid. It was tlion learned that Krug 
had had his luggage . taken to the 
wharf and put on board tho Marama 
with tho evident intention of leaving 
Vancouveri The Marama sailed on 
Friday before the police could be 
communicated with and a warrant 
vsworn out for the fugitive's arrest, 
but the Victoria police were communi- 
cated with and when the Marama ar- 
rived here KrufT was arrested as ho 
was pulled up froni tlie water soaked 
through from hi:; plunge. 

When Krug boarded the Marama 
he apparently liad but a very hazy 
Idea of his destln.atlon. It was not 
until tho boat had left tlio Vancouver 
harbor that he knew she was Ijound 
for Auslr.'illa. To the purser's ques- 
tions as to ills dosfination, Krug did 
not ajipear iKirlii'ular wiiere iio went 
or how lu' .q-ot there. He apparently 
Intended landing ;it Honolulu, as he 
exjiressed his pleasure v.-lien told that 
the .Alanun.a called there but he fin- 
ally piM-ehased a ticket, third class, 
for Sydney, Australia.

"I don't think a military organiza- 
tion was ever placed in a more hu- 
miliating position than that of tlie 
Fifth regiment," remarked an officer 
of that corps yesterday. "We have 
lianded our resignations to the proper 
autliorities, thereby Hlgnlfylng our de- 
sire to be relieved of tho duties of our 
positions, and yet no notice whatso- 
ever is taken of the matter. What 
more can we do'.' According to tlie 
rogukitions, it is imperative that the 
officers continue In their respective 
posltl</ns until their resignations are 
formally accepted. There Is no rule 
that I know of providing for the un- 
natural slate of affalr.s now existing. 
Unfortunately our legislators appar- 
ently did not foresee such a contre- 
temps as tiio present. No clause can 
be found providing that the resigna- 
tions must be recognized wltliin a 
specified time. Had that boon the case 
our hands wunld not have been tied as 
tiecurely. Under tho circumstances, 
liowevor, we are helpless." 

In tiio meantime, th.e same officer 
said, the work of the regiment was 
practically at a standstill. As was 
unnounced some weeks ago, all cuin- 
liany drill has been suspeiuled by the 
commanding officer, Lieut. -Col. Hall. 
Usually at this season of the year tlie 
drill hall every night is a liive of ac- 
tivity. Now tho reverse is the case. 
Tiie se.ison's pltms are in a nebulous 
state. No officer or man knows just 
what is likely to hapipen, All depends 
on whether the powers "that ho at Ot- 
tawa recognize the justice of. .the de- 
tuaiids of tho local militia for more 
up-to-date ordnance and accoutre- 
ments. If It Is shown that they Intend 
taking action to place tho Victoria 
corps on/ the same footing as.tho.so 
elsewhere, he presumed that tho resig- 
nations would, in tho majority of cases 
at any rate, bo withdrawn. But lie 
could say, without hesitation, that tho 
officers would remain firm in their de- 
mand tiiat the government give the 
Fiftli regiment the same treatment as 
was meted out to organizations of the 
same sanding In the middle West and 
Eastern sections of Canada. 

Whether tho anrilial mobilization and 
the usual period in camp would be held 
this summer were matters of conjec- 
ture. These things, as,. in fact, all the 
regimental plane, hinged on tho word 
of the federal authorities. However, 
ho thought that before that time some- 
thing definite would be known, ami he 
was inclined to think that the re- 
quests made by the local officers would 
be complied with in all but perhaps a 
few minor details. At least ho hoped 
that such would be the putcome so 
that the wind-up of the local militia 
season, namely, tho anmial camp, a 
period of training most beneficial to 
the men and mucii enjoyed as an out- 
ing—would not ho Interfered with.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE 



Dismissed, Not Withdrawn 

In the issue of tho Colonist newspa- 
per of the 17th Inst., rofi-rring to the 
case of Taylor vs. Jiusgrave, it was 
erroneously reported as having boon 
withdrawn by Mr. .\ikman on i)ehalf 
of the- lu-n.ueeutlon. A\'li;it actually 
tooic place was that when Mr. Aiknian 
clo.--ed his case for the prosecution, 
Mr. Lowe, bef<]ro calling any I'vldeiico 
on behalf of the defendant, applied to 
hnvo the case dismissed on the ground 
that tlie evidence of the prosecution 
shov,-ed there was a partnership iie- 
tween the jirosecutor and the defiuul- 
ant; that the tools In tiuosllon were 
usml In connection with tho partner- 
ship iiroiierty; that a notice of dis- 
solution having been served on his 
client, his client was entitled to .i 
lien on all partnership property in 
his possession until a settlement of 
the partnership affairs; and therefore 
the mere possession of the tools did 
not constitute a wrongful conversion 
of tho property to his use so as to 
make him guilty of the crime of theft. 
The court agreed with Mr. Lowe and 
Mr. Aikman then intimated that he 
would withdraw the prosecution. Jlr. 
Lowe declined to agree to such a 
course and Insisted on tho case being 
dismlsseil. 

Mr. Mo?,Iicking for the court said: 
"The evidinice is not altogether satis- 
factory to tlio court so far, and we 
feel tiiat tho charge has not Iieen 
proven. That is the jiid.gnient of the 
court, and tho case Is dismissed."

Mr. jMcKelvio condemned the Liberal 
contingent at Ottawa for negledting 
to oppose the ra.tilication of the Jap- 
anese treaty, and said that Its adop- 
tion was synchronous with tho build- 
ing of the Grand Trunk I'acilic. It 
was apparent that the Dominion gov- 
ernment had been paving tho way for 
tho iniijortation of thousands of coo- 
lies for the railway contractors. Ho 
said the lucmlcux nndor.standiijg plac- 
ed Canada in a very humiliating po- 
.sition. Tho arrangement, at best a 
temporary one, could not be regarded 
as binding upon future Japanese ad- 
ministrations. ; 

Mr. McICelvio strongly protested 
against tho .vicious principle of hold- 
ing the contest in Yaie-Ciirlboo three 
or four weeks after tho general oleo. 
tlons, and expressed the hope that 
tho Opi)osition at Ottawa will raise 
tho question without a moment's de- 
lay. It is asserted by certain members 
of the Liberal party In this city that 
the untrameiled expression of opinion 
In yale-Curlboo will once more be sub- 
jected to tlie same mean and dis- 
gracofu'l handicap. Of course sUch 
people arc reckoning on another Lib- 
eral victory throughout Canada. Tho 
only excuse offered by tiie government 
for pursuing thi.s course is that tho 
constituency is large, and tho means 
of conununication is limited that it 
is a matter of some dilllculty to sot 
the maehinery of elections in opera- 
tion within tho time api)olnted for 
such work. Thirs of course has abso- 
lutely no foundation in fact, and if it 
had it could bo easily ovorconio by is- 
suing tlic writs a weelc or two earlier 
than in other .-ectlons of tho Domin- 
ion. In 1S9C, when Kootenay was in- 
cluded with Yale-Cariboo, tiius mak- 
ing it nmch larger, tiie Conservative 
government gavo the people a "square 
deal," and no diflflculty whatever was 
experienced in holding the elections on 
the same day as in other constituen- 
cies.^ Since that" time the situation 
has changed very much for the 'better 
In this respect. Railways and wagon 
roads have opened up ever part of 
the district. Mail facllitlea are equal 
to tho.se enjoyed elsewhere. Com- 
munication by telegraph and telephone 
exists In nearly all parts of the rid- 
ing. In fiicl, there is no reason in tho 
world e.\ce])l tint of low political ex- 
pediency and and trickery, to prevent 
tho election lieing held here on the 
same date as cIsewluTO.

The 
electric light and all power is turned 
off tho elly tonigiil, but the gas com- 
pany's plant by a llule . xlra iiressuu' 
is suppylng the city with all neces- 
sary llglit. j"\layor Taylor aiuiounoed 
this evening that power and electric 
light would be supplied as usu;^l to- 
morrow night.

ANA DA, ail illustrated weekly 
journal published in London, 
Eng., in its issue of April 4th, 
gives the first of a series of ar- 
ticles on "Makers of British 
Columbia."' The first of these, 
v/hich is accompanied by a 
portrait of Colonel R. C. 
Moody, R.E., (herewith repro- 
duced) IS as follows : 

It was a happy thought of Lieut.-Colonel 
R. Wolfenden, I.S.O., V.D. (who is also the 
^ King's printer in British Columbia), to reprint 
the Emigrant Soldiers' Gazette and C^pe Horn 
-Ghrbnicle, which "was originally published in 
manuscript form during the long voyage of a 
detachment of Royal Engineers from Graves- 
end to Vancouver Island in 1858-9. The de- 
tachment m question, of which Colonel Wolf- 
enden himscU is a survivor, was sent out to 
preserve law and order in a country contain- 
ing, as a result of the discovery of gold, all 
sorts and conditions of men — not a few of 
them the toughest of the tough, the most law- 
less denizens of California mining camps. In 
all six officers and 150 non-commissioned of- 
ficers and men were .selected for this service — 
thirt}-- of them brought their wives and famil- 
ies — from a much larger number who volun- 
teered, and we are told that the chosen includ- 
ed "surveyors, astronomers, engineers, 
draughtsmen,- architects,- accountants, clerks, 
printers, lithographers, carpenters, Tjoatbuild- 
ers, masons, bricklayers, blacksmiths, shoe- 
makers, tailors — in fact, men of every trade 
and calling." It was well that so many pur- 
.suits were represented, for the function of thi.s 
detachment of a force whose motto is "Qbi- 
quc"' (assuredly the "quae regio Canadac nos- 
,tri non plena labors" might also be their boast) 
was nothing less -than to build the western- 
most wing of the Empire, to aid in the admin- 
istration of British law, to survey the new 
territory under the British flag, to plan and 
erect the earliest of British cities on the Paci- 
fic slope, to build churches and (if need was) 
gallows, and, in a word, to lay the foundation 
well and truly q% tba't ordered life which we 
call the Pax Britannica with a less outspoken 
pride tiiah that "of th'e Romans in a somewhat 
similar achievement. Moreover, this detach- 
ment was al^o artransplanted tree of life. Even 
upon rounding Cape Horn, when the marin- 
er's mind is set on the .sailing maxim, "What- 
ever you do, make westing, make westing," 
children were born, so that it may be said 
tliesejj«o4p.tiists beg'm.the. mosf essential, work 
blicdlonizatioti even before they Avere-into the 
Northern Pacific, at that Lime the loneliest of 
all the seas. Here is a quaint descriptiop of the 
young British Columbians on board from the 
first "leader" in the issue of the Emigrant Sol- 
diers' Gazette :for January 29, 1S59, when the 
good ship Thames City was in lat. 52.27 S., 
long. 81.37 W. "Wc. ha.vc children of every 
size and every description on board, children 
with names and children without names, pink 
children, and red children, and yellow children, 
and white children, children with comforters 
round their necks, and one child with occas- 
ionally white tape round its neck, children who 
can walk, children who can only toddle, and 
children who can do neither; children who can 
blow their noses and children who don't blow 
their noses; children of every color, every age, 
and every temper, and there will probably ere 
long be just as many more children as dif- 
ferent from these as these are from one an- 
other." The journal was edited by Second 
Corjioral C. vSinnett, R.E., assisted by Lieut. 
H. S. Palmer, R.E., and it would be interest- 
ing to know which of the two wrote the edi- 
torials—excellent, as a rule, in matter and 
manner — md which Avas responsible for what 
might be called misprints by courtesy. The 
joiirnal was published once a week, and read 
out after publication to the emigrants on the 
quarter deck by one of the officers. 

The year 1858 was a year of extraordinary 
events. Indeed, it was almost an annus mira- 
bilis. The great comet a])pearc(l there, Luck- 
now was relieved and the Indian Mutiny sup- 
pressed. Curiously enough, in that year the 
two greatest of our imperial trading compan- 
ies — is not the Empire, after all, the creation 
of its commerce? — gave the task of governance 
that had become too heavy, except for the 
"weary Titan" of the British world-state. The 
East India company's powers were transferred 
to the British government, while the appoint- 
ment of a governor for what was then named 
British Columbia, converted the Hudson's Bay 
company from a ruling authority to a mere 
trading corporation in that great section of 
Rupert's Land. Though the mind of England 
was fixed on the prodigy i?! the heavens and 
the heroism of the avenging soldiers in India, 
yet statesmen were profoundly interested in 
the eveiUs on the Pacific, for all that it was 
practically a desert ocean at the time. In 1858 
three well known Canadian.s — Cartier, Ross, 
and Gait — all of whom held high office in 
Canada, Adsitcd the mother countr}^ and were 
entertained by Sir Edward Lytton at Kneb- 
worth, now, the residence of Lord Strathcona. 
It was due, no doubt, to the representations of 
these statesmen ^that the true significance of 
the expedition of the Royal Engineers was 
grasped in the mother country. Here is a ()or- 
tion of Sir Edward L3'tton's farewell speech to 
the detachment — a spcf^ch Avhich, in the opin- 
ion of Sir Henry Drumniond Wolff, from 
whose "Rambling Recollections" we quote it, 
was one of the best he ever delivered: — 

Soldiers, you are going to a distant coun- 
try, not, I trust, to fight against men, but- to 
conquer nature; not to besiege cities, but 'to 
create>th?nv; .not. to overthrow kingdotnsi\;ljitt J^^

For these noble objects, you, soldiers of the 
Royal Engineers, have been specially selected 
from the ranks of Her Majesty's armies. 
Wherever you go, you carry with yoti not only 
linglish valor and English loyaIty_, but Etig- 
lish intelligence and English skill. Wherever 
a difficulty is to be' encountered, which re- 
quires in the soldier not only courage and dis- 
cipline, but education and science, sappers and 
miners, the Sovereign of England turns with 
confidence to you. If this were a service of 
danger and bloodshed, I know that on every 
field, and against all odds, the honor of Eng- 
lish arms Avould be safe from a stain in. your 
hands; but in that distant region to which you 



toria, British Columbia. Eroni there they 
found their way across tlie Gulf of Georgia in 
all kinds of boats, nioaily made by themselves. 
True, there was a steamboat connected with 
the Frasp river, bilt this.iQ0uld not accommo- 
date the vast multitude. '''The boats* "that 'were 
tints hastily constructed were not at all suit- 
able for the dangerous passage of the Eraser 
river. It must be remembered that there were 
no trails or roads in any part of the country 
at that tinie, and the only means of commu- 
nication they had was by water. When they 
ascended the Eraser river close to Yale, 
where the gold mining was being done, the 
river was filled with dangerous rapids aind 
under-currents which made it very,-unsafe for 
even expert boatmen with the proper kind of 



while the Indians die out before the advance 
of civilization. . 

In 1S58 what is known among the miners 
as the Eraser River Indian War broke Out. 
The Indians opposed the miners at every foot 
of the way when they saw that their object 
was to.mirie 'for gold, and after the miners got 
established' between Yale and 'Lytton, the In- 
dians were continually on the watch for small 
or unprotected parties, which they nearly al- 
ways succeeded in murdering. They would 
then throw their lifeless bodies into the 
Eraser river, and it was not uncommon to see 
a body come floating down the Eraser every 
day, most of them having been murdered by 
the Indians, though very likely a few had met 
with accident and been drowned. The miners

You have 
heard from my distinguished friend, your com- 
manding officer, that every man amongst you 
who shall have served six years in' F<ritish Co- 
lumbia, and receives at the end of that time a 
certificate of good conduct, u'ill he entitled — 
if he desire lo become a resident in the colony 
— to thirty acres of laud, aye, and of fertile 
land, in that soil which v'ou will have assisted 
to bring into settlement and cultivation. in 
the strange and wild district to which you are 
bound, you will meet with men of all coun- 
tries, of all characters and kinds. You will 
aid in preserving peace and order, not by your 
numbers, not by mere force, but by the respect 
which is due to the arms of iMigland, and the 
s]>cctacle of your own discipline and good con- 
duct.

boats to navigate and the men unaccustomed 
to such travel fell easy prey to the treacherous 
currents and whirlpools of the iMviser river,

In 1S58 the means of transportation to 
British Columbia were very limited ; there- 
fore, when the great excitement broke out 
people found themselves so circumstanced' that 
they had no means of getting there, as tlie line 
of steamers put on from San Francisco could 
not accommodate the vast throngs that rushed 
in such a short time to the'Fraser river mines. 
Men in vSan Francisco fitted out .sailing a'csscIs 
ot every description to carry the miners. There 
were also hundrccLs, if not thousands, who took 
the overland route through Oregon, Washing- 
ton and through the' cast 'of.; the mpiintains 
into British Colttrribia.

the Eraser, and what is called the Eraser River 
war, between the Indians^atjd the miners, 
began in the early part of '58. The Indians 
considered the miner -their common encniv, 
and there were some good grounds for their 
regarding the intruders in this light when we 
consider that these men were the forerunners 
of the thousands who have since settled the 
valleys and hunting grouijds of these Indians 
and who are nowijjrosperous andliappy people, 



about Yale applied to Governor Douglas in 
Victoria for protection, but the governor did 

not secni to possess the means of protecting 
them, at all events, there was nothing done 
during that year to assist the miners in re- 
storing order among the Indians. AVhen the 
miners were aware that they could not pro- 
cure assistance or protection from the gov- 
ernment in Victoria, they organized parties 
to go in advance of the miners and drive the 
Indians back. They called for volunteers for 
this purpose, the volunteers to provide noth- 
ing but their time and the risk of their lives, 
v.liile those who remained in the mining camp 
contributed either money or, what was still 
more \-aluablc, their supjilies. There were 
several of these jiartics sent on their niissioii 
under the leadershijj of some of the veteran 
Indian fighters from Colorado, who had had 
a lifetime experience fighting Indians in that 
place. They had several skirmishes with the 
Indians, and iii every case the miners were 
successful, and although they lost ciuite a 
lunnbcr of men their loss was not equal to 
that of the Indians, for the guns of the miners 
Avcre far superior weapons, many of them i)e- 
ing rifles of long range. When the Indians 
saw that the miners were determined to stay- 
in the country, and that they knew how to de- 
fend themselves, they became panic stricken 
with fear, and in many cases whole villages 
fled to some secluded valley in the mountains. 
At this time the Indians Avcre ycry numerous 
on the Eraser river; they could muster hun- 
tlreds of thousands uf warriors. 

During the summer and fall of '58 the 
miners held the ri\'er and streams adjacent 
thereto, and the Indians were jjrevented from 
procuring their • annual supply of fish, the 
staple article of their .sustenance. Although 
it was not the wish of the miners to wage 
war with the Indians, the Indians could not 
understand it in their way. Late in the fall 
the miners made peace with most of the 
tribes along the P'raser and most of thcni rc- 
turnerl to their villages, but too late to obtain 
their supplies of fish, which caused a great 
famijie among the Indians all along\,the 
Fraser at tliat time. Flour was worth' frbm 
one dollar to a dollar and a quarter a pound; 
Iiacoii Avas worth 'p-So a pound and sugar 
aliout .'?_'.oo, with everything accordingly high, 
and even at these exorbitant figures it was 
impossible to secure but a very scant supply. 
The greater part of the miners of '58 returned 
to the coast to winter, but those who re- 
joined could tell argreat^ta.le;',of the suffer- v 



ing.s of the Indians from hunger' and disease/ 

Early in the spring of 1859 the rush to -ilie"" 
PVaser was more exciting than ever, as those: 
who had mined on the bars of the Eraser in. 
'58 and returned to Victoria and San Fran- 
cisco all had an amount of gold in their poss- 
ession. Some of the diggings along the bars 
paid as high as $250.00 a day to the hand wUh 
a rocker, for in '58 they did not use sluices 
very niuch, but had the most^primitive way of 
saving the gold. The miners - canie - to :.the^ 
cotiptry by every means. available for travdl, a 
large number coming overland. la thc fall it 
was estimated that there were twenty thous- 
and miners on the Eraser river and they began 
to get trails through the country, and a large 
number of pack horses were brought in, prin- 
cipally overland, and in this year the first 
wagon road ever built on the mainland was 
started from Fort Douglas, at the' head of 
Harrison Lake, following tlie chain of lakeS 
with portages between, till they came to the 
PVaser river at Lillooet. This enabled sup- 
plies to be brought more cheaply into the in- 
terior of the country, and by th.is route they 
escaped the dangerous passage through the 
Fraser river canyon.

Wo -should not sn frequently hrar of gtMitle- 
women loft -stnimled in mIdJIo ago, helpless and des- 
titute, by -stress of uiiforst-en circuniytances, if tlio.s-! 
■same women hud acquired early in youth, when sur- 
iounded by afflueneo and ease, the power of concen- 
tratiriK" a.-^ niiu'li time, enrg-y, and tlioiight on the ac- 
eompllshnient of uncongenial tasks and duties as they 
probably save without, grudging to the pur.qnit of 
pleasure. One wo\ild not fur a nionient depreciate vlu! 
immen-se advantage of a .<peci;illzc(l training for the 
woman who alms at succcm.s In any profes,sion or oc- 
cupation; but .she no Ies.<; than her untrained ui-ster, 
will he .^jorely handicajiped in the race for fortune; or 
it may bf, in the .struggle for bare existence, if .she 
be unequipped with strength of purpos.^ and with tlio 
faculty for srlzing on. ;ind turning t" her ewn .idvan- 
taife every opponunlt\- for onward progression as It 
occur.'! — and hero \vr liave lln' point of this article — 
the need and value of adaptability; that is, for the 
capacity, the happy knack (to use a homely exjires- 
sion) of being able to conform one self to the "way- 
ward freak-s of fate." A priceless grift truly when It Is 
a matter of natural tompcra.ment, but one that It is 
most- essential .every woman worker should strive to 
' cultivate. Xiet us suppose for Instance, that you are 
seeklngr a definite .sphere in life. So far success has 
hot crowned your efforts; you have failed to achieve 
what you hoped for, and anticipated In the particular 
brancli of work for whiclj you considered yourself so 
admirably atted, or possibly, after havlngr completed 
the requisite trairtlne;'' that has co.st both time and 
money, and that too, at no .small .sacrillce, no suitable 
and remunerative post has offered, and everything 
seems to have gone awry. Well! there i.s no cause 
\for dismay, or discouragement. The acquisition o( 
Knov.'ledge whetlier genera!, or si)eclalized can never 
represent money or time wasted, to have cultivated 
even one talent, to have learned to do oven one thing 
fhO!-oiig]i!\-, and to perfection must always be a posi- 
tive gain. liut now ciierlsh that gift of adaptabillt,\-, 
which Is aftpr all a peculiarly feminine attribute 
(though alas! too often latent) strike out bravely, 
accept' the inevitable, and it i.s more than likely tliat

tlinm enjoy It, of getting their best .service, and that 
I.s the possession of the quality of leadership, the 
power to Inspire. Xo pre-eminently successful leader 
of men, teacher of children, or mistress of a lioiisf- 
hold has even bocn without it; it Is founded on en- 
thusiasm, entails great vigilance, and is akin to gen- 
ius.

'I'he mo.st ancient European Order bestowed on 
ladles. Is the Austrian decoration of '"'I'iio Situ- of the 
Crucifix," founded in the year IGSS, to commemorate 
tho preservation of the sacred relic of a ])lcce of, the 
true Cross in a terrible lire at tho Hofburg, Vientt.'i. 

'J^hls relic was held In great veneration, and the 
Emperor MaxmllUan Irivnrlably wore It as an amulet. 

The .Are broke out In t\io rooms occupied by the 
Dowager Kmpress, and although everything was de- 
stroyed, the tiny Crucifix \Vihlch contained the rollc 
was discovered unhurt,' 

So great was the gratitude of the Imperial Family, 
that they determined to found an order 'n thankful- 
ness for the miracle of the presorv.allon ot tho relic. 

'Pile -senior Archduchess of the Imperial Ilousoliold 
is always the head of this order and tlie members 
must be ladies of high rank and unsullied character. 

They must promise to visit the sick and tho poor, 
to reel to certain prayers dally, and also to attend 
mass. 

The order is made of blue enamel, oval In shape, 
with a gold border, and the device, "Salus ot Glorlo," 

in black letters on It. 

In the centre is the double headed eagle, a red 
greolc cross, and bands of blue and gold. 

The wearer pins It on the left breast with a black 
bow. 

Another order with a romanllc^hlstory Is the l^ul- 
sen Order, foniK.'d In mcnioVy of the beautiful Queen 
Louise ft Prussia. 

It is a simple decoration of a .small black enamel 
cross with tho letter Ij as a centre, surrounded by 
golden stars. On the hack are the dates 18fS-l,SH. 

It Is an order bestowed on all classes of women 
>nd w.as originally Intendfil to reward those self- 
sacrificing women, who, when things seemed at tlielr 
worst during the Napoleonic Wars, gave up all their 
jewelry for a fund to save their country.

In Juno 1.S20, a workman, named Robert Wyatt, 
was employed in (illlng In the moat surrounding tlio 
ruins of Fotheringay Castle. 

.Students of History are doubtless aware, that, 
when James 1 ascondeil the ICnglish Throne one of the 
lirst acts was to dismantle the gloomy castle of Ko- 
therliigay, where his beautiful and Ill-fated mother, 
Jlary Queen of Scots, was executed, and for years It 
wai! allowed to sink Into utter decay until In the 
course of centuries It became tho ruins It now Is. 

Wyatt was employed as a guide liy those who 
wished to inspect the ruins and one ilay, when he was 
investigating some of the debris which marked the 
side of the banqueting htill wh(!re the Queen was be- 
headed, lie came upon a gold ring, which from its in- 
scription proved that it had without a doubt bclongijd- 
to Mary. 

The ring boro the Inscription, "Henri L. Darniey, 
1565;" there was a monogram of H. and .M. entwined 
in a true lover's knot, and tho lion of Scotland, on a 
crowned shield vva^ engraved In tho hoop. 

It Is most probable that the ring wks used at 
Mary's marriage with Darnley, and had previously 
to that been her engagement ring, the date 1565 coin- 
ciding with that of her betrothal. 

How the ring was lost Is easy to conjecture. 

The executioner on that dreadful morning In Feb- 
ruary, bungled his work, and It required two strokes 
of tho ax© to decapitate tho head of the lovely Mary 
Staart, 

During the agonies sho sufCered, It is surmised 
that she unconsciously drew oif tho ring from her 
finger, and that It dropped In the sawdust and was 
swept away after the execution. 

Another of .Mary's rings was found In tho grounds 
of .SywcU Hall, it bears the inscription "In loyule- 
ment ma sonvreyn," and one of her "thumb rings" 
with ".M.R." on it. was also accidentally found at 
Borthwlcli Castle, where she stayed In 1567.

Potato and Onion Soup. 
Potato Curry. Batter Eggs and Spinacli. 
Lemon and Rice; 
Bread Souffle. Inexpensive Pancakes. 
Fried Hominy Cakes and Sauce Pinquantc. 

Potato and Onion Soup. 

Required: One pound of potatoes, one largo onioTI, 
ono ounce of dripping, one quart of boiling water,' 
half a pint of milk, ono tablespoonful of crushed 
tapioca, iiepper and salt to taste. 

Method: Peel and slice tho potatoes and tho 
onion, then put them on In a stewpan with the drip- 
ping and let them cook lightly for five minutes. Pour 
over one quart of boiling water and let all simmer 
till soft enough to press through a wire sieve. 

When this is done, return to the saucepan with 
half a. pint of milk, lot it Come" to the boll and then 
gently stir the tapioca in. , 

Add pepper and salt to taste, and let the soup 
slmmei\tlll the tapioca is quitis clear, 

iServe with dice, or sippets of fried bread. 

Potato Curry. 

Required: One pound of cold boiled potatoes, two 
onions, one ounce of dripping, one teaspoonful of 
curry powder, a squeeze of lemon Juice, and a tea- 
cupful of rice. 

Method: Cut the onions Into thin slices and try 
in dripping, add one breakfastcupful of water, with 
which has been mixed one teaspoonful of curry pow- 
der, a dessertspoonful of Hour, and a .stjueeze' of 
lemon juice. Stir till all thickens and then put In 
the potato cut in cubes. >' 

Let all warm tlirouffh, but not boil. . 

Serve in a border of nicely boiled rice. 

Batter Eggs and Spinach, 
Required; Seven egg-s, one pound of spinacli, 

half a pint of milk, (lour, popper and salt. 

Method: Poach six eggs, and then allow them 

to get cold. 

Make a batter with one be.aten egg, half a pint of 
milk, and sufiiclent flour to make il of tho right con- 
sistency.

Inexpensive Pancakes.' 

Required: Six ounces of flour, one teaspoonful of 
baking powder, ono ogg, three-quarters ot a pint of 
milk, lard for frying. 

Method: Make the batter When It is required, and 

do not let it sttiiid. 

.Mix line teas]u)onful of baking powder and a 
liiiich of .'-•all with six ounces of Hour. Beat thor-

A FEW HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

Hot milk is even better than boiling water for re- 
moving most stains. - 

Books keep better when exposed to the air than 
when shut up in a bookcase. 

Pearl knife handles should be cleaned wltli a rag 
dipped In fine salt, and then polished with a leather. 

To clean a spice mill, grind two tablcspoonfuls of 
rice through the mill and all traces ot spice will be 
removed. 

Paint stains on floors may be removed by soaking 
them for a little time In turpentine or benzine, anil 
then rubbing them with pummlce stone or glass 
paper. 

Never place a good piece of, furniture* very near a 
fire place. The heat dries the wood and the gluci ef- '• 
ten causing rot where the parts aro Joined together. 

To clean glass put a little powdered pummlce stone 
between the layers of a folded piece of soft muslin 
and stitch round the edges to prevent the' powder., 
from falling out. i ' • .':i.'-':.4 

Rub lamp glasses or window panes with this dry 
cloth and they will bo clean and sparkling almost im- 
medialelv. 

];;nough powder will remain in the cloth for use 
many times. 

If paralln be spilled on a carpet, a good handful 
ot outmcal should at once bu laid on the spot. 

Leave It untouched' for •.at' least a day, then 're- 
move it and brush the canjet with a stiff hard broom. 

To waterproof boots melt; together equal parts of 
mutton suet and beeswax.and mix It well. Warm this 
when needed (dhd >ub' a little over the soles ot tho 
boofs and over the edges :whero. the stitching is. 

Mildewed linen ..niayjlbc -restowd: by >soaplng tho 
spots and wbllc still' wet rubbing; In powdered chalk.

la those; days the little chllclron, of tho pobrer'peoplo 
wore taught by old women, "dames" as they wero ciill- 
cd. As a very little fellow Hugh learned to read at 
the dame's school and .-wlth.tlTe help of His te&oher, 
who must have been a wise -Woman, he- found out that 
he could find stories in his bookii. He wt.ii delighted 
and soon he lived In a beautiful world xit his own, 

Jack, the Giant Killer, Robin-son Crusoe and The' 
Pilgrim's Progress wero his chief treasures, but these

Recently during the great 
Austrian manoonvers, 200 men were left lying on tho 
lield to represent tlu! wounded; and tho stretcher- 
bearers, working against time, overlooked .'18 of these. 
Within -0 mlniites the Viennese dogs had found them 
all. Kach dog had about Ills neck a Mask, of brandy 
or souj) and a roll of bandages. Tho wounded man, 
having made what uso he can of this relief, gives the 
dog Ills cap or belt and tho animal races off wlth.lt to 
the ambulance attendants, wli-oai ho then .conducts .to 
the .spot. ■■.■■•.

The trees grew and nourished and 
before long, not only many people in Victoria, but 
strangers wlio were visiting in the city walked or 
drove out to -Mr. Palmer's. Th<'y atlinired the iiretty 
sight and many of them went a-way and planted or- 
chard;! of their own. The government eniiiloyed Afr. 
rainier and Mr. Anderson to tell tho people in various 
iiarts of the country what they knew about tho culture 
of fruit. 

Now there are many miles of orchard trees ijlanted 
in Uritisli Columbia ;ind many of them aro bearing 
alre.idy. One of the largest of the fruit bearing re- 
gions is the valley of the Okanagan but we have many 
hne orcliards, britb on Vancouver Island and on the 
islands in the Gulf of fjcorgla. Xt;ar Victoria, and 
A\'e.stmln;ilv;r there are splendid strawberr.v gardens as 
W'dl as orchards. Martin lUirrill is another gentleman 
who ha;.; done much to iironiote fruit growing and to 
hnd a m;irket for it. There are few, if any men. in 
British Columbia who have served the province better 
than those who have shown that her valleys can be 
made tho "Orchard of Canada."

'.vi-ar.s- el'.il'lren tlu^y fall ash-ei) and are never quar- 
relsome, it takes on an average 20 pounds of food a 
day for a team of 11 dogs on a hard route. — Spokes'-- 
man Review.

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ncsonrches amoiie the ruins of the' ancient cities 
of Mosopotamia, and estimutos of the length of time 
necoHsai-y for the Jilling up 'of tho vnlloy lying at the 
head of tho I'er.sian gulf, warrant the conclusion that 
civilized communities were established on tho banlvs 
Of tlic ILuphnitCH and Tigris fuliy ton thousand years 
'• ago. These rivers carry to tlio sea -a great ciuantlty 
of silt formed by the oroaiou of tlio mountains in 
" Which they take their rise, and tills iy depositee! at 
the' seashore, and forms; new land. .The Tate^ of 
growth oC thisjs so rei?ultir that it furnlsfaes a.falrly 
Hccurato Tneans of measurlns: tho lapse of time, and 
whf^n a city is found a long distance inland, wliicli 
' -vviis unquaslitjiialjly ,a seaport when it was built, tho 
length of time reouircd for tlic river to deiJosit the 
soil now lying between It and tlie sea is easily esti- 
mated. Anotlier measure of time, wliieh is not quite 
as reliable, is derived from tho depth of the eartli 
coverings of the ruined cities. It Is very remarkablo 
that several of these cities should Ho one underneath 
tlie other. Tho antiquity o£ the • upper ^one being 
known hisforically," the ago of the others can' bo 
estimated' Willi ah approach to accuracy. A third 
means ■, of ,'r^aol}ing''tho result is by deciphering tlio 
inscriptions, found, in .the ruins. ^Tliese three inetIiod.s 
lead to closely slmibir conclusioii.«, so that tho gonorai 
conviction of arcliaeologists is tliat at least us early 
as 7500 B.C. eivlli>;ation liad made very considerable 
progress in tiie region referred to. Of course, very 
little can bo told with any approach to certainty 
concerning this very remote period, and we have a 
hiatus of from three thousand to Ave thousand years 
before any actual- historical personagre can be spolcen 
df with any degree of accuracy. The name of this 
great malcer of history was Shar-gani-shar-all, 
commonly called Sargon by archaeologists. Tho date 
at whicli he lived Is uncertain. Some calculations 
assign liim to as remote a period as 4500 B.C.; 
others tliinic that 2S00 B.C. is as great an antiquity 
as the evidence warrants. But whatever may have 
been the true date of his reign, the:-e is abundant 
proof that the peoRle of the Euphrates valley had then 
reached a high stage of culture indicating a very 
long period of enlightened progress. 

Before giylng a brief resume of Sargon's career, 
it may bo well to mention that long before his time 
the use of| clotliing had become general, so much so, 
indeed, that a national costume had been adopted, 
which varied with the wealth of Its wearer. This 
signifies more than appears at first sight. It indi- 
cates a stage In progress which o^r British an- 
cestors had not reached two thousand years ago. 
Astronomy was an established science, for tho 
heavens were mapped nut and the signs of tho Zodiac 
were iiulicatod as we have tliem today; architecture 
had made gi'oat pro^res.s and some advance had been 
iK'hieved in navigation. Perhaps of greater interest 
•IS the fact that many of the stories, which we teli 
. children, such as that of Jacic the Giant Killer, Jack 
and the Boaii-stall%, and so on, had their origin in tiiis 
lar-off time. Indeed, tliey seem to be distorted le- 
gends of the heroes of Akkad, .In which respect they 
resemble the legends current among our own Indians. 
' But with this brief suggestion of tho progress at- 
tained at the period of Sargon's reign, and with a 
r.eihirider that before* liis birth fully three times, and 
perhaps five times, as iong a period of civilization 
li'ad elapsed as separates our day from tliat of Alfred 
the Great, it may be mentioned that Babylonian his- 
tory dates back to Sargon as the founder'of an 
epoch. In a great library found at Nineveli, there 
were discovered dictionaries, grammars and geogra- 
phies — not such .as we have today, of course, but 
inscribed on .cylinders' and tablets, and they go back 
to^ Sargon's time as though that were the beginning 
of settled history. Sargon himself was of obscure 
birth. He was found in a pitch-smeared lia.^ket 
floating in a canal. All manner of legends surround 
his origin and early life. All manner of remarkable 
things were attributed to him. After many adventures 
lie was raised by divine guidance to a position of 
eminence, and "then began a career of conquest and 
able administration, ' which lias led some writers to 
call him the Charlemagne of antiquity. Ho overthrew 
all his rivals and made himself ruler of Western 
• Asia and Egypt. He plays the same part in tho 
records of tliat time as wo saw last Sunday that 
Folii ])layed in the early history of China. 
AU science, ar(, literature and the whole sclenci! of 
government were atti'ibuted to him or to the inllueiu^e 
of his iialroiumu. lie must not bi.' confused witli 
Arkeunc^-, who, under tiie name of Sargon, Is mcn- 
iioned In Isaiah, who lived more than two thousand 
years after. 'We find a reference to Aklcad in Genesis 
:<. One of Noah's sons was Ham, and Ham's oldest 
son was Cush, who in his turn had a son, Nimrod. 
Tho latt'?r i.s described as "a mighty hunter before 
the 'Lord." and it is told of him that "the beginning 
of his kingdom v.-a.- Babel, and Ereeli and Akkad, and 
Calnch in tlie land of Shinar." it is just pos.^ible 
'that Xlinrod and Sargon were one and the same 
per.s(ms. In Genesi.s xl. we aro told of tho building 
of tlie Tower of Babel, and it is established beyond 
doubt that the successors of Sargon were chiefly dis- 
tinguished by the remarkable buildings which they 
erected. The remains of one of them have been ex- 
amined, and It Is estimated that upwards of 30,000,000 
bricks must have been used in its construteion. The 
years following the death of Sargon, when his son and 
grandson were upon the -throne, were great eras in 
liuildliig. Brlek was .lie clilef material used, and for 
l ement bitumen was employed Instead of lime. Aftor- 
■ivards tills great empire, which Sargon foun<led, fell 
to pieces, and it is not improbable that the .story 
of Babel and the confusion of tongues is a legend of 
tills great political event. 

'Pile ri'.sciiihhmee between the early life of Mo.scs 
and Sargon Is iiolrwnri hy. and it may al.so bo m<;n- 
tioni-d that among the tablets found in the gri'at 
I.brary at Nineveli was the famous account of the 
flood that i.s .so often referred to a.s a contirmation 
of the story told in Genesis. In view of tho fact tiiat 
tho earlier books of tho Old Testament wore not fe- 
<li(Ctd tij their present form until after the Baby- 
lordan Captivity, these things are of iniii.sual inli'i- 
e?t. -Mthoiujli know so little with an:-- n rtainty 
coaccrning lliis fiygoue hero, it is wortli nn-ntioning 
that about llfly centuries ago there llvi.'d a man, who 
innde his'tory to such a purjiose that the gre.alest civil- 
fyiatlon known in all antiquity lias been ascribed 
to ills, commanding influence. 



PULPIT AND PEW 



A correspondent sends an extract from an English 
pwblication In v,-hich llie relations of Iho jnilpit ami 
imw are dealt witii. in it the ofi-stated question: 
•'How shall wo get people to go to church?" receives 
some con.iideratlon, and the gist of tlie views (!X- 
priseed is contained in a question and answer said 
to have been put to. a prominent divine. "How shall 
^ro hll "the ppwn?" ho was aaknd; to which he replied: 
"Hy ■lllliri.';- the pulpit." This .seems very well imt, 
aad perhaiii; It is, if v.-e understand the word "lllllug" 
ir, a wide .ienso. Wliat is the cdijcot of church sur- 
v'.cfx'' Moxt ])(!0p!e would .answer that tlit;y form .a 
;idrt of .'iiaii'!) religious duly, and that they are litlu 
Id ol)idl<5ni;» lo DIvino law. But church-going is 
purel..' a numan iastitutlor., an evolution fronj the 
gAtlj»rlngs of people, who used to nleet. to hear jeiius 
speak, and lat»r;.a»sbm6le(l 'dt; more or less regular 
Juwrv*!*- for ,inutual/.c6n)for^^ instruction. There 
appears to hove' b'»on ,Bomd'~ divergence of practice 
among th«»e who Hcft professed themselves follow.- 
ers of tho .n*w doctrine, so that not only ;Judo In " 



- , his general li^plstle warned the Christians against 
■ abandoning tho habit of holding such gatherings, but 
the writer of tho Epistle to the -.Hebrews laid very 
groat stress upon their duty not to forsrike the as- 
sembling of themselves together. He looked upon 
these meetings as a means of "provoking one another 
to love and to good works." Perliaps if wo say that 
public worship was instituted for tho strength- 
ening of spiritual life and tlio promotion of ■ good 
works, and has been continued with that object, wo 
will not bo far astray. This 1.". sought through ' tho 
instrumentality of three mea.is:, prayer, pruise, and 
instruction..^^ Wherv wo' speak of "filling tho pulpit," 
if what we have I inj.'mind is. that the preoelier shall 
bo a man of eloijuence, who Is able to Interest and 
attract audiences, we refer only to one of the three 
means by which tlie desired effect of public worshi)) 
can be attained. But if wliat wo mean by the term 
is that the minister shall bo a hnan tilled with the 
spirit, wliich tho cliureh theoretically at least do- 
sires the people to acquire, and able to inspire all 
three branches of tho service with a feeling of cer- ' 
tainty thai he himself has, as some one has put it, 
."been touched with a live coal from off the altar," 
tliere will not bo much reason to complain . that the 
pews are empty. In this sense it is true to say that 
the Way to fill the pews Is to fill the i)Ulpit. 

But this is ratlier begg'ng the question dlicussed 
in the extract, whieli is more speeilic, because it ri.'- 
fers more specilicall.v to the act of preaclilng. While 
there are some people who go to church simply to 
talce iiart In the service, and to whom tho sr rmon is 
the least important part of tho ceremony, the great 
majority, the masses, whoso more frequent attend- 
ance at services Is desired, are very much more in- 
terested in the sermon. If tills is good, they arc 
■satlsfled; It It is dull, they are discontented, and 
not oven an attractive musical programme can tempt 
them to Ko again. A story is attributed to Arch- 
bisliop Wliateley, whose worlc on Rhetoric is recom- 
mended to every i)erson whose business it is to 
speal; or write, in wlilcli it is related that a young 
curate asked him liow long he ought to take In pre- 
paring a sermon. The Arciibishop replied: "That 
depends upon liow long you are going to preach. If 
an hour, an hour will do; if half an hour, I should 
recommend you to talte a couple of days; if fifteen 
minutes, you'ought to take tho whole week." There 
is a great deal in this. .\ trained newspaper writer 
will often spend- more time over a short Item than 
he would over a liaif column dealing with the same 
subject. A public speaker who is going to speak as 
long as his audience will listen to liim, does not re- 
quire much preparation, because, if he can spealc at 
all and once gets started, he la pretty sure to sajr 
"something w-ortli listening to. Most sermons dis- 
play a lack of preparation, and no preacher Is war- 
ranted in ' expecting his congregation to take more 
interest In his discourse than he does himself. Whiit 
is usually spoken of as eloquence is excellent in tho 
pulpit, but earnestness is far better. Elociuence is 
tho glitter which attracts; earnestness the magnetism 
which holds. If the two are combined so inuch tlie 
better, but- the combination is rare. 

To be more specific. The pulpit has too much to 
say about the church as an organization; it assumes 
too much of what smacks' of .infallibility.; it is given 
to concealing, the tru^i, for fea.r that If the whole is 
told tho belief of "hearers may be weakened; it does 
not deal enough with the things which concern men 
in their dally life. Let a preacher talk straight out 
to his people upon things with whicli tliey are coii- 
ccrned, and they will come a second time to listen 
to him. Let him deal witli t'uing.s tliat he under- 
stantls and that others can undfrstand, and not talk 
mysteriously about matters which neither ho ;nor 
anyone else can hope to know anything about, 
and practical men and women will be eager to hear 
him. ICvery one wants, the real meibsago of tho 
church, and the chief reason why so few people go lo 
church i.s, that they do not receive the message when 
they do go. Sometimes one will liear a sermon dc- 
\'ot('d to the , denunciation of evils concerning whicli 
every member of the congregation thinks exactly as 
the iireaeher does. This sort of thing does very little 
good. Preachers ought to aim at meeting the actual 
needs of those to whom they speak. 

Some people say that too much is expected of a 
preacher. Possibly this Js true, and possibly It Is not 
true. Their subjects are timeworn, no doubt, and 
It Is next to impossible to say new things about them; 
but old things can be said In now ways. Some- 
times mysteries are made (Uit of things that to the 
layman arc simplicity il.self. Here i.s a true inci- 
dent: A preacher liad delivered a sermon on a text 
out of one of Paul's ejiistli-s. IJc said that coni- 
uientat(n-s had decided that Paul meant either one 
of tliroe tilings, and he elaborated the ars^lnlents In 
favor of each view, closing by expressing his own 
preference. After the sermon he said to ono of tho 
congregation: "What do you think Paul meant?" 
to which tho reply was that he probably meant what 
he said, to which tho preacher an.swered that it would 
be imiiossible to find a eommeiitator who would say 
so. This little story lllnsliates the weakness of 
many .sermons. The iiKMiibcrs of the congregation, 
if tlioy are at all Interested, have decided as soon as 
tho text Is read what it means, and the preacher 
goes on for half an hour or mgre endeavoring to 
give It some meaning which is not apparent on its 
face. It may be taken for granted that the writers 
of the books of tlio Bible Itnew what they wanted to 
say, and sold It. Hence as a rule the best use for a 
text Is to u.se it as a peg to hang a. sermon on. in 
otlier words, in each sermon llirre oni;ht to be a cen- 
tral thought, and lhi\ preacher'.- object onglil to lio 
to malic tluit thought plain; and, when he lias done 
this, to stop. And the thought ought always to be 
one having some direct bearing u\nm the development 
of character, the promotion of the happiness of those 
who are spoken to, or the inculcation of correct 
principles of conduct, not merely in people as iii- 
dividtial.-:, but in their relation to the communit>-, the 
stat'> and the world at large. If this rule were adopt- 
ed, it religion were treitod as a ])rarliral liiid (inder- 
stanilablo thing, if less niyslory wcro niadi- of it, if 
ica.'^onahi ■n.'SH rather than antiquity wore relied'on 
to demoii.strate its truths, if nior(^ were made of per- 
sonal experience and less of clerical dogma, and If 
jjorvading all preaching there wcro more Inilicatlo.is 
that the preacher himself was in earnest, mOic peu- 
ple would attond church.

liim in tho- selge of Troy, among' the - heroes who 
agreed to assist him was Ulysses, son of Laertes, 
prince of Ithaca. UlysHos had then been married only 
a short tlmo' to Penelope, and their little son Tcle- 
maclius was but a few months old. Penelope was 
second only to Helen in her beauty of face and 
■figure, and the fame of her loveliness had spread 
from Greece to Troy. AVhen Agammcmnon, who was 
the bearer of Manelaus' message, arrived in Ithaca, 
he had great difficulty In persuading Ulysses to 
leave his tfeautlf uil wife, for! he 'feared that in .Wa 
absence she might be abducted as Helen had been. 
But Ulysses was a hero and a soldier before all else, 
and after a sad farewell, lie set sail with Agam- 
ineninon for Troy, where lie distinguished himself 
for his great sagacity and bravery. In tlie Odyssey, 
Houier tells of the wonderful adventures that bolcl 
iiim upon his Journey back to Penelope. 

As soon as he left Troy, fierce storms besot him, 
scattering his ships. The sails of his own vessel 
were torn to shreds, and his men, giving themselves 
up for lost, gathered . round their commander, who, 
oven In the face of gravest danger, never lost tho 
great courage that distinguished him among the 
bravest of his time A north wind blew his ship 
across the .Vcgi-an Sea to the fair country of tho 
Lotus- ealer.s, a land in which It "seemed always 
afternoon," and where the "charmed sunset lingered 
low adown in tlie red west." 

"The mlld-eyed, melancholy Lotus-eaters" brought 
branches of the enchanted fruit, and bade the tired 
mariners eat of it and rest forever upon the charmed 
shores. But Ulysses, whose sagacity ivas second 
only to his courage, dissuaded his followers from 
listening to the soft persuasion of those already under 
the spell of the enchantment, and they set sail again 
towards the north, and the Isle of Ithacti, where 
Ulysses kiunv his patient .vife watciicd eagerly for 
his coining. But the gods had doomed the hero to 
twenty long years of wandering before he should 
see his home again. Many and varied and always 
dangerous were the adve:;£-,; "« that befel tiie brave 
Ulysses. Over and over again in song and legend 
do we read of the perils that beset him and his men 
upon the Isles of Cyclops and Aeolus .and tho won- 
derful island of Aegea. In the latter plat.'e lived 
Circe, the enchantress, and myth-loving painters 
have pictured this fair lady upon a tlirono within a 
giiniinering palace, her loveliness intangible .-ind 
alluring, and at lier feqt, soliie crouching to spring, 
others asleep, and still othiers gambolling at play, 
scores of animals, one-time foolish adventurers, who 
have been changed under her magic Into the brutes 
they most resembled. "Wise tllysses alone was proof 
against her spell, and so great was his own power, 
that he compelled her to release his comrades from 
her enchantment. 

He sailed Into the country of tlie Cimmerians, 
tlio land of perpetual darkness, and descended into- 
Hades, there to Inquire of the Ijlind seer Teireslas 
if the gods would cvit permit him to return to ilia 
native land. Helrcsias foretold that ho would In 
time reach IthSba, but not until he had passed 
through- many more perils and adventure?. 

Ths west wind blew tliein towards the Islands of 
tho Sirens, and Ulysses Dllcd the ears of his com- 
panions with wax that tliey might not fall under the 
spell of tile hiring mu.sic. 13ut for himself, he bade 
tlie siiilors tie him fast to Ihe mast, and on no ac- 
count to release liliii mitll tho perilous islands were 
passed. .So w.'ia this temptation braved and over-- 
conie. Month after month saw the hero in the midst 
of fresh dangors, through all of which he passed 
scatheless, though a .great storm Anally wrecked his 
ship and' drowned all'- of his colnpanlons. For eight 
years ho rcinnined a prisoner of the gods on the isle 
of Ogygla, the abode of the nymph Calypso. Here 
he had every comfort, and the lovely nymph minis- 
tered to him U'ith ceaseless' tenderness. ]?ut day 
afti r day througb tiic long ye:irs "fcjund him sitting 
on the shore, looking over the unharvestcd deep, his 
e,vO;i never dry of tears and his sweet life el^blng 
away as he mourned for his return to Penelope" 

At length the • gods permitted "Nausica of 
the white arms" to come to the aid of Ulysses, and 
through her Instrumentality he was given a ship in 
which to return home. Tlio winds wore propitious, 
the w eather fair, and the hero, his trials over, landed 
upon his native shore 

.Meantime dining the weary years of his aljsencc, ' 
Penelo|)e was wooeil b.v many suitors. Tliey caino 
from far and ne.ar, and were so Importunate that 
Penelope resorted to strategy in order to rid lierself 
of them. .She told her lovers that she was at work 
upon a piece of tapestry, which was to be a shroud 
for Laertes, and that, when It was flnlshed, she would 
give them her answer. By day she worked and by 
nigbt her pathuit fingers undid the daytime's task. 
So was the worli prolongetl and the demanded de- 
cision put off. ;ind (lirough the wdndow of her tower- 
chamber .'■he watelied foreN'er across the sapiihlrc 
sea for the glimpse of a white sail and ii golden 
prow, that would mean the home-coming of Ulysses. 

One warm, sweet day In summer a beggar sto"'! 
at the gates of Penelope's castle, an unshaven, un- 
kempt man, of wonderful length of limb and great 
breadth of shoulder, but clad in tatters and bent as 
if from long suffering. From under his shaggy 
brows lie looked upon tlie camps of Penelope's lovers, 
and his eyes took fire and his breath came rpiick and 
hot. The soldiers at the drawbridge would have 
driven him awaj-, l)ut, an old woman, a long-time 
servitcjr and Ul.vsses' one-ti;ne nurse, who stood 
near, beseeching them to let him pass, they humored 
her. Once within, and out of sight of prying eyes, ' 
the ancient dame fell upon her knees at the feet of 
tlie beggar. 

"Master, master," she wept, "praise to the gods 
thou hast returned!" 

Telemachus, L'lysses' son, g|-owii lo .glorious y(nmg 
manhood, passed the beggar and the woman witlnjul 
a glam-e Servants who in tl;e past had llown to do 
the bidding of Ulysses, laughed and mocked at tho 
bent iind ragged llgure who followed the old dame 
into tile castle hall. B.ut Argos, tho hero'.'j old dog, 
who lay stretched In the sun, stood up as tho two 
approached, and flung himself with crioa of wild de- 
light upon Ihe man, licking his face, his hiinds, liis 
feel. In a transport of ,io\. 

"Of Ihem all," said the he,-gai-, fondling liis laith- 
fii! pet, "only thou and the old nurse rianembei- 
i;iysses." 

But Penelope was in the tower by nor loom, and 
Ulysses sought her there. She rose, half in anger, 
half In fear, as lie entered, ond there was no word 
of greeting upon her lips, until Ulysses, straighten- 
ing Ills great f<irin, and holding out his arms, pro- 
nounced her name.

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OT for many yeara has the attention 
of the world boen t'o directed to 
Canada as at the present moment. 
The Quebec Tercentenary celebra- 
tion to be carried out In a few 
months time on t'Uo initiative ol" 
his Excellency Earl nrey, has been 
commented on and approved by 
the press on both sides of the At- 
lantic. A brief outline oC the gov- 
crnor-goneral's achenio appeared u 
■few weeks back, but Its paraniount 
importance rondera It unnoces.'iary 
to make any excuse for recapitulating the steps which 
led up to the carrying out of what will prove one of 
the most notable event.? in the h!.= tory of Canada. 
.With- that prescience and tact for which Earl Grey 
has always been noted lie made his appeal to the 
people of Canada, through the women of Canada. On 
Dec- 12 last, he addressed the "Women's Canadian 
club.nf :\'.ontreaI, in the following terms: 

I wonder w'hethcr you ladies have ever realized the 
various emotions that pass through the mind of the 
Jmrnigrant to Canada,' aa the vessel on'whloh he Is a- 
passengor, steams up the stately St. Lawrence to Mon- 
treal, Remember that the first Imprea&lons received 
by thfe: Immigrant to the United States Is conveyed to 
him by the statue of liberty, placed by the bounty of 
l^Vanc^at the entrance of the harbor of New York. 
The message' conveyed to him by the evet-burnlng 
light of liberty, fills his heart with; hope and generous 
emotions. Contrast this oxporlenoo with that it the 
Immigrant to Montreal. When ho passe.s Quebec, 
^vith mind aglow with expectation and loolcs up to the 
Plains of Abraham, whore the fate of America was 
decided, and the foundation of Greater Britain was 
laid, he sees no inspiring monument si)eaking of wel- 
come and hope, but only a building a.ssociated with 
all that Is darkest in the liCo of Canada, a black, 
frowning gaol, and that gaol standing upon the very 
ground where. Wolfe g;ive up liis lifo. There Is no 
Juorc sacred spot of earth on the wlioh; of thi.s Ameri- 
can continent. 

Ladles, it is part of your work not to rest content 
until that polluting gaol has been removed to some 
other and more appropriate .situation. 

Founding of Ciuebec 
Next year, as yoa are aivare, la the SOOth anniver- 
sary of the founding of Quebec by Chaihplain. It has 
boon suggested by a committee appointed by Mr. Gar- 
neau, the mayor of Quebec, consisting of Chief Jus- 
tice Sir F. Langeller, Mr. Tache and Col. Wood, that 
the Champlain Tercentenary should be celebrated by 
the consecration of the famous battlefields of Quebec. 
Tills suggestion hag received the v,-arm ajiproval of 
Mr. Gouln, the jiremler of the province of Quebec, 
and of Sir Wilfrid Laurior. 

^ The battlefield of Ste. Foyo, Avhcre tho Frencli in 
17G0, after a desj)crate arid bloody battle defeated 
tho British, and wlienco they would have recaptured 
Quebec, if the British lleet had not suddenly appeared 
adjoins the Plains of Abraham. 

It is proposed to Include the more important parts 
of the two battlellelds in a national parlc. Thus, bat- 
tles in which tho contending races were alternately 
victorious, and in both of; which, the victor and tho 
vanquished were entitled to equal 'honor, will be llt- 
tingly commemorated. 

It is owing to tlie action of Ills .Mf.j^^'y 'lie King 
In establishing the entente cordiale wit'li France, and 
to the love which he Inspires in the heart of every 
I'Yench, as well as of every English-Canadian, that 
the times are at last favorable to tile removal from 
tho Plain.s of Abraham of the buildings ivhich now 
disgrace and di.saguro them. . and to their preservation 
in a shape whic ii will gratify every .man of English 
descent, whether Kritisii or American.' ~ 
• Universal Approval 
It is generally admitted that the capture of Qm-boc 
in 1759 paved the way for the declaration of indepen- 
dence In l"7.'i. The Plain:; of Abraham, when they 
are properly cared for, will bo the inecca of every 
American as well as of every Briton. 

The proi)osaI to celebrate the P.OOtli hlrtlul;iy of 
Canada, by the consecration of thr battlelield.s. has 
met with universal approval. It is hoped that .-ipiiro- 
priations from the federal and provincial legislatures 
will be obtained In order to celebrate the anniversary 
In a manner worthy of the occasion. Init In addition 
to tlie parliamentJiry grant tliat may he forthcoming 
a largo additional sum will l.ie reriuired to ;)ut tlio 
hattlcllokls into a condition wliich will .satisfy the his- 
toric sentiment of all concerned. 

Jloney has to be found for tjio removal of the gaol 
and the rllie factory, and otln r buildings whicli de- 
face and desecrate the b.-itt!clields, for tlie purchase of 
certain lands, for the building uf a niu.-eum for hi:i- 
torlcal relics, for the construction of jn avi>nue round 
the battlellelds, overlooking on one side the St. Law- 
rence, and on tho' other Ahe valley of the Iliver St. 
Charles. This avenue would be about live miles in 
■length, and for historical Interest and natural beaut.x-, 
would probably be unique. 

I also hope that It may be possible to erect on the 
point of Quebec, first visible to a steamer coming up 
the St, Lawrence, a colossal statue of tho angel of 
welcome and peace, with arms outstretched, offering 
to clas]) to her heart every new arrival from Furope. 

Ladles, I bollevc It only requires determined and 
systematic organization to secure from individual 
subseribeis tho $1,000,000, or whatever sum may be 
rcrniired. for the complete realization of these 
Kcheines. 

Wolfe's Only Memorial 

At the present momont tho only memorial to Wolfe 
Is a small column erected by the rank and lilo of the 
British arm>', quartered in r'an;>d.-i. in 1S40. These 
gallant soldiers sacrificed a day's pay In order that 
the.\' miglit do honor to tlie memory of Wolfe, and in 
so doing have given an example whlcii I hope will 
touch the heart of thousands of Britons,' not only In 
Canada, hut In ever.v part of tho world. 

Do you not think the women of Canada, in re- 
s]ioii:!e to an appeal made to tliem. would be only too 
glad to ol)t;iin from the rank and lile of the Dominion, 
the siini required to celebrate tlni 300th birthday of 
<.'an;«la by consecration of the battlellelds. 

When 7 \dsited the St.atcs last year, nothing made 
a deeper imiiression on me than my visit to Mount 
Vernon, the lioine of George Washington. Kvery 
<'are liad l)i.cn ta.ken to preserve tlje house and its

ly slmiilleity as obtained during tho life-tlmo of 
Ceorge Wasliln,gton. 

It Is impossible for any thoughtful person to pay a 
visit to Mount Vernon, without the mind and heart 
being affected b.v tlie contemplation of the gre.-it and 
noble (lualitli'S that distinguished that remarkable 
man. The Inlluence which Issues from Mouni N'eruoii, 
Is a force which makes for patriotism ami manly 
Tightcou.snoss. It would bo difflcult to overestimate 
the value of this influence, or tho debt whicli tho 
American people owe to those who liad tlie heart and 
the energy to save the lionie of A^'asliington from de- 
-struction. It was the patriotic linpuL'^e and tin; cnnr- 
ngo of a single where the fonniiation of fJri'ater Brit- 
;iin was laid, will, I am conlideiu, appeal to thousands 
In all parts of the world, .as wf ll as in Canada. .All

Quebec should be especially dear to you. It was on 
the battlellelds of Quebec that French and . British 
parentage gave birlh to tho Canadian nation. Today 
the inhabitants of the Dominion are neither English 
nor I'-ronch. They stand before the world, not as 
Fngllsh or French, but as Canadians, It Is from tho 
inspiring standpoint of Canadian nationality that the 
l)roposal to celebrate the .'100 th birthday of Canada, 
by tho nationallz.atlon of the famous battlellelds of 
QuelK'C, should win the enthusiastic support of every 
patriotic Canadian. 

If we regard the question soctlonally, I would ask, 
where Is the well-Informed Briton l:o bo found, no 
matter In what part of tho empire he may reside, 
who has no personal Interest In tho ground where the 
corner-stone of Greater Britain was laid? I might 
say tho same of every well-informed American. The 
llrst chapter of ihe hi.s-tory of tho United States de- 
scrlbi-;, liow the Plains of Abraham became tho parch- 
ment on which In 1775 the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was Inscribed. 

If tlie battle of tho i)lalns decided the fate of 
North America, It Is equally certain that the battle 
of Ste. Foye won for tho French Canadians for all 
time the full and absolute rlglu to tho secured en- 
joyment of their language, their religion and their 
laws, under conditions sucli a.i do not exist In equal 
degree in any portion of the earth outside the empire 
of the British crown. 

Tho nationalization of tho battlefields is" thus a 
consecration of those principles which have enabled 
the British crown to win lh6- heartfelt loyalty ,of all 
its stlbjects and which have made tho Brttlsb empire 



the most potent force for the spread of freedom that 
the world has ever. seeij'",, .. \., ..■ 
Statue of Peace 

Gentlemen, It Is my hope that the result of this 
meeting may be the creation of an organization which 
will bring before every Briton the opportunity of as- 
sociating himself with the battlefields , of - Quebec, 
through the medium of a small- con trUjutton- to the 
Chaihplain Tehcentenary. and Quebec Battleflelds 
ifund. • ■ ■ , 

You are aware- that I- have proposed that a statue 
of peace should bo erected at the/extreme edge of the 
Citadel rock of Quebec, where it may be the first ob- 
ject visible to Incoming, veasfils on rounding the point 
of the Isle of Orleans. I -hope that His Majesty's 
Canadian govertiment ,piay take the necessary steps 
to secure that this prpposed .st9,tuto s.hall be in every 
sense worthy of its great position, of Canada, and 
of the crown. The statue of peace must not be banal 
or vulgar, with flowing and windy draperies. It must 
bo noble, calm, majestic, reposeful — the arms out- 
stretched forward, with tho palms sllgtly downward 
as though blessing the incoming ships, and the ey(-s 
lovingly bent on the peo]jlc belowl On the ba ,o of 
tho statue can bo represented different phases of 
Canadian life. 

Gentlemen, I hope every Canadian boy will be 
taught what a privilege It Is to be able, by tho pay- 
ment of a few cents, to contribute his liolp to the 
nationalization of ground which g,avo to tho French 
Canadians good government and a jilaco within the 
empire, and to the British half of a continent on this 
side of tho Atlantic and an empire of self-governing 
Dominions. 

This is a privilege which does not often comes 
within thi^ rea<h of any genenition, and my hope is 
that every ))uljlie-si)iriled J.iritun, wherever ho may 
rosIdCL may noL lie slow to avail himself of his op- 
portunity. 

Sir Wilfrid's Cordial Support 

In an eloquent speech. Sir Wilfrid Laurler strong- 
ly supported tho scheme in the following language: 

I am here simply to say that In my humble capa- 
■ city I give my most cordial support to the idea which 
has been launched by his excellency the governor- 
general, an idea whicli long ago, nay. generations ago, 
should have been an accomplished fact, an idea which 
now launched with such authority will radiate from 
tho old citadel of Quebec east and west, over tlie 
■prairies and mountains, liills and dales, until It has 
reached the two oceans, and that idea, as has just 
been expressed to you, is that we should dedicate, wo 
should consecrate the ground around the old citadel 
oL Quebec, and make it a national property, because 
It has been hallowed by the most heroic blood. Now, 
I think wo can claim, and claim truly, that nowhere 
on earth Is ground so consecrated to be found. 

Sir, It Is undoubtedly a sad- commentary upon 
human nature that tho history of tho world, so far 
back as our gaze can penetrate, has been a record of 
sanguinary conflicts between nation and nation. 
Three-fourths at least Of thd pages of history are the 
narration of wars and battles between men and men. 
Some of these battles havo been long ago forgotten, 
but sonio of them are living In tlio memory of mon, 
and as time increases, the enthusiasm which they at 
one time Inspired Is not effaced but increased. 
French Dash and British Resolution 
Sir, If we are to compare our own battlefields to tho 
battlefields of old, and take into consideration only 
numbers, we would, not perhaps have much to boast 
of, but If we loo^t a,t t.ho .cause which was there do- 



fended. If wo are to look at tho character of the men 
who were then engaged, wo may claim that perhaps 
nowhere in the world greater devotion was ever ex- 
hibited thnn was then exhibited. AVe may certainly 
claim, we of French origin, and of British origin, that 
iiowhero v.-as French dash and British resolution ever 
shown with greater eclat than at these places. The 
long duel whicl:. was n-iaintained in 'the summer oC 
1759 between General Wolfe and General Montcalm is 
certainly ont of the mo.^t dramatic Instances recorded 
in the pages of liistory. 

Wolfe, over resolute and active, ;Monlcalni ever 
vigilant and active, "Wolfe trying again and again to 
plant ills army under the walls of Quebec, but meet- 
,'.ng at every step Jlontcalm ready to face lilm, and 
baffling his every effort until the day camo when he 
eluded the vigilance of his opponent and victory 
crowned his efforts. There Is a tradition tliat tho 
two armies w'ere looking foi-tli to the river, knowing 
that a fleet would come, and both waiting expectant 
that tho lleet would be th(! fleet of their own nation, 
At last a sail was signalled, and -vve know that both 
arinlea were tlier«> on the cllfts looking for what it 
should be. Should it bring tho colors of St. George 
or tlio lleur do lis'.' After days of expectation, when 
tho fleet had at last ancliorod benealli the citadel, and 
hoisted tho colors of England, the struggle was over, 
tho French Hag recrossed the aea, and iinglaiid be- 
came omnipotent on the northern continent, omnipo- 
tent only for a short time. It has been truly said that 
tho battles on the Plains of Abraham were epoch- 
making, and It is equally true that tho result was not 
at all what had boen anticipated. 

Long Struggle Continued 

Franco and England when they reached this con- 
tinent continued the long struggle which had long 
divided thom. England was at last victorious, and, 
strango to say, from that moment dated the decay of 
her power on this continent, because the seeds of 
discord which had long existed In the British colonies- 
at last were let loose, and within twenty years of -that 
date the American colonies had proclaimed their sev- 
erance from tho mother land. Is It not a fact which 
It would havo been impoasibje to suppose at tho tlme^ 
that the British authority would bo saved on this con^ 
tlnent by tho very men who were defeated on the 
Plains of Abraham? 

And may I bo permitted on this occasion to re- 
member, British citizen that I am, British subject as 
I am, that In my veins flows the blood of the race 
lyhloh saved the British flag at the time It was dis- 
graced by thoso of Britain's own kith and kin. Sir 
these battleli(dds aro br^lng altogether too long ne- 
glected. No one can go to Quebec and visit the Plains 
and not fee! some shame that the monument which 
b.as been erected to the memory of AVolf Is one that 
is ab.solutely unworthy of Canada. But there Is in 
the city of Quebec a monument which for my part I 
never can see but I feel my soul thrill with pride as a 
Canadian. In a small public garden, overlooking the 
St. Lawrence, perhaps one of the most beautiful pan- 
oramas to be found in the world, there Is a monument 
erected, certainly nothing very artistic, simplv a mo- 
dest stone pillar. But I venture to say that "tho like 
of that inonnment is not to be found anywhere in ho 
circuit of the earth. Monuments to the victor aro not 
rare In this world, monuments to heroes who liave 
been crowned by victory can be found almost in any 
country; but a inonument to the vanquished is not 
to be found everywhere. In tho city of Quebec there 
Is a. monument erected to tho memory of Wolfe, 
which was natural; but there is also one erected to 
the memory of tho man who lost, tho memory of 





W;!...-ui^^ HIi: winter -visitors to Egypt ar e, as I liavo 
— - endeavored to explain, for the most ])art 
in a buo.vant frame of mind. The gloomy 
grandeur of the ancient monuments does 
not greatly impress, and is far indeed 
from depressing them, says a writer in 
the London Standard. They have come 
to the Nile only incidentally to Inspect 
temples and tombs; their main quest Is 
for a good climate and a good time. As 
In the former they sometimes have to pretend pretty 
hard In order to persuade themselves that they are 
thoroughly satisfied, for Egypt In December and Jan- 
uary is not all -.varmth and sunny sky. The good 
time as a rule, I think they get, especially In "Dpper 
Egypt, when they have exchanged the relaxing air 
ot Cairo lor the bracing dryness of Assuan and 
Lnxor. In the latt(;r place, that centre of colossal 
ruins and ama;'.ing monuments, they can enjoy them- 
s. Kes \-ery much; and if they do full justice to the 
excellent cuisine and otlier highly modern amenities 
of tlie Winter Palace Hotel, they do not fall to pay 
their respects to the stupendous remains of Karnak 
and make frequent pilgrimages across the river to 
the jilain and Necropolis of Thebes. 

One might well come from the ends of thfe earth to 
Eg.vpt If Egypt had nothing else to show but these 
overpowering vestiges of a vanished civilization. 
There are people who find something barbaric In 
mere size. By this criterion the ancient Egvptlans 
were barbarians; for in actual bigness most modern 
buildings are liandboxes by comparison with some 
of theirs. lUit I cannot agree that tlio temple of 
K.irnak is imi)eising only by its magnitude, like an 
I%iiglisli raihvay lerir-.inus i.v an American sky-scrap- 
er. \\'hen you st.ind inside the great Hiijpostylo 
Hall, and let your eye travel about that wilderness 
of mighty columns and crushing beams, you are 
eonseious of el. ■mental powi-r lilce that of nature her- 
self In luM- more iirodlgal moods of aciileveinent. .So 
ilocs on(! survey the mammoth wedge of the Matter- 
born ;ind the splintered peaks of the Hockies. Carry 
the mind for a moment away to the u-erl;s of classic 
or Gothic art; the Parthenon, in Its white beaut.v, 
Chartres and ('anterbur.v, with all their wealth of 
flying arch and fretted buttress anil petrified em- 
broidery, seem toylik-e before the siiperli simpiicity of 
Ihose eoloss.il lotus capitals that blossom above" the 
swelling vnstness of the columns. Hut Karnak-, as 
we .-ee it today, li.-is til., majesty of strength in deso- 
lation; conceive what it must once have been when 
every smoothed beam and iiollshed shaft glowed with 
tho colors of the desert and the .sunset, with blazing 
red and vivid green and burning yellow; and when 
from every wall and roof there- waved tap."^tries of 
blue and crimson and gold, in the masoiirv of' the 
pylons at Luxor there are deep slots to hold the 
triple masts from whicli the long streamers floated 
masts and streamers, I d<jubt not, as much larger 
than tho poles and pennants before St. ."Mark's as the 
Karnak temple, with Its mile long avenue of sphiiixcs- 
waa greater -than the Vonetl.'m casket of ji.woilcr\- 
work. It was worth while to be a tourist In Egypt lii 
those da.\-s. 

The Nooropons of Thebes 

Karnak .-uid Luxor, the cities of the living, lie on 
the east bank of the Nile. On the west bank opposite 
IS the city of the dead. In the wide level plain by the 
rivi r was Thebes, with its temples and streets, and 
US colonies of priests, onibalmors,- and mortuary 
W(u-kers and attendants of all kinds. Some three 
miles back the desert plateau of the Sahara drops 
down In rugged slofies and banks, where ' the kings 
and counsellors of the earth" sleep hi the "desolate 
places" I hey liolloweil for tiiemselves among tho rock. 
No tourist omits to visit the Tombs ot the Kings. 'It 
i.-i one of the show spots of lOgvpt; and hen 
tlian anywhere else, 1 think, the 
conditions under which In.' 
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to tho last habitations 



(if the buried Pharaohs the holiday mood Is distinctly 
Inapiiropriatc. The effccL lies almost as much in tlie 
apjiroach as in the funeral chambers tlicinsclve.s, and 
It Is apt to be missed In the company of garrulous 
dragomans and kodak-armed excursionists. 

For myself, I went lono and walked. Nobody ever 
wiilks in ICgypt, and. the hotel porter, when informed 
that I lU-oposed to adopt that method of locomotion, 
regarded mo with liorror and contempt. I so far 
agree with him that .1 should generally prefer to be 



transported by a raihvay train, a motor car, a horse, 
a camel, a mule, or a Ijicycle, rather than by that 
clumsy apiiliance tlie human leg which has ahvays 
seemed to me singularly ill adapte-d for rapid and 
convenient progression. But on this occasion I was 
rewarded. ,M\- solitary morning tramp across tho 
'J'lieban plain ami uj) into the Hills of the Dead repaid 
thc^ fatigue it involved. i'"or a couple of miles or so 
th<- road passes thnuigli the villages, bi^side irrigation 
canals, and over tin.- culti\-ated ground. Ti-,on tlie 
fields are It-lt, and you wind your wa.v up ;in-iong the 
b.-irren liills. I do not know an\- place that gives a 
niove al.isolute impression of forlorn and Ufoless soli- 
tude. It is desert, not lying before y.ui in a vast ex- 
lianse of air and radiance, but des.-rl ehannolled into 
narrow gorges or tossi-d info rifled cr,-tg and cliffs of 
sand; not a tree or a blade of grass cjr a rill of w.itor 
to break the bl.-mk numbness of the dry and witlu..r,.-d 
ridges. The path, threading upward through these 
desolate glens, leads at length to the foot of a bold 
mountain mass, that throws its broad front and lieavy 
sloping shoulders up to the skyline, and looks as if 
the world ended Willi its crest. J'"or the ancient 
JCgypli.-ins it did, and, in a sense. It does so still. Tho 
mountain has only one side; it is tho stairway to Die 
upland plateau of the .\ortli Afrlc.in desert. You can 
climb to the summit, and then you lincl yourself on 
level ground again, ^llio infinite le\-el of the Sahara, 
that stretclios for two thousand miles sti-alght in 
front of you. You might ride. If you could carry food 
and sustenance for yourself and your beasts, for 
weeks and months, duo west across that waste till 
you came almost down to the shores of the Atlantic. 
The ancients thought that the other world lay be- 
yond this pathless plain, and they burled their kings 
and princes and nobles at its edge that they might 
find the way from it to their last .-ibidlng place. 
The Tombs of the Kings 

In the lu-art of tin., mountain are the courts, the 
palaces, the mansions of the dead. The funeral pro- 
cession wound ufi from flu." populous jilains behnv by 
that same road I had ti-a versed. Lemg corridors and 
passages were hewn In the everlasting stone; at their 
inmost end a dei-p, square cli.-tmber whore they 
placed the sarcophagus of the king, and his nuinui.v, 
Ijerhaps also the mummies i.if his (lueens, Ills sons and 
his daugliti'i-s. 'J'hen they walled ui) the entranco 
with gre.-it stones, and left Pharaoli to reign in his 
silent kingdom alone. Tlie centuries came and went; 
F/^yjit, Persia, (Ireeee, and Home passed away; '-the 
dr:::r.s -Hud framidliigs id' a thousand conquests" 
i-ehocd ilown the banks of the Xile; and still Pliaraidi 
slept in his iiaiaeo id' the uude-rworid. In the- tomb of 
AuK.'iiojjhls II., opened in 1.^1)3, you may v.alcli his 
slumbers oven nov,. The niiimni.v is there in the 
stone coffin where Uiey placed it when the king died. 
Ii is easily visible, for tiio tombs are wired and liglit- 
ed by electricity, to prevent tho discoloration of tho 
walls anil ceilings bj^ tho torches of tho guides. 
Bl.ackenod and shrivelled, tlio corjise is recognizably 
human, perhaps even In some degree regal, with Its 
stiff legs, its thin hands, the narrow, high forehead, 
tho haughty firmness of the tight-closed Hps and eyes. 
In the massive stone chest tho king lies as they left 
him. All about him, the tlgUred walls of his njaze 
of pells and galleries glow, with tho records of his 
'triumphs, and his deeds, glaring and staring at you, 
as when they staiped and chiselled them 3,000 years 
ago — Pharaoh, magnificent and vindictive, binding 
his enemies In ropes, dragging captl^ kings, behind 
his chariot-wheels, building, smiting, sacrificing, de- 
stroying; there are the servants of bis pleasures, tho 
ministers of his power, above all the dreadful god.i, 
his guardians, dog-headed fiends and vulture-headed 
monsters, who have taken Pharoah unto themselves. 
A strango and terrible world this that the explorers 
laid bare for us when they violated tho hiding-places 
of the City ot the Dead! 

And yet it was not all gloom and wrath and- savage 
magnificence. In the Museum at Cairo you can see 
tho objects taken from tho graves, notably the trea- 
.sures found by Mr. Theodore Davis only two years 
ago in a tomb of Queen Thya'a parents. Mr. Davis 
is. a wealthy and en^usiastlo American exca-Vator, ^vho 
has labored . with tireless zeal to rob tho hiding places 
of TJiebes.of thejr secrets, and l>a."j been making fresh 
important finds during tho past fnw weeks. Tho cases- 
llllod by his Indu.stry and liberality at Cairo are . of 
extraordinary Interest.-' There aro beautiful inlaid 
coffers of sandal-wood and Ivory, delicate alabaster 



vasos, painted" and gilded chariots, chairs and couches 
plated with gold, elegant and symmetrical as tho best 
Louis Quinzo work; there, or in other apartments of 
the Museum, are exquisite rings and bracelets and 
brooches, gold rosettes to fasten my lady's dress, .-ind 
gcnimeil tiaras for the colls of her dusky hair. The 
men who piled up the Pyramids and forced myriads 
of: straining slaves to drag Immense stone coffins Into 
the cavities of tho hills had a taste for art and beauty 
and hixur.v, too. They worked in miniature as well 
as on the grandest scale, and carved a Jade scarab no 
bigger lhan a plum-.stonc, or fashioned a necklace 
of amber beads to lie lightly on some soft bosom, a 
ji-w-el to hang from a littlo bi-own eai-, with the samo 
sure workmanship and unf;ilferlng skill with which 
they wrought at tiie great monoliths that stand sol- 
emnly among tho lamp-posts of tlio Thames Em- 
bankment and the statuettes of the Place do la Con- 
curile. Truly a wonderful ijeople, with more mysteries 
to them than the antiquarians htvve revealed.

Earl Grey has telegraphed on- behalf of .th«, -Boyal 
Natlbnar commission of tho Quebec tercentenary cele- 
brations, to the Karl of Elgin, ' alsklng him- to' Invito 
to the commemoration fetes a representative, of tho 
town 'of Brouage; In the Charento Inferleuro, tho 
birthplace of tho explorer i, Champlain, and also 
representatives of the families of Generals "Wolfe and 
Montcalm and of those of Levi J. Murray, Guy Carlo- 
ton, and Simon Eraser, a former chief of tho Eraser 
.Highlanders, who performed prodigies of valor at tho 
taking of Quebec. Lord Elgin Is aslced to attend per- 
sonally or to send a representative, and also to lnvlto 
one representative from Australia, four from South 
Africa, and one each from New Zealand, Newfound- 
land, "France, and tho "United States. 

With the exception of a few details, which will bo 
submitted to the Prince of "Wales by cable, the official 
programme of his royal 'highnoss's .reception at tho 
tercentenary fetes has. Renter adds, "Deon approved. 

Tho Prince of Wales will land on tho morning of 
July 22. Ho will be received by the governor-general, 
and -will be presented with an address by the Domin- 
ion parliament. On July 23. tho scene of the landing 
of Champlain will bo reconstructed, and the old navi- 
gator will be sliown arriving -with his crew in a re- 
plica of his original ship, w-hich is now being built. 
A loyal telegram will be addressed to tho King, and 
congratulations exchanged with different parts of tho 
empire, France, and tho United States, and tho mayor 
of Brouago. The Prince of Wales will formally open 
tho fetes, and a speech will be delivered 'by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler. The grand historical parade will after- 
wards be reviewed and there will bo a grand illumina- 
tion of tho lleet -at night. 

There will bo great doings for tho next -.six day.s. " 
On tho 24th there will be the dedication of the battle- 
field and a military and naval .review; July 25, review 
of -the fleets; July 26, Thanksgiving Da.y, Roman 
Catholic service. and mass on the I>lains of Abraham, 
with beautiful music, followed by a. service In the 
English cathedral; July 27, naval .'display ashoro by 
10,000 sailors; representation of the bonibardment of 
Quebec by the British fleet and army under Saunders 
and "Wolfe respectively; July 28, children's day; day- 
light fireworks on tho Plains of Abraham. ■ 

On tho following day tho Prlnco of Wales will 
leave Canada. 

It is interesting to learn something of the man who 
is mainly responsiWe for the carrying out of the pro- 
ceedings. This is Frank Lascelles, who has been so 
successful in conducting historic pageants in Eng- 
land, and Is now busy planning the features of the 
tencentenary pageantry. One of these features will 
represent the coming of Champlain, and tho first sim- 
ple but momentous scenes that were enacted when 
he landed on Canadian soil and commenced the settle- 
ment of the country. For this pu^ose a model of 
tho little one-hundred-ton vessel In which he and his 
company s.alled from France to this country Is being 
built. Klgged after the manner of throe hundred 
years ago, with her captain and crew dressed In the 
costumes of those times, this littlo vessel -will oome 
sailing up tlie St. Lawrenco one morning during the 
celebration. i3ho will anchor off the lower town and 
h( r captain and crew, representing Champlain and 
his mon, will land and re-enact the scenes long since 
passed Into history. 

Fortunately It will ba possible to carry out this 
part of the celebration with a tolerable degree of ac- 
curacy In historic detail, for Champlain has left In his 
journals, abundant descriptions of those early days 
in Canadian history. 

Another great feature o£ tho celebrations will be a 
mimic battle on the Plains of Abraham — as near a 
Jaeslmlle as can bo attained, of that great conflict be- 
tween Wolfe and Montcalm, -^vliich settled for all lime 
the long struggle between England and Franco for 
supremacy on the North American continent. After 
tho representation of this Immortal confilct Is over, 
there will be another great pageant representatlvo of 
tho happier era that has dawned. On the green plaln.i 
where the French and the English fought that great 
and bloody battle, the two people w-lll now meet and 
join hands In mutual thanksgiving that dostiny has 
united them into such a happy national family. The 
crowning point of the whole celebration -will then take 
place In the consecration of that very battlefield as.'a 
public -park for the- people of Canada and d.^herltage 
of playgrounds for their children. and their chlldren^a 
clilldren forever. Trees will he planted, gardens laid 
out, and drives and walks constructed, while hero and 
there fitting memorials wHl be erected to Canada's 
greatest historic figures. 

In addition 4o the battlefields scheme there are to 
bo other permanent memorials of tho commomornllon. 
A special medal and a special set -of commemorative 
coins aro to -bo struck by the Canadian royal mint, 
while tho general post ofilce department •will Issue a 
special decorative aet of postage stamps, .each/sturop 
having on It a different scene representative of Cahar 
(llan history^' Among the literary works '.under way 
for the occasion Is a,work descrijitlve of "Qiie'bec.-llts 
history and Its people, upon which Rudyard Kipling 
Is hoyv busy, while a similar duty for the French-Cah: 
adlans Is being carried out by M. Hanoi'aux', ox-mln'^ 
later of foreign affairs for Prance and a distinguished 
litterateur. iThese two works are to bo Issued sl- 
niultaneously In England, l^'rance, Canada, and tho 
United States. V

THINNING AND TRANSPLANTING 
VEGETABLES 

T HAS been said tliat moi-e good 
. vegetables have been ruined for 
want of being thinned at the proper 
time than by any other cause. How- 
ever that may he, one of the most 
puzzHng tilings for the beginner is 
to find out whether any particular 
vegetables should be thinned or 
. transi'lanted, and how far apart the 
plants should stand afterward. He will get 
some help from the catalogues as to distances*, 
but whether he should transplant or thin is the 
Icind of thing that is not in the books. 

There is a still greater difficulty. Even when 
a person knows how far apart the plants should 
stand, or has good authority, it requires a good 
deal of nerve to pull up and destroy the un- 
necessary seedlings — more nerve than the aver- 
age amateur possesses. While it is possible to 
save some -of the thinnings by eating them or 
transplanting them, most of them are simply 
in the way, They say that a person never be- 
comes a good gardener until he steels his 
nerves to this ruthless sacrifice. .-\. vegetal.ilc 
must have plenty of room to develo]) its best 
size and flavor. One can take no pride in small 
or commonplace things. It is the quickly 
grown, finely flavored vegetables that are worili 
working for-^.and it is better to err on the side 
of giving each plant too much space rather 
than too. little. For example, the seedsman 
says that endives must be thinned to eight 
inches. I gave mine only six inches, for it did 
not seem possible that those delicate seedlings 
could develop such magnificent heads of salad 
leaves. Mine were good, but I soon realized 
that they would have been better had I given 
thcin their allotted space. I would Iiavc had 
several heads less, but one would have served 
the purpose of two. " 

"The Worst Weed in Corn is Corn" 
It is far more important lo thin vegetables 
than to thin flowers. In the former we want 
each plant to develop' to its fullest, \Vhereas in 
flowers the evils of overcrowding are not so 
apparent. VVe usually get a sutticient wealth 
oi bloom from the given area, although fewer 
plants would give better fluwcrs. 

Seeds arc sown very thickly with the idea 
of having plent}' of \ oung plants so as to pro- 
vide aganist acciLleiils ur loss fruni insects. 
The thumings ot tlie follov.'ing crops can l)e 
used in the kitchen : Celery, lettuce, carrots, 
beets and spinach. The home gardener, there- 
fore, had better do the thinning of such crops 
^y degrees, not at one time, as is the rule with 
ilie gardener for market. 

Thin out as necessity arises, but don't hcsi- 
^tc to j)uii up and destroy the }'oiing jjlnni.i 
ijefore the row gets loo crowded and the ))lams 
become spindling. W'hen too mnii\- vegetables 
of one kind are allowed to grow in the same 
row the great majority of iheiii ;\rc simply 
weeds. 'J'rue it is that "'J"he worst weed in 
corn is corn.'' 

Thin 'Vegetables Twice 
Seedlings that are allowed tc remain where 
sown, need to he thinned as carefully a:- i>os- 
sible, the first time when thev are about two 
inches high, in some cases -.ivcv. sooner. J'he 
stockiest plants should be allowed to remain, 
after thinnin'g them to about one-half the dis- 
tance the plants are to stand from one another. 
When these plaiitlets have a still sturdier 
growth, they may be finally thinned to the dis- 
tance apart at, which they are to remain, firming 
the soil each time in order that the roots of 
those that remain may not he left loose. 

Transplanting 
As a rule, transplanting, which is mdving 
from the seed bed to the garden, results in in- 
jury fo the [)Ianls. Ce!er_\-, however, make^, a 
strong tap root, which is broken in transplant- 
itig-, inducing a bunch of fibrous rools which is 
eaay to transplant the second time. One re- 
sult of transplanting is that the plants arc set 
«t a proper distance, and have room to develop 
to their very be.it. • 

Transplant on a Dull Day 
Transplant on a dull d,ay by preference or 
at dusk, and be careful iiot to 1ft the roots of 



the young plants dry out. ■ ii they arc taken 
up from a seedbed or coldfranic throw a little 
loose soil over the roots as they lie in the box 
or basket ready to be carried to the garden — 
and keep them' covered until they arc put into 
their new quarters. v • 

For taking the young plar.ts up fronvthe 
■seedbed, a small hand fork is useful to loosen 
the soil. To s,et in the garden mark a straight 
line with a Hoc, rake or a stick using the gar- 
den line as a guide. It is very iinporlaiit to 
have the rows parallel and straight, and it is 
economical of labor to have them regularly 
spaced so that the wheel hoe can be used up 
and down a large number without resetting the 
wheels. 

Take All the Roots / 

Digging those plants which haVc a well de- 
\clopcd root at this time must be done care- 
fully. Get all the roots. If the soil in its bed 

is very dry it must be watered so that the roots 
will not 30 broken in separating the your.g 
plants.. If possible transplanting should he 
done in the late afternoon, so that the little 
plants will he able to take a hold in their new 
c|uartcrs before thc^y are attacked by the heat 
of the day. The amateur can lielp them greatly 
by shading for a few days, by boards put edge- 
wise along the sunny side of tlxe row. Cabbage 
and tomato plants can be protected with paper 
cylinders made from old newspapers. Plants 
from pots are "knocked out" where they are 
planted and so suffer little check. The pot can 
be inverted over the young- plant if the work is 
done on an unusually hot day. although it is 
not often necessary to shade pot grown plants. 
]n the case of transplanting cabbage, leek, cel- 
ery, cauliflower, etc., the same result is attained 
by reducing the top. About one third is twisted 
or cut off. 

Firm the Soil 

Make the soil firm about thinned or trans- 
planted seedlings. They should be made so 
firm, and Uie earth so closely packed, that the 
plants will not yield to a pretty firm pull. The 
drier the soil the harder and lighter it must he 
packed. "Very wet soil must not be packed. 
\Vait until it dries and then go over the gromid 
again. 

Small plants are set in sufficiently well by 
firming the soil with the fingers, or the dibbkr 
which is tised for making; the holes. Larger 
plants are best firmed by pressing with the ball 
of the foot. After water, hoe at once, drawing 
a little fine dry earth about the plant to serve 
as a mulch. 
Fibrous Roots Better 'Than Tap Roots for 
Transplanting 

In transplanting the vital point is to have a 
good root growth. If a {)lant has a fine under- 
ground system, the above-ground, or leaf sys- 
tem, is nearly sure to be all right. If the roots 
are spread about, one plant tangled with an- 
other, they are certain to be broken when lifted 
to be separated and set elsewhere. If, however, 
they have been confined to a reasonably limited 
space, one ])lant separated from another, they 
arc compact, and can be transported with a 
minimum check to their growth. If a plant's 
roots have been torn and mangled, they have 
to heal, and the plant must make new roots and 
become firm before any growth can take place 
above ground. On the other haiul, it the repots 
have been confined to a small space, say that 
enclosed by flower jiot or a scrawheriy ho.x', 
ihe^- can be set into the ground, where they 
will immediately expand without sliock to their 
system, and the growth above ground will con- 
tinue unchecked.

GRAFT HYBRIDIZATION 

(Papoi- road by Prof. \V. J. L. Hamilton before the 
Northwest Fruit Grower.s' aa.socialion, Vancouver, 
B. C.) 

This expression was coined by Darvnn and' 
adopted by Huxley, whose pupil I was; and 
these two were about the first to investigate 
this subject in a scientific manner. Lack of 
data, however, hindered their establishing the 
laws governing the interchange of properties 
between graft and scion. 

Few orcliardisls iiave gone deeply enough 
into biological studies to understand how far 
reaching are nature's laws, so they mostly beg 
the (piestion by saying that the mutual reac- 
tions of slock and scion arc mechanical rather 
than physiological. 

Pressure of business, lack of observation 
on the part of nurseryman, also the early age 
at which his stock is sold, mostly before fruit 
has been produced lose Its niaiiy most valuable 
data. Again, the fact that the roots on which 
the scions are inserted are from sced.s of un- 
known parentage and with unknown heretlily 
tendencies, militate against accurate evidence, 
even where, as is frequently the case, some dif- 
ference, however slight, is observed between 
the scion and- its pajfi^t*, For some* of the in- 
stances of graft hybridization I quote, I am 
indebted to the Enc}xlopedia Britannica, some 
of Prof. Bailey's works, and the Cyclopedia of 
.•\mcrican Horticulture. Some also from my 
o\vn obsers'atioii, and all of these go to pro\'e 
that graft hybridization is far froni being the 
rare phenomenon it is generally belic\-ed to be. 
1 am, in fact, dispo.scd to regard it as the in- 
variable result of grafting, though the changes 
effected are generally slight and not to be 
readily noticed. 

In this I am at variance with the Cyclo- 
pedia of American Horticulture; which says: 
":\s a rule, each part of the combined plant-=- 
the stock and the scion — maintained ils indi- 
viduality. 'J'here are certain cases, however, in 
which the scion seems to partake of the nature 
of the stock; and other.s in which the stock 
partakes of the nature of the scion. 

fiiere are some varieties of apples and pears 
which, when worked on a seedling root, will 
tend to change the habit of growth of that 
root. Examples arc Northern Spy and Whit- 
ney apples, which, when grafted on a root of 
unknown parentage, tend to make that root 
grow very deep in the soil, 'flie researches ot 
Daniel show that the stock may have a s[)ecific 
influence on the scion, and that the resulting 
Ciiaracters may be hereditary in seedlings." 

We all recognize the advantages of graft- 
ing apples on Paradise stock, and pears on 
quinces for dwarfing purposes. Doubtless this 
effect is largely mechanical ; yet it is l ecorded 
that pears on the quince arc frequently larger 
and sweeter than on their parent, and that ap- 
;dcs grafted on the crab fre(|uently contain a 
larger iiercentage t)f malic acid, and often ha\^e 
an enhancerl color. 

Prof. Bailey, in his valuable "Xurscry 
Book," says: 

"Grafting may be made the means of adapt- 
ing [ilants tr) adverse soils. Illustrations are 
numerous. .Many varieties of i)lums wlii?ii 
worked on the peach, thri\'e in light soils, 
where plums on their own rools are uncertain. 
Conversely some pe.aches can he adapted to 
hea\y soils by working on the jilnm. 

If dwarf pears arc desired on light soils, 
v.'lierc the quince docs not thrive, recourse is 
had to grafting on Mountain Ash or some of 
its allies. 

In Some chalkj- districts of England the 
peach is worked on the almond. Some plums 
can be grown on uncongenial, loose soils by 
working them on the beach plum. 

Prof. Budd states in "Carden and Forest" 
for Feb. ■12th, 1890, that the Gros Ponder ap- 
ple is particularly adapted to sand}^ land, and 
the Tetofsky to low, prairie land, and that their 
stocks are often selected to overcome adversi- 
ties of soil. 

"Such instances are frequent and should 
demand greater attention from culti\-ators." 
This last sentence is, of itself, a sufficient 
reason for my giving such a lengthy quotation, 
besides, my object is to show the commercial 
advantages' to which a closer study of graft 
hybridism may lead. 

This is further shown by another quotation 
from Prof. Bailey : '"' ; 

"Graftage often I'nodifies the season of rip- 
ening of friiit. This is btought about by dif- 



ferent habits of maturity of growth of Lh - 
stock and s.cion.^: An-experiment with Wini-cr 
Nclis pear showed that fruit kept longer when" 
grown upon Bloodgood stocks than when 
grown upon Flemish Beauty stocks. 

Twenty Ounce apple has been kno>vn to 
ripen in advance of its season by being worked 
ujion Farly JIarvesl. 

Mr. Augur cites an instance in wdiich the 
Ro.xbury Russet, grafted upon the Golden 
Sweet, which iS early in ripening, was modified 
both in flavor and keeping qualities. 

"Keeping cpialities" is but another expres- 
sion for "season of ripening." These influences 
arc frecpient, in fact, they are much commoner 
than we are av»'are." 

Quite so, though, in my cjj)uiioii, these in- 
fluences must be, nol [rei|uent, but universal, 
since the sap circulates equally tiirough both 
stock and scion, but is only noticed when the 
resultant effects arc very marked. 

Formerly much discussion was raised as to 
grafting being a pernicious process, the chief 
argtiment in fa\-or of this being that much, evi- 
dence has been forthcoming that graftage has 
l.iroduced (lelcriorati(Mi and had a tlevitali/.ing 
effect. This slioukl lend to prove the fre- 
quency of graft hybridisii., .lt it appears due to 
an injudicious union of stocks And scions, the 
unsuitability of which to one another produced 
a difTerent and inferior product. 

I now quote from the "Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica" : 

"Of graft hybrids, the most remarkable ex- 
amble is Cytisus .'\daniie, a tree which, year 
after yeai- ])r(jduce.s some shoots, foliage and 
flowers like those (jf the very different looking 
dwarf shrub ('ytisus I'urpureus, and others 
again intermediate between these. \\'e may 
hence infer that Cytisus Purpureus was grafted 
or budded on the common laburnum, and that 
the intermediate forms are the result of graft 
hybridization. Numerous similar facts have 
been recorded. * In the laburnum 

just mentioned, ill the variegated jasmine, and 
in Abrititon Darwinii, in the copper beech, and 
in the horse chestnut, the influence of a varie- 
gated scion has occasionally shown itself in the 
production from the stock of the Scottish HoY- 
ticultural association (see "Gardener's Gliron- 
iclc," Jan. 10th. 1880) specimens, of"- a small, 
roundish pear, the Aston Town',' and of" the 
elongated kind, known as the Beur'rc Clairgeau 
were exhibited. Two more dissimilar pears 
hardly exist. The result of the working the 
Bcrrre Clairgeau upon the .'Vsloii Town was 
the i)ro(.luctioii of fruits precisely intermediate 
in size, color, speckling of rind, and other char- 
acteristics. Similar, though less marked, in- 
termediate characters were obvious in the foli- 
age and flowers." 

I have seen a Bartlett Pear grafted on a 
Winter Nelis, bearing fruit, flowers and leaves 
intermediate between the two. 

Again, a neighbor had a Pound ])car, scions 
from which he grafted some on a Mountain Ash 
some cm a ikirtletl, and some on a Seckel. Un 
the Mountain Ash stock the fruit was smaller, 
more conical, six weeks earlier, more acid and 
brighter in color. On the Bartlett it retained 
its size, and in shape and color exactly resem- 
bled the Bartlett. On the Seckel it was round- 
er, retained its size but its rind was exactly like 
the Seckel in color and texture. Compared 
with one another the jiears would have been 
taken for different varieties. I have a Strii;ed 
.•\strach.'in a[)ple grafted on a seedling pear 
which ripens a fortnight later than its parent 
though with a warmer exposure. 

X trust I have given sufficient instances to 
show that graft hybridism is a frequent — per- 
haps an invariable — result of the union of 
stock and scion, and to show that its laws will 
pay for investigation, so as to obtain definite 
grafting results. We can then modify and im- 
])rove our fruits and e.xteiul their season for 
ripening. 

l'"or instance, a mid-season ap])lc can be 
marie to mature earlier by grafting on a tirsL 
early variety, or can, by grafting" on a very late 
kind, be made a winter variety. 

I take it that all vegetable life is possessed 
of opposite natures, the one class positive or 
assertive, and the other class negative or re- 
cessive, and so, easily overridden by its more 
positive rival. 

This is in line with the principles of ^.lendel's 
law. hitherlo only ap[ilied to animal, but he 
wouki be bold who asserted that the laws gov- 
erning animals and vegetables differed in more 
than degree. 

If this holds, then the more positive com- 
bined qualities of stock and scion would he the 
dominant features of the graft hybrid, though 
more evidence is desirable before accepting this 
absolutely. 

Both stock and scion originated from seeds, 
so each has an individuality inherited from its 
parents. 

Where these are united by grafting, the 
qualities of both should manifest themselves. 

.'Vs grafts are generally inserted in stocks 
of the same species — apple on ai'iplc. jK-ar on 
pear — the d(jni!iiant characlerislics of which are 
generallx' similar, the changes are injt often 
marked enough to be observed. \Vhen they are 
it is hard to trace them, the jiarentage of the 
stock being generally unknown, and frequently 
a nurseryman may be blamed ior. selling inferior 
stock or even untrue 'to nariie; -when the fault 
lies ih''hyl>ridism. ',. • " 
\ ' vAs-' dominating characteristics assert them- 
selves in aninials, we may logicall)'' assume the 
same in the vegetable Ifiiigdom, at any rate 




where the reproduction is sexual, since sexual 
cells are in theinselves imperfect, lacking some 
thing the sexual cells possess, each of them, 
in fact, only containing half the chromosomes 
necessary to fertility, rendering a combination 
necessary tu jjerfect them. . , [ 

These chromosomes are believed to bc' the 
carriers of hereditary character, and beiiig com- 
bined in the perfect fertile cell, from pthe tyyo. 
iin])erfect ones, and each carrying the identity 
of its parent, these ])arental characteritsics, so 
far as they do not neutralize each other, will be 
])erpetuatcd in the progeny. So also with graft 
h \ brids in so far as they do not neutarlize each 
other. 

Why, then, is not a peach modified when 
grafted on a plum? Perhaps it is, though not 
m the fruit, as being a hybrid (not a mongrel 
like apple on apple, or peach on peach) it is 
probably self sterile and needs cross fertiliza- 
tion. 

Now the effect of this is complex, the chro- 
mosomes first uniting by the union of the two 
imperfect sex cells and undergoing structural 
changes, including a fusing together of the 
chromosomes, or rather of the ids of which they 
are composed, resulting in the formation of, an 
"oospore," from which develops the embryo. , , , 

But this fertilizing produces secondary- .re,- 
sults, building up and modifying the 'fruit,- so , 
that its appearance and flavor are affected ^a^ ' 
much by the chromosomes of the peach pollen 
with which it is cross fertilized, as by its QWh; 
thus minimizing any change in the nature of tHe 
fruit. 

The probability of this is emphasized by the 
fact that few peachstones of those trees grafted 
on plum stocks are perfect, while on seedlings 
they generally are. ■ ' ' 

Sions grafted on their own species, however, 
are mongrels and so self-fertile, so fruit varia- 
tions will be more manifest. 
■ Gi-catcr care, then, should ibe exercised in 
selecting stocks, to sec that they are adapted 
to the scions, so as to avoid untoward results, 
so care should be taken to select seeds from, 
known varieties from which to grow them. 

They might be obtained by layering, but 
only to use as stocks, for asexuat repro- 
duction over a long period has a tendency to 
degenerate, owing to lack of fresh- blood, which^ 
of course, graftage supplies. ^ 



NEW FLOWERING SHRUBS' ' ■ ^' 

D. gracilis candelabra. — The parents of this 
arc Deutzia gracilis and D, sieboldiana. The 
result is a shrub with long, wide-spreading 
branches, clothed with bright green leaveis 
edged with brown. The flowers are closely- 
packed together and arc frequently composed 
of from six to eight flat petals, in color creaniy, 
while passing to .milk-white, with clear yellow 
stamens. 

Philadelphus (Mock Orange) Lemoinei 
Mer de Glace. — In the way of P. Lemoinei, 
with much the same perfume, but with larger 
leaves and very large flowers. It is of an up- 
right, regular growth, and the flowers, which 
are freely borne, are double. Rosa-like and 
silvery-white in color, with very large outside 
petals. 

Syringa (Lilac) Jules Ferry. — One of the 
many tlouble-flowered Lilacs which have been 
distributed from the nursery at Nancy. The 
flowers of this have crimped petals of a silvery 
mauve color, to which the carmine buds afford 
a pleasing contrast. A late-flowering variety. 

S. Leon Gambetta. — The flowers of this 
variety are double, round and composed of 
regularly imbricated petals of a lilac-rose color. 
It is a magnificent variety, which always flow- 
ers about May i. being one of the very earliest. 

Hydrangea arborcscens grandiflora is, I be- 
lieve, of American origin and is now fairly well 
known, a considerable amount of popularity 
being predicted for it by some. Whether it 
will ever be grown to' the same extent as the 
large-flo\ver< d variety of Hydra:ngea panicul- 
aia remains to be seen, but it is certaiiily a 
promising new shrub. 

HOT WATER FOR GARBAGE WORMS 

I used to think that plenty of strong' fer- 
tilizer and a large piece of cabbage, the only 
].H-actical method of getting the start of the 
worm. It never failed when I grew them in 
fpiantity for market. But for the home gar- 
den, where only a few heads arc raised, 1 felt 
sure alway.s of nothing except a crop of green, 
crawling worms. I tried road dust, ice cold 
water, saltpetre and kerosene emulsion and, 
the worms still ate the cabbages to the stump.. 
.Dalmatian insect: powder was fatal, however; 
But'the' latest a:hd' simplest remedy is hot 
Avater applied with a garden sprinkler when 
the cabbages are heading. Have it hot enough 
—not quite to boiling — to kill the worms when 
it touches them. You may scald a few leaves, 
but new ones will grow, so no harm comes to 
the head. — H. L. Palmer, 

The Purple Fleabane— Erigon Speciosus 
is one of the most beautiful and easily grown 
of hardly flowers. Groups of it, do: very- well 
ill a border, and the wealth v of . soft '.purple-^ 
blue flowers is remarkable.

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;^TH THE POULTRYMAN 

; 'SQUAB RAISING FOR MARKET 

QUAB-RAISING, like any other 
industry, should be started in 
a modest way and built up as 
experience warrants. It is not 
wise to expect large returns at 
first, but with a love for the 
work, care of details and en- 
ough capital to handle the 
business, one can make out of 
it a considerable sum of spare money, or even 
a living in itself. 

A squab is a young' pigeon about four 
weeks old. Like any other animal used for 
food at this age, it is sweet and tender and 
nnich in demand for tiie better classes of iio- 
tels and rcsLauraiVts, the price being from ^2.00 
to $4.00 per dozen at any season ol the year. 
It is a safe industry and one which is not liable 
to vary much with time. 

In the beginning, it is advisable to get 
good stock. Common pigeons do very well, 
but much more money can be made in the end 
if the best stock is secured. Certain breeds of 
pigeons will produce squabs that will sell for 
two or three times as much as those from the 
common kinds. 

*rbe first thing to do in squab-raising is to 
build or arrange a suitable bouse for the birds. 
Always make it a rule to begin with as little 
expense . as possible. Some small unused 
building, or a part of such building, is good en- 
ough to start with. The loft of a wagon shed 
or a corn-crib makes a good pigeon house. 

The house must be carefully closed at first. 
■.There may be cracks, but they must not be 
viride. ejiouglvfor .the birds to get out, for the 
old. birds wiirfly back to their old home if they 
ever escape. The young ones may be rdlowed 
to, fly at libert}', for they never will, of their 
own accord, leave their babj'hood home. In- 
.sidc the hou.sc place nestjboxes at iSonie dis- 
tance above the floor. It is a good plan- to 
place them side by .side and in roxys, one above 
the other. . 

About twice as many nest boxes as pairs of 
pigeons will be needed. After being used 
once, a nest box should be carefully cleaned 
and whitewashed before it is used again. By 
having; extra nest boxes the parent pigeons 
may begin rearing a new brood without loss of 
lime. 

On the floor of the .squab house must be 
placed straw, grass or litter from the barn 
floor. The parent pigeons need this for build- 
ing their nests. The best sciuab-raiscrs furnish 
the nest boxes with artificial, bowi-shapcd 
trays called nappies. The ])arent birds build 
their nests of straw or grass- in these. One ad- 
vantage of the nappies, as nests is that the 
nests can easily be removed at will. The nap- 
pies arc earthenware and cost but a few cenis 
each. 

One great advantage in raising squabs is 
that the parent birds feed their young in- 
stinctively ; they know the needs of the young 
so well" that few die from improper feeding. 
The feed for pigeons must be placed in the 
house in a box or pan of some kind. Plenty of 
feed mvist be supplied at all times. They will 
not wast6' it, and they know when and how 
much to feed the squabs. Most people use a 
simple, wooden, self-feeding box. They can 
be purchased, or anyone can easily make one. 
Into this feed box, enough feed is poured to 
last for several da3's,.and it gradually runs out 
on to a board as fast as it is eaten. 

Pigeon feed consists of common .salt, 
ground oyster shells, Canada peas, cracked 
corn, kaffir corn, herapsecd, sunflower seed 
and a few others. All of these can be safely 
given but only a few should be given at a time, 
just enou.gh kinds to make a variety, Fre- 
(|uent changes should be made to stimulate 
appetite. Grit, such as is used for poultry, 
.■should be before them at all times. This is 
absolutely essential, as they arc confined, hav- 
in.g no access to such from outside s(jurces. 

Jjathing water should be furnished them in 
pans a foot or more in diameter, and four or 
five inches deep. The water should be chang- 
ed once or tv/ice each day. Before bathing, 
they drink as much of the water as they neecl. 
Then, they ,s[)lash in the water, wetting all 
their fealhcrs and making themselves bright 
and clean. Alter the batlj, the water is cover- 
ed with :ni oily scum, and is not fit for use 
again. They bathe early in the morning, and 
bathing water should be placed in their pans 
the evening before unless one is a very early 
riser. Too much care cannot be taken of their 
bathing and driidting water. It is a necessity, 
both winter and sununcr. 

In addition to feed and water, pigeons re- 
(|uirc exercise in the sunlight an(l fresh air. 
h'or this ])iU'pose a fl\'iii,g i)en is l.nilt to the 
s([uab-house for the use of adult birds. Small 
meshed poultry netting is used for this pur- 
])0sc. A small flying i.eu will do, but tire lar- 
ger it is. the better for the health and comfort 
of the birds. 

The flying pen may be built on the ground 
adjoining the stiualvh.onse. The door ma}' be 
kept 'Open all day, but should be closed at 



night, especially during severe weather. If 
many pigeons are kept, some will be found in 
the flying pen at all times of the day, and es- 
pecially when the sun shines. Where the loft 
of some building is, used for the squab-house, 
the flying pen can be built on the roof. 

The hen pigeon lays but two eggs. Both 
parents take turns in sitting on them, and they 
hatch after seventeen days' incubation. The 
young squabs are carefully warmed, fed and 
cared for generally by their parents. The first 
food given them is a liquid produced in the 
crops of the parent birds, .and is known as 
"pigeon's milk." This liquid food grows grad- 
ually thicker, is then mixed \yith grain, and 
after a few days, the squabs eat whole grain, 
which is also supplied from the parents' crops. 

In about two weeks after the eggs hatch, 
the female pigeon is ready to nest again, when 
the care of the squabs falls to the lot of the 
male. When the squabs are four weeks old, 
they arc ready for the market, They can be 
shipped, either live or dressed, according to 
the season and other conditions. 



SETTING HENS 

If the poultry bouse is large enough it is 
well to set apart a room for the exclusive use 
of the setting hens. If a separate pen canncpt 
be provided a place as much apart from the 
dock as possible should be used ns hatching 
quarters. Wherever the place js, the first thing 
to do is to clean it out thoroughly and give it a 
good spraying with carbolic solution or zcno- 
leum. In addition it should be fumigated with 
burning brimstone before being used as a 
hatching place. Make provision for ventilation 
if such is required. A good plan is to take out 
a vyrindow sash and cover the opening with cot- 
ton. 

For the nests get empty boxes of suitable 
size. Boxes the size of an egg case are about 
right. Turn each box on its side, the open top 
becoming the front. Nail a three or four inch 
strip along the bottom to keep the nesting ma- 
terial in and the eggs from rolling out. It's a 
pretty good scheme to place some moist loam 
or tin . inverted piece of sod in the. bottom of 
each box, hollowed out" to hold, the eggs and 
conform to the hen's body.. . Loam.pr! sod >arc 
required only where the floor. is wood ar .conr 
crete. In a dirt floor, remove the bottom 
boards of the box and shape the nest in the 
soil. 

The. front of each box should have a little 
door made of wire netting or slats to keep the 
hens shut in if necessary. If it is desirable to 
darken the inside of the nest a coarse piece of 
burlap may be hung over each box. This dark- 
ens the inside without shutting out the fresh 
air. 

Drinking water in a dish raised a few inches 
above the floor, to prevent fhe hens scratching 
dirt into it, and a box or trough with whole 
grain for the daily ration, should be provided, 
in addition a box or two or dust .should be 
placed in the pen for the sitters to bathe in, un- 
less they can get outside and roll in the dry soil. 

Before setting, dust the hen thorouglilv 
wWh sul])hur or some good insect iiowdcr, 
working the dust well down to the skin, it is 
advisable in most cases if the hen is to be re- 
moved from her laying place to the setting 
quarters, to move her after dark and start her 
off first on two or three china eggs and see 
how she likes the new location. In the morn- 
ing, if she stays on the nest, and after feeding 
and drinking, returns to it, she may be given 
a dozen or thirteen eggs to do time on, with a 
pretty good assurance that she will stay on the 
job ancl make a success of the business. If she 
isn't disposed to take kindly to the new situa- 
tion, (he nest-box may be darkened during the 
day and the trial continued a little longer. iMost 
hens accommodate themselves to their new sur- 
roundings in a few days. The ones. that do not 
cannot l)e relied on as setters and may as well 
have the broody notion taken out of them as 
speedily as ])ossible and set about their busi- 
ness as layers. 

Always set several liens on the same dav, 
so that if in testing the eggs at the end of six 
or seven days some prove infertile, which is 
most likely, these may be discarded, the set- 
tings filled up from one nest and one hen left 
free to start again on fresh eggs, or be broken 
off her broodiness and returned to the laying 
l)cn. There is a ftu-tlier advantage in starting 
several hens at once in that when the brooJIs 
are hatched all at one time, the chickens may 
be given to as many hens as arc rc(|uired to 
look after them, and liie rest of the setters 
started anew on fresh eggs, or turned off to 
])rcpare again for laying. One hen can take 
care of more chickens than she hatches out, 
and may as well be looking after eighteen or 
twenty as a dozen. This economizes hen labor 
and makes possible the employment of the" ex- 
tra liejis either in bringing out more chicks or 
paying for their keep in egg laying. 

While sitting, the hens should be dusted 
with the insect powder two or three limes at 
least. aiuJ the eggs tested after the methods 
that have been indicated in these colunms fre- 
quently before. When setting it is also ad- 
visable to wake a record on a card that may 
be attached to each box, of the time of setting 
the breed, or pen that produces the eggs, and 
any other item that might be of interest. y\s 
the eggs are testeil results can be noted down 
on these cards and at the cnil of the hatcli! 
there is a complete record of . results, a record 



that may be of future use as a guide in iitiatirig 
the breeding stock or selecting setters. 

The hens should be allowed to come off the 
nests daily. If the doors of the bo.xes are kept 
closed they shoidd.he, Qpened for half an houf 
at a regular hour each' day. At the dnd" of 
that time it is well to see that each hen is back 
at her job. Half an hour is as long a time as 
a hen should be off her eggs each day. While 
the chicks are coming out, and for twenty-four 
hours after, leave the hen alone. Assisting the 
chicks from the shell is seldom required and 
does rather more harm than good.

the hen tiiat lays too eg.gs a year pays for her- 
self. I believe, however, that we should not 
be satisfied with hens that lay less than 200 
eggs a year, for we want to get reasonable pay 
for the labor we put upon them. At the pres- 
ent prices for eggs 100 eggs will bring at least 
$2, and they have not cost, more than 
a dollar. But there, is another element that 
enters into the cost of eggs, and that is the 
niuiiber of fowls that are lost from various 
causes. It is possible lo lose so many fowls 
while they arc growing uj) that this will re- 
duce the profits of the ones that live. Some 
men figure out that they are making a profit of 
a dollar off their fowls, but at the end of the 
year can find no profit. They cannot understand 
why, if their birds are making them a profit of 
a dollar each, they should not have, as many 
dollars in profits as they liave birds. The fact 
is, that they had a large number of fowls that 
were fed from one month to six and then died. 
In some flocks the cholera appeared and in an- 
other roup was the devastator, in others skunks 
and cats reduced the size of th.e flock. It is the 
vanished eost of supporting these that reduced 
the profits on the eggs to about nothing. The' 
longer I. take care of poultry the more I realize 
that success with fowls consists verv largelv in 
keeping them free from fat, lice and disease- 
Southern Poultryman, • .

AROUND THE FARM 

THE CONSERVATION OF SOIL 
MOISTURE 

InK of the most important fac- 
tors in the successful produc- 
tion of a crop is moisture. 
Hard)}' a season passes- in 
which om- croixs are not reduc 
ed in yield to a g|-eater or less 
degree becau.se of lack of suf- 
ficient moisture lo bring them 
to maturity. The soil may 
have been put in the best possible condition at 
seeding time, plant food may have been favor- 
able for a liountiful harvest, yel with a defi- 
cient supply of n-ioisturc a partial or complete 
cro]) failure is sure to follow. The ((uestion 
naturally arises, is -Lhere an}- method or meth- 
ods by wdiich we may till the soil in order to 
control or store moisture for the u.se of crops 
during the oft recurring pericKis of drouth? 

To answer this it is necessary to know the 
forms in which mijislure exists in the soil. 
These arc three free, capillary a,-d liy.grosco- 
|)ic. I'rec water is not (Hreclly used by jilants, 
in fact, is detrimental lo jdant growth. It 
fiu"nishes, however, the source of supply for 
water in wells and springs, and is valuable as 
a source of supply from which capillary water 
is obtained. Hygroscopic moisture is of no 
importance in agriculture. Capillary water is 
the important form in which moisture is held 
ill the soil. 

Capillary water exisls In thin films around 
the soil particles and it is in this coiulilion that 
water is a\-ailal)le for plant growth. Ca]:)iriary 
movement may be upward or downward, us- 
ually upward. In times of dr/.nUli, it may be 
.sufficient to raise the water through a dis- 
tance of tliree to six feet, depending directly 
upon the physical condition of the soil. Should 
the soil be coarse or cloddy, then water can- 
not rise to take the place of that carried away 
by e\-ai)oration or that used up by the growin.g 
plaiU.' If, however, the soil is fine and in gotxl 
condiiion (jf tilth, then water ])asses readily 
through it. If the capillary pores near the sur- 
face be enlarged by tillage so as to break capil- 
lary connections and stop the water in its up- 
ward course, then very little water is lost by 
eva])oration. This loose cultivated surface 
stratum is the soil mulch which is so essential 
in conservin.g the moisture in tlie soil by |)re- 
A'cnting ev;i|:oration. This brings us directly 
to the question of the best tilla.ge methods fijr 
storing and conser\-iu.g moisture. 

The first step in coii-serving moisture must 
be a thorough preparation of the ^oi\ .so that 
all the precipitatibn will sink down readily into 
it and not be carried a^vay by surface draip- 
age. Generally a deep, well cultivated, mellow 
soil is best suited for rapidly absorbing and 
retaining water. This deep preparation of the 
soil is very, mjportaat, as nuicn of the precipi- 




tation occurring in the spring and summer 
months falls in hard, dashing rains and it is 
imperative that we provide a '' soil, condition 
which allows of rapid and complete percolation 
of the water in the subsoil. ■ ' 

' Of the implements for conserving moisture 
the plough is of most importance and the 
plough that pulverizes trie soil most thorough- 
ly is the one best adapted to fit a soil to retain 
moisture. The lime and depth of the plough- 
ing is also important. For example, spring 
ploughing for early crops should not be as 
deep as fall ploughing for the same crops. On 
stiff, claj'cy adobe soils, .spring ploughing 
should not be as deep as fall ploughing for 
that type of soil, as new unworked subsoil is 
turned up in which the plant food is not in an 
available form for the use of the plants. It is 
.generally desirable to plough sandy or sandy 
loam soils deej), as the plant food is easily 
available in this style of soil, and deep plough- 
ing brings more plant food into the root zone 
of the growing plants. 

In the semi-arid districts, deep ploughing 
may prove to be positively detrimental to a 
crop during drouthy periods if proper methods 
are not employed to firm the soil and close the 
interspace between the furrow slice and the 
subsoil. In this section the late fall and winter 
rains are not sufficient to settle the soil, hence 
we must resort to some mechanical means for 
doing the work. As an implement for firming 
the soil and packing the subsoil, the .so-called 
subsurface packer is the best tool yet invented. 
If the packer cannot be secured, then the di.sc 
harrow with the discs run nearly straight will 
do fairl}- good work. By firming and pressing 
the furrow slice well and evenly upon the sub- 
soil, capillary action is restored between the 
upjier and lower layers of the soil. Follow the 
])acker with the smoothing harrow in order to 
provide the soil mulch which is highly effec- 
tive in preventing evaporation. 

Tillage of the soil not only conserves mois- 
ture but it liberates plant food, aerates 
and warms the soil. This docs not mean to 
infer that moisture is the all important factor 
necessary for the successful production of a 
crop, for it is just as necessary that there shall 
be heat, light, air and soil fertility. In the fer- 
tile plains of the semi-arid west, there are few 
soils but what -would prbdiice large, crops if 
inbisturti was supplied ,at needed' int^^rvals; br 
if we could but store the natural precipitation 
that fell for the use of the' crop. It "may e-veh 
be necessary to store up an extra season's 
moisture in the soil to produce one crop but let 
us remember that some means must be pro- 
vided for keeping up the fertility in the soil, 
for the greater tlie crop we harvest the greater 
amount of fertility we remove from it. Rota- 
tion of crops will not kee]) up this fertility un- 
less some method is emplo3'ed for returning to 
the soil every pound and every ounce of planl 
food we remove from it. Stock raising and 
grain farming must go hand in hand. Fvcry 
Iiouiid of manure must be used upon the land. 
I\loisture conser\-ation methcids must be cm- 
pl(j}-ed in order to furnish sufficient moisture 
lo flccornpo.sc thc coarse manure, rot the heavy 
crop of stuble turned under by the plough 
and to bring the ci-op to maturity. There is no 
occasion or excuse for liurning a heavy crop 
of stubble after heading the grain, for we 
thereby destroy the hunuis which might re- 
sult from rotting the stra\v and that burned out 
of tile soil liy.lhe fire. Plou.gh the stubble or 
manure under to a good depth, thoroughly 
pack the subsoil and follow the, summer cul- 
ture plan of summer fallow or use a cultivated 
crop, then there is no need to worry about the 
land becoming too light by the straw or man- 
ure not rotting.

ONION GROWING 

.^s the onion is now being recognized as 
something of a medicine, and is allowed in so- 
ciety for the virtue lhei-e is in it, a trial growing 
of this much abused and slandered vegetable 
may result in considerable profit to the experi- 
mcnler. 

The people, as a general rule, have an idea 
that onions cannot be successfully grown from 
seed in the West. Thi.s I know, from 'actual 
experience, to be a' mistake "On their part, for 
i have grown them for years with great success.' 

On a small farm, or on a ]■)l"!c^- where one is 
seeking to furnish him or herself with emplo}'- 
meiit at gtxul wages, if not some profit, tlui 
onion eroj) is i)erha])s the best solution of this 
problem. .Most years the sup[ily is hardly up to 
the demand, and the labor required by hand to 
raise a good crop will not be given by most 
farmers, who can do their work on large farfns 
with machinery and horse power. For this 
reason, and the fact that it takes very rich land 
to grow good onions, the small farmer will do 
well to investigate the possibilities of the onion 
crop. 

r-'irst of all lie sure yr)u Ii;ive good seed, and 
of a suitalile kind for the West. The Yellow 
Globe. Daiiver and Extra Farly Red have both 
done well with me. The Yellow Danver is a 
good onion both for home garden and for mar- 
ket, combining reliability in ripening with large . 
yield. The skin is pale yellow, ficsh pure white. 

The h'.xtni l'',arly Red is one of the best 
onions for the North wesl. It can be made to 
Ijroduce fine marlcetable oiiii;ns in ninety days 
from the sowing of the seed. 5£ is 'of .mild fla- 



vor, and keeps well. The color is deep, rich 
■ red. It is hardy and reliable, solid and hcavv- 
Some prefer the Yellow Uanvens, but i do not 
know of a better one than Extra Early Red for 
Northern latitudes, where the season is '.short 
and cool. 

The seed must he sown very early in spring 
-^jtist as soon the ground' can be prepared;' 
Rernember that freezing and thawing doe's hot 
hiirt onipri s'e'ed'as much as a great many other 
l)lants.or seeds.: If the seed does not show 
for three or four weeks don't be alari^jcdj they 
will be ready to sj>rout at the eariieSt 'oppor- 
tunity — it starts very slowly. 

Be sure the ground is. thoroughly worked 
and well mixed with short rotted manure, for 
onions require a very rich ground. The surface 
shoidd be fine and smooth as jiossiblei 

I hope you are so fortunate as to own a 
Planet Jr. seeder and ciiltivator coml»ihe'd, then 
your work will be easy and pleasant. Sow the 
seed in rows, running east and west, at least a 
foot apart. I have found it a good plan to mix 
about one quarter of rachsli seed with the onion 
seed. The radish, having earlier sprouting 
tendencies than onions, will act as a guide in 
early cultivation. Never allow the weeds to 
get ahead of the young plants,; Keep (he rake 
and hoc in iise,' taking care npt.to' stir thej^oil 
too deeply or to collect, it . about the grgiiying 
bidbs. Do not Ai-ork in the garden wli^n'the 
ground is wet. • ' 

When the onions are about two inches high, 
they should be thinned out and the radish plants 
removed. This thinning should leave a good 
onion about every four inches in the row. You 
may think it foolishness leaving so much spacq^ 
btit.they will require it. Never allow them to 
crowd and do not leave a single weed. Wheu 
the bulbs have attained a good size-^aboiit' half 
grown — begin to roll down, the tops .fiat to the 
ground. Sec that every top is broken, laid flat 
and kept there. If you ;succeed in breaking 
them, and then neglect them a few days you 
will find new tops growing, and after that you. 
will ncec;it,mDre skilljthan-I'have.to ripen the'm 
perfectly. t ". -. .,- . ' .1 .^..T.^^f,. v. . 

'i It -is/ wonderful how ^he biilbs wilt' enlar'gte 
after t^l'e tops are bruisedi A garden roller'is 
the 'best to. do this with, but-l'saw a man roll 
his down with a bar, and it seemed to answer 
the purpose all right. 

When they are full size, or the cold weather 
is coming on, it is time to harvest them. Pull 
them and leave them in rows on the ground for 
a week or even longer, if the weather is favor- 
able. Then leave them in wide spreading piles, 
after having cut the tops off close to the crown, 
so that they can be covered up at night and be 
exposed to the snn in the -daytime; If you 
have a warm dry floor on which you could 
spread them, so much the better. Unless a per- 
son has a proper place in Which to storo them, 
it is best to sell tly;m in the fall, as they are 
rather hard to keep. There is a ready sale and 
a good price for them every fall.— Dell Grattaa, 
in Farmers' Advocate. ■ . • - • 



HUMOR THE COW 

So far as possible the same persons should 
milk the same lot of cows. No greater non- 
sense was ever promulgated than that all talk- 
ing and whistling should be prohibited in the 
stable. The cow should be famihar with the 
voice of her attendant, and she should nev^ir 
licar it in other than kindly tones. She shouljcl 
be called by name, and talked to individually, 
when he has occasion to speak to her. Whistl- 
ing and singing to a moderate degree arc not 
objectionable in the stable. 

II. B. Gurier says that the cows invariably 
fell off.in their yield under the care of a cer- 
tain attendant. The man was kind, and seem- 
ed to give the same care as others. Still,, he 
could not keep up the flow of cows uncler'his 
charge. It was noticed that he rarel}' spoke in 
the stable, and still more rarely to the cows 
milked. His attention was called to the fact, 
and he was asked to change his methods and 
familiarize the cows with the tones of his voice. 
The cows had never become acipiainted with 
him. Cows like to .hear the voice of the at- 
tendant, especially when .in a kindly manner hp 
speaks their names. » ' 

r.'Iilking should be .done quickly, kindly .and 
cleanly. If a part of the flow is left in the ud- 
der each time, the cow soon learns to secrete 
just that amount less, and there will be a cor- 
responding falling off in the flow. The same 
seciuence of milking should be followed each 
day, so that each cow will know when her turn 
comes. Attendants haye probably, noticed that 
when they sit down to" nlilk bhe'cow, the udder 
of the next one will begin to fill, and milk will 
often begin to flow from the teats before they 
get to her. If she is not milked in order, she 
will manifest her dis])leasure by her nervous 
actions, indicating disappointment. The first 
few streams of milk from each teat should not 
be put in the paih Bacteria gather in the end 
of . tl^jQ^teats^fbetwpe'n milkings. , The.se in the 
mincrwill''iiicreii^sc with great.'' rapidity, . often 
seriously injuring its quality for butter, and 
cheese. .'\s .soon as drawn, the milk shoidd be 
removed from the odors of the., stable.

NE might become ver}' nicta- 
pliysical over the , beauty of 
flowers ; and it woul'd be good 
for metaphysicians to observe 
their beaitityidisinterestedly for 
a long tirri'e b'e'fbre -attcinpting 
„■ to deal with aesthetic c[iies- 
tions. "To look with the eye 
confounds the wisdom of 
ages." It gives you a respect for facts, .for 
the thing in itself, says the London Times. It 
makes you cautious of theories, not from 
scepticism, but .for fear lest they should im- 
poverish your! sense of the value' , of v^jthihgs. 
A- disinterested love of flowers enric)i'eiS-,that 
•sense.. For flowers, so, far- as we-are;Concsrn- 
ed, are simply beautiful things. We cannot 
argue about tiiem as wc argue about works 
of art. Even the Senior Wrangler who wanted 
to know what "Paradise. Lost" proved would 
not have made the same demand abo.ut a rose. 
Men make works of art, and it is open to any 
one to say that .they might be better em- 
ployed. But flowers are made by nature, just 
like ourselves, and if \\-c question their right 
to exist, we question our own. Therefore, no 
one does question their right to exist, or the 
])leasurc wliich tiicy give us. ft is part of the 
process of life. Flowers are beautiful, and 
we are made to enjoy their beauty, just as 
Ave are made to eat and sleep ; and there is an 
end. of it. We cannot enjoy the beauty df 
works , of art in the same simple unquestion- 
ing way, , for behind the work of art is the 
artist, a man like ourselves, however superior, 
who expresses all his character in his work, 
his -infirmities as well as his virtues; and we 
like or dislike his work as we like or dislike his 
character. It bears the mark of his age and 
race and a. hundred other marks .of pircum- 
stances, all of >yhich have some kind of signi- 
ficance and association for us, pleasant or dis- 
"algreeablc. And thus we are never quite just 
to works of art, and never can see their 
beauty with disinterested eyes. There is al- 
ways something involved in it which affects 
6ther faculties besides our sense of beaut)'. 
Nowadays, for instance, the beauty of Italian 
primitive pictures is heightened for .us, be- 
cause we think of them as prodttcied in the 
springtimje of the modern ' worl'd. "Their 
promise, like tlic promise of crocuses and daf- 
fodils, is more delightful to us tli^n the mid- 
summer jxjmps of the high Renaissance. In the 
-same way, the beauty of the Bologna eclectics, 
is hidden from us because it has the sickly 
taint of a declining age. Our historical sense 
interferes witli t)ur sense of beauty. Wc have 
learnt to believe th at iio Italian of the seven- 
teenth century had "a real faith' or' real emo- 
tions, and we scent unreality and pretence in 
all their works. Luckily, we have no Histori-. 
cal sense about flowers. It may be that we love 
the flowers of spring better than those of aiit- 
umn ; but, unless we are morbid, we are re- 
conciled to the succession of the seasons and 
can take a delight in it. It is in the nature 
of things that the beauty of autumn should 



differ from the beauty of spring. We do not 
feel any human waste or perversity in the de- 
cline of- the ye?ir aily, mpte than.;i,n^,tli^ 
There i.i sometime i a' fEShiqn among;" poets to 
lament the autumn, but that is only because 
they produce melodious tears more easily than 
melodious laughter. There is no true analogy, 
as we all know, betvycen . 

Bare ruined" chbifs^where^Iate the sweet birds 
■ sang-^ — - '■ 

and the old age of men; for spring follows 
winter, but age does not change into youth. 
It is the great merit of Keats's "Ode to Aut- 
umn" that it is full of delight in that delight- 
ful season without any hankering after an- 
other. 

Where are the soiigs of spring? Ay, where 
are they? 

Think not of them, thou hast thy music, 
too, — 

AYhiie barred clouds bloom the soft dying 
day. 

And touch the stubl)le-plains with rosy 
hue; 

Then in a wailful choir tl^e small gnats mourn 
. Among the river sallows, borne ^loft 
Or sinking as the light wind lives or dies. 

So it is too, with the flowers of autunm. They 
have their own beauty, and it is mere wilful- 
ness of fancy and waste, of emotion to con- 
nect it with thoughts of death, and irrevocable 
loss. In all wild flowers there. is a free gift 
of deligiit to us, with no poison in it and noth - 
ing to provoke cTiticism. They seem to ex- 
press a hajjpiness inherent in life to be the 
art of nature herself, and to show us what our 
own art ought to be, and wc-.ild be. if we 
could purify it of sick fancies and disgust, and 
vain subtleties and ambitions, and affections. 

But so soon as flowers arc altered and de- 
veloped by men there is something in their 
beauty that provokes criticism at once. For 
they are connected, like works of nrt. with 
men's ideas and purposes ; and therefore we 
like or dislike them according as we like or 
dislike "those ideas and purposes. Of course 
all flowers, even those which have suffered 
the greatest garden change, have still some- 
thing of wild nature in tliem.\ They are chil- 
dren of the earth and only pupi/s of the gar- 
dener ignd though they may express""for i.s 
a phase of taste which we dislike, tliey do not 
express it so merely as furniture or'picturc4. 
But still they do express it; and we cannx>t 
look upon whatever beauty they may iJosscs.s 
with disinterested eyes. There are flowers, 
for instance, like the prim double dahlias and 
ranunculuses which remind us of the blossoms 
on Dresden china, and whiqh have, -no doubt 
been developed by the same kind of taste that 
produced those blossoms. If we like Dresden 
china, we shall like these flowers; and' there . 
are a hundred subtle causes connected with 
our whole view and experience of life wdiich 
affect our taste in such things. The artificial- 
ity of a few years ago is always distasteful to 



us. Wc have' just escaped from it and see only 
its absurdities. But the artificiality, of . a re- 
"mote'r past . bft^ has'spme.^ roniance fpn us, 
half pathetic and'-half aVini|ing-;*ah'd"when we 
are" sated with one kind of an article wc turn 
with relief to another that is less familiar, 
we are inclined just now to be sated with 
flowers that are loose and floppy and fan- 
tastic in shape and hectic or over-refined in 
color, flowers like .some of the tree paeonies 
and tea-roses,, and tuberous begonias; and 
therefore . wc have a kindlier feeling for the 
did prim flovvcrs which at least did not look 
exhausted by their efforts to be beautiful, 
■vyhicli. bore themselves with .some reserve, and 
were not dishevelled by any violence of wind 
and rain. In 'all these cases it is the human 
clement in the flower that provokes reactions 
and changes of fashion. The gfardfiner exag- 
gerates its iiaturjiil qualities in one direction or 
another to suit his own taste; and its beauty 
at once becomes subject to the insecurities of 
taste which affect all beautiful things made by 
nien. But the beauty of flowers unchanged 
by men is not subject to these insecurities, or 
subject to them only when the flowers are 
grown in unnatural conditions. Wild flowers 
have developed in their own world and seem 
to be as perfectly fitted to it as stars to the 
sky. One. can no more see the true beauty of 
houseleeks or stonccrops when they are forced 
into the pattern of a carpet bed than one can 
sec the true beauty of wild animals in a cage 
at the Zoo. There is a niystcry of fitness in 
all beauty, aiu! the -way to be sure of it is lo 
study the beauty of wild flowers, of wood- 
ruff on a shady bank, or bluebells under wild 
cherry blossom in a wood, or daffodils about 
a stream in an ojien meadow. Take these 
away from their surroundings and they are 
still beautiful; hut they have lost almost as 
much of their beauty as the columbines in 
the Bacchus and Ariadne would lose if they 

''•were cut out of the canvas. 

, The best kind of gardening is based upon 
a sense of the beauty, not-merely of individual 
flowers, but of flo\yers growing in natural 
conditions; yet gardejiilig, like all art, must do 
som'ething more thah' imitate nature. We 
cannot even pretend to provide many of our 
finest garden plants witli natural conditions. 
They are like domesticated animals that in 
this country need constant human care if they 
arc to thrive. And then wc have to remember 
that nature' is' often' 'cofitent' to make a par- 
tfcular spot bea'utifdl'Mvidr flowers for- only, 
two or three 'weeks ^■^ii^fi*^' year. Duriri^ "these 
weeks that spot may be' the dcsj^air of the 
gardener, but at other times it is only over- 
grown with weeds. Mature makes no com- 
prc?mises, but the gardener must be always 
niaking them. Ami, yet, like other artists, 
while he modifies nature to suit his own pur- 
poses, he must still keejj a respect for her 
modesty and a love of jjer beauty in his heart. 
He should never Tj'e a 'mere virtuoso and do 
violence to nature just to show how clever 
he is. Flowers are the facts of a garden, and 
they must not be distorted or exaggerated or 
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wrongly related to each other, for they are 
facts beautiful in themselves and introduced 
bnlyifpiTythat reason; and they all have a cer- , 
tain", character in their beauty whidli 
can be strengthened or weakened by. 
the manner in which they are treated. There" 
are, for instance, broad differences of charac- 
ter between monocotyletionous and dicotyle- 
donous flowers, between irises and lilies and 
tulips and narcissi on the one hand, and roses 
and pinks and campanulas on the other. The 
beauty of the monocotyledons is both sinipler 
and' more mysterious than the beauty of the 
dicotyledons,. ;Thc dicotyledons are usually 
inferior in purity both of color and of form ; 
and yet we are apt to love them better, be- 
cause with less perfection they seem in their 
greater complexity to be nearer to human 
l;cings. There is something strange and re- 
mote even in so famili»ar a flower as the Ger- 
man iris. Its beauty beside that of the rose 
is like the beauty of the sea compared with 
the beauty of the earth. Everything about it 
seems mutable and unsubstantial, as if it h.ad 
been made by enchantment and might vanish 
by the same means. Iris colors are liquid or 
cloudy. It has got its very name from a 
beauty of the sky. J-Sut the colors of the rose, 
though less pure, seem to be more fixed. One 
cannot think of them as flushing and then 
fading again like a rainbow; and the whole 
plant looks as if it were firmly rooted in the 
earth and had grown slowly out of it by a 
natural process, not by any enchantment. The 
iris, leaf and flower, secins to be all of a piece 
and created as a stroke ; so do the tulip and 
the narcissus and the lily.- There is a much 
stronger difference in the parts of a rose, and , 
much more wayward variety of growth. In 
the flovvers^of monocotyledons there is often 
an unfathomable complexity of color, as on 
the surface oT the- sea; but in dicotyledons 
there seems to be a greater complexity of 
nature and purpose, as'in the earth; and 
therefore they look more at home upon the 
earth, and as if they were its inhabitants and 
not passing visitors from an unknown state of 
being. 

These may seem fanciful distinctions, but 
thcv can he applied to some purpose in the 
arrangement of flo-\vers. It is certain that the 
beauty of monocotyledons is of one kind and 
the beauty "of dicotyledons of another, and 
also that these 'different beaiities are enhanced 
by intermixture and contrast. A number , of 
tulips br daffodils or SpJiiiish irises' grown "by 
themselves arc apt to look monotonous and 
unsubstantial. Their true character is re- 
vealed only when they are mingled Avith 
plants of another nature, when they .seem to 
liave sprung up among them by chance, giv- 
ing a last touch of strangeness and wonder to 
the, beauty of the .whole. Any forrnality of 
arrangement is contrary to their nature. They 
should look as if they had alit among the 
leafage of other plants like a flight of glitter- 
ing birds. Then our pleasure in them is not 
troubled by the thought that they will., so 



soon be withered. Their fugitive brilliance is 
at its best when contrasted with the more quiet 
and enduring beauty of other plants, and es- 
pecially of shrubs, such as rbsiemary .or'.'some 
, of 'the -verpnicas which never look dishevelled 
or exhausted 5with flowering. These give , the 
sense of permanence that is needed in all 
garden design, and the same kind of foil that 
nature provides for her momentary .splendours. 

There are some flowers which seem to keep 
a wild beauty however familiar they are to our 
gardens, and others -which look^. if ..they could . 
never grow wild anywhere, but must havcbeen < 
created for the garden. Nearly all the campar ' 
nulas look wild wherever they are, and as if 
they ought to be in the woods or on the moun-. 
tains. The crane's-bill is always a wild-looking 
plant, whereas its -near relation the zonal .pel- 
argonium, commonly called the geranium, is 
the tamest of flowers. Tame flowers are not, 
however, to be condemned for their tameriess. 
The}^ might look uui of place in a hedgerow, 
but they often look beautiful enough in a gar- 
den. Sometime.", they look tame because they 
ha\'e been developed by the gardener. Thus 
garden roses arc often the tamest of flowers, 
and wild roses the wildest. But some flowers 
lool^ tame only because they come from some 
far country with a flora utterly unlike our own, 
and because therefore we can think of them 
only as growing in gardens. Lilium auratum 
grows wild in Japan, but for us it is entirely a 
garden flower, since there is nothing at all like 
it among our wild flowers; whereas manj^ even 
of the most exotic campanulas remind us of our 
own harebell or some other, native species. It 
is well to bear in mind the wildness or tame- 
ness of different flowerfe when planning^ their 
arrangement. One must not' be too subtle in. 
such matters; but, where there 'is a'large gfa'N 
den with some parts of it wilder than others, 
it is easy to make some separation bctv/een the 
wilder and tamer looking plants ; not to put 
bluebells, for instance, in the same kind of po-' 
sition as garden hyacinths, or to mix the na- 
tural species of roses with hybrid 'perpe'tu'a;lfe; 
It ,is in wild gardening that a sense of "tne'ctfsi'- , 
acter of flowers is most needed, for plants such' , 
as dahlias, kniphofias, double paeonies, or gar-ir-: 
den pinks look most dismally out of place in 
any imitation of a wilderness. It is the same '-^ 
with a rock garden. There the single moun- 
tain pinks look their best and the double gar- 
den pinks arc as inappropriate as' weeds*, But 
place ajnonntain .pink,in the border,, and, eyen 
if'it thrived, half its beaiity. is lost. The. raoun,- 
tai^ pink is. a wild f,lQ\ycr, the gjirden.pir^k is,a 
tame one ; and, if we can, we should treat each 
.accordingly. y\ll beaut}-- has a character of its 
own, and the character, of flowers is most 
clearly shown when they are placed in condi- 
tions that suit that character — in artificial con- 
ditions if the character is artificial, in natural 
conditions if it is natural. It;isonly by studying 
the character of flovirers and having regard to it 
that the gardener can achieve those subtletie.^ 
of beauty which look as if they had come/by 
chance, but, which really are the last triumphs 
of his art.' A ', - . . ". .*,' ' 




a National War Chest" 



jEFORE a meeting of the-Royal Unit- 
ed Service Institution, Sir R. Giffen 
delivered a lecture on "The Neces- 
sity of a AVar Chest in this Country 
or a .greatly increased Gold Re- 
serve." says the IvOiidon Times. 
Sir Felix Schuster (inembcr of the Council 
of India and jjresident and chairman of the 
^ Council of the Institute of Bankers) occupied 
the chair, and among those i)resent were Ad- 
miral Sir Charles Campbell, Brigadier-General 
Sir Menry Rawlinson, Colonel the Hon. O. 
Lumlcy, Colonel Maude, Col. St. Clair Pember- 
ton, Dr. Miller Maguire, Major Stuart-Murray, 
Colonel G. Aston, Sir John Macdoncll, M'r. 
Spenser Wilkinson, Colonel D. .M. Murray, ?ilr. 
Saxton Nfihlc. Colonel the Hon. T. l-'reinantk-. 
and Lieutenant-Colonel A. Lcetham (the sec- 
retary of the council.) 

Sir R. Giffin observed that what had been 
in his mind in taking up this subject was not 
the whole question of war chests, which be- 
longed strictly to the domain of the military 
and naval expert — namely, what kind of chest 
to provide for particular operations, and how ? 
He desired also to avoid the subject of a spe- 
cial cash reserve, to be used in carrying on 
.some war in which the state might be engaged, 
such as was instituted in Prussia, and which 
still existed in some form. What he dcsiretl 
to bring before them was something different; 
the difficulty that might and must arise among 
the leading states .should they become engaged 
in war with each other in a measure that 
jeopardized the mechanism of credit in the 
states affected, and throughout the comniercial 
world .gcncrall\-. U .-ippeared to him that this 
was a formidable possibility of the interna- 
tional credit system that had never liccn ade- 
quately considered. And it had not been con- 
sidered, for the simple reason that, as a matter 
of fact, since this system became developed in 
its modern proportions tlierc had been no war 
in which the Icadin.g nations most imporlant 
to the .system had been nuitually involved. 
What would happen if, for. instance, iM-anco 
and Germany, with their allies, were lo he 
a.gain at war. or if the United States and Japan, 
]>lus a .great Rul-opcan jiowoj-, were to be cm- 
broiled? Or if, absit onien, this country w;cre 
itself to be engaged with' Germany, or the- 
United States, or Russia, \yth perhaps one or 



two more states joining in as our allies or ene- 
mies? Such a war, it seemed to him, would 
bring upon us, as well as upon the whole com- 
munity of civilized states to which the system 
of international credit extended, quite unprece- 
dented calamities and dangers. This would re- 
sult Jrom the breakdown of the credit system 
itself and the interruption of international com- 
merce. 

•'^ftcr — "lo make the impression more liif- 
•ficult"— classifying the mischiefs to be aniici- 
pated from the outbreak of great wars affect- 
ing the leading civilized states, he observed 
that, broadly speaking, the main facts as to 
our cash reserves were these: — (i) The liabili- 
ties of our h.-inking system might be put at 
.£910.000,000 at least, this being the total of 
the deposits in the banks of the Lnitcd King- 
dom, including the B.ank of ICngland (2) 
Against this vast liability there was almost 
literally no provision except the banking rc- 
.scrve of the Bank of England— about ^£20,- 
000,000 to £25,000,000 in recent times. Prac- 
tically, it might be admitted that the whole 
stock of bullion, in the Bank of England, the 
amount held against the. note issues as well as 
the banking reserve proper, mi.ght.be available 
as a reserve, wdiich would raise the figure to 
about £40,000,000; but there was hardlv any- 
thing else, except, possibly, the £12.000,000 or 
£15,000.000 held in Scotland and L-cland 
against the note issues of the Scotch and Irish 
banks. In the recent panic in America the 
hanks started with about .•£200,000.000 cash 
(specie and legal tenders), against ,£2,500,900,- 
^100 liabilities, or about 8 per cent., and how 
speedily they were "bowled over" wc all know. 
I'"\-cn in this country, he supposed, the J.ilacic 
I'riday of Overends in 1866 was not quite, for- 
gotten, when the reserve of the Bank of En.g- 
land, as large in ])roportion then as now, was 
all but emittied in a day. More recently, in 
1878, the circulation of the • Bank of Eng- 
land, owing to the drain of money to the coun- 
try caused by discredit, increased about ■■£ i.^,- 
000,000 in two months; and still more recently, 
at the time of the Baring crisis in 1890, special 
measures were needed to prevent the outbreak 
of panic, A fortiori, then,, should a great war 
break -but and business be,widely interrui)ted, 
the demands upon English 'b^'anks; quite apart 
from 'panic at first, might easily become over-^ 



wliclming, and tiie paltry ,-£25,000,000 or £40,- 
000,000, or say £50,000,000 , which was all we 
had t(,j show, would rlwindle to nothing in a 
day or two. The conclusion from these facts 
vvas that the banking position in this country 
was one of real dangef in the event of a great 
war — a war, that was, with unlimited liability. 
The question was, of course, primarily for the 
hank-ing coninnnnty itself, ,-in<l for the chief 
cu.itomers associated with them, who wotdd 
acl wisely in taking an active interest in the 
subject; yet, if the government could do any- 
thing i)y way of co-operation or otherwise, 
surely there was occasion for its intervention. 
Great economic disorders at the outbreak of a 
war or when war was threatened, might hamper 
the political and diplomatic action of the gov- 
ernment and impede the direction of our nav.al 
and military forces. Instead of attending to the 
business of the war itself, the government 
mi.ght h;i\c its hands lied b}' questions of un- 
employment and civih tumults, and might have 
to face all at once and with no preparation the 
dilemma of issuing meonvertible paper. What, 
then, could the government do? and what 
ought it to do in time of peace, when the mat- 
ter could be quietly taken in hand? One sug- 
gestion that occurred to him must, he believed, 
be jjut aside. That was that the .government 
should itself accumulate n considerable sum in 
cash for a rainy day, which could he used to 
assi.st in preserving'credit at the outbreak of a 
great war. The difficulty would be that, any 
such sum under the immediate contrpl of the 
government ol the day, before it could be of 
service, would have to he placed in the hands 
of bankers and lent out, anil there might'' be 
political and even military objections to such a 
course— objections based upon consiflerations 
of the same nature as those which induced the 
.gx)vcrnment in 1797 to restrict the Bank of 
England from paying in specie, . . , . 

What -the government, it seemed, to him, 
could dp was perhaps to take such, .measures 
with its own banking arran.gements. as.,^ouJd 
enable the Bank of England in time of peace ' 
and (luiet to add to its normal reserve. The 
.government even now, he was inclined to lie- 
lieve, considering the amount of its transac- 
tions and the various privileges it conferred on 
the Bank of England, kept with that institution 
what any ordinary bank would deem, an ade- 



quate cash balance. ,But in spite of this favor- 
able showing for the government, tried by or- 
dinary tests, what had to be considered was 
the public advantage, and in this view what he 
suggested was that the government shpuld^not 
look on itself as a customer in the ordinary 
A^<iy,-but should take advantage of its special 
relation with the Bunk of England to encour- 
age and strengthen that institution in the task 
of maintaining a banking reserve. The fjues- 
tion of the banking reserve ought to be regard- 
ed ;is of the essence of the whole cc:)ntract be- 
tween the government and the bank. His 
own impression was that the result of any 
study of the question from this point of view 
would be that the government would either in- 
crease its payment to the Bank for services 
rendered or would forgo parj of the sum-^it 
now received for the privilege of note issue : 
but in return the bank would undertake to 
keep a larger reserve — say, ten million pounds 
more than was now kept on the average — for 
emergencies. A hard and fast written con- 
tract on this head was not in question, seeing 
that the reserve had occasionally to be used. 
But both the government and the Bank of 
England could be trusted in such a matter, the 
l?rinciplc being once accepted, to establish and 
maintain an honorable nnderstandin.g after the 
fashion which the guarantee of the various 
banks to the Bank of England, which was said 
not to be legally binding, was given and ad- 
hered to at the time of the Baring crisis. Once 
the Bank of England had come to such an un- 
derstanding with the government, it would be 
in a position, on the other side, to 'negotiate 
with the joint stock and private hanks on the 
same subject. Apart from any action which 
the government, the Bank of England, and 
other banks might take, it was to be hoped 
that the .general discussion of the sidiject would 
not be without its u.ses. The root of the evil 
appe.ared on analysis to be largely, individual, 
and an abuse "of ^he theory on which deposit 
.banking was founded. The problems of our 
'banking .system would certainly be easier if it 
were the habit of everybody as well as bankers 
to keej) a larger proportion of their means in 
li(|uid form tlian they did. \Ve should be 
lucky if the lesson was learnt without the great 
war which would surely bring It .home. 
(Cheers.),^ - [ . 



Mr. Spenser Wilkinson said that in calling 
attention to the importance of our having a 
larger gold reser\'e in the circumstances men- 
tioned Sir Robert Giffen had rendered a great 
service. He thought that^ the lecturer's sug- 
gestions were on absolutely the right lines; and 
unless attention were paid to them the country 

\ would be in a great difficulty. If a serious war 
yvere to break out and we had not the command v 
of the sea, there would, he thought, at the out-\ 
set be "a panic. The soundest precaution 
against such a state of things was to take care 
that the adinini.stration, organization, discip- 
line, and training of the navy should be as 
good as they possibly could be. (Cheers.) 

Sir Felix Schnster, in proposing a vote of ,- ' 
thanks to the lecturer, which was carried.' by" o 
acclamation, expressed a hbpe that the irhport- 
ant paper which they had all had the pleasure ' 
of hearing that afternoon wotild have its in- 
fluencc with our rulers. He thought that the 
c|nestion of the gold reserves was one which 
the authorities at the Treasury and the War 
Office ought to have in mind, as he sitpposcd 
— speaking as a civilian — they had in hii.ud'.rc,T; , 
serves of men, ammuiiition', guns, and n'ofsesf 
If a serious war were to break out, and'our 
credit system were to collapse, and we could 
not pay in gold wdiat wc had undertaken to 
pay in gold, the people would he in a distress- 
ing position very shortly after the beginning 
of hostilities, lie quite agreed with Mr. 
vSpenscr Wilkinson in the absolute importance 
of our having a tl^proughly efficient navy, but ; ■ 
with an inadequate gold reserve difficiilties ; '> 
could arise on the outbreak of a serious war 
before the first shot was fired. The time had 
arrived when the question should be seriously 
considered. No reference had been made to 
the subject of the Post Office and Trustees 
vSavings Banks deposits, amounting together 
to" £209,000,000, all of which was invested in 
Consols or other government securities,* vSIn 
his opiifion— -although he knew that it -w^asnidt 
the official view — the government should keep 
a considerable reserve in .gold against these 
deposits. The state owed the Bank of England 
£11,000,000; if that amount were repaid and. ' 
notes were issued against gold and not against, 
credit, a great improvement would take place 
in the position of the question under ,discu,s-, 
won, and at no very great, cost to the country. '

HE Berlin "cQi:respondent of the 
London Tinics, writing ' under 
date of March" 24, said : 

In the Reichstag today 
Prince Bulow^tervcncd in the 
debate on the Foreign Office 
estimates in order to .make ri 
statement on the condition of 
--Jorelgu affairs. He began by 
finnouncing his readiness to associate hirnscif 
with the international congress of the "Union 
Interparlcmcntaire" which will meet in Ber- 
lin in October. He appreciated its humane 
and pacific aims, and trnsted that it would 
promote political concord among the nations. 
J'assing to the subject of Morocco, he com- 
mented upon certain doubts which had been 
expressed as to the expediency of the military 
operations of France and their Consistency 
with the letter and the spirit of the Algeciras 
Convention. It was true that the yVlgcciras 
act hound all the signatories, and that they 
had to sec that cqualit}' of commercial rigiils 
was not infringed and tliat (jcrman commer- 
cial interests in Morocco were not disregard- 
ed. There appeared to be absolute agreement 
in the House upon these points. On the 
other Iiandj it could not be denied that the 
execution of certain provisions of the Con- 
v'Cntion had been obstructed by the- disturb- 
ances in isforocco. and especially by the dy- 
nastic conflict. "The I'rcnch government," he 
observed, "caiuniL reproach us with ha^-iiig 
failed to recognize these circumstances or 
with having interpreted the Algeciras act in 
a petty or narrow spirit. Nor shall we do this 
in the future, but we expect that for her part 
France will likewise recognize and observ,^ 
the Convention in a pacific and friendly man- 
ner." (Cheers.) He would not enter into a 
general discussion of Germany's Morocco 
l)olicy or of her relations with France, as he 
had repeatedly dealt with these topics on 
previous Qccasions, ,and he would leave any 
detailed treatment on. certain points which 
J^ad been .raised, to the Foreign Secretary, 
Herr Von Schon. 
. The Situation in Macedonia 

The Chancellor next devo'ted a few sen- 
tences to the subject of Macedonia, where the 
situation had been compared to the elemeft'ts 
■of a conflagration which six Great Powers, 
besides the Sovereign of the country, were iii 
vain endeavoring to extinguish since fresh fuel 
U'as always being imported from without. 'I'he 
sole -of eveit fhe chief cafts'c ofthe evil did fiot 
Jie^in--th"e -bpli'dsition bfetween the Christians 
fihd the ■ Maiibmedans,' Ibiif in the enibitt'ered 
cbliflicts between the Christian nationalities, 
each of which was trying to secure supremacy 
in Macedonia, and in the event of the aboli- 
tion of Turkish supremacy as large a share of 
that territory as possible. In view of this un- 
liap[)y situation the principle of the mainten- 
ance of the status quo constituted a point of 
union froni which the Powers started in their 
efforts to effect an improvement. Germany 
was not the Power which was most closely 
interested in the maintenance of the status 
quo, but shie was at least as honestly interest- 
ed as any other Great Power. 

■ The international basis of ihc questidi) 
was the Treaty of Berlin. "We therefore 
greeted with sympathy." Prince Bulow con- 
tinued, "the Austro-I lungarian piojcct for the 
extension of the Bosnian railway to Mitrnvit- 
za, since our ally only made use of a rig-lit 
M'hich was given him in a valid international 
treaty. Besides, we regard the increase of 
jiieans of communication as a peculiarly suit- 
able instrument for raising the state of civili- 
zation to a higher level in those regions and 
thus curbing the wild passions of religious 
and racial animositw" lie desired to add in 
express terms that "in this question we 
neither thrust our advice and our support up- 
on Austria-Hungary, u'lr were we invited by 
Austria-Hungary to acK ise or support her." 
Starting from the i)rinciple of the status quo 
it followed that the efforts of Germany v.'cre 
directed on the one hand to the maintenance 
of unity among the Powers, and on the other 
to obtaining the consent of the Porte to the 
demands of the 1-^owers. It was true th;it 
"\vc could not he ex])ectcd to exhibit any en- 
thusiasm for ])roposals wliieli we do not re- 
gard as efficacious or whicli we even consider 
to be dangerous. Among the latter we in- 
clude innovations which would imperil the 
sovereignty of the Sultan and thus provoke 
Turkey and her Mahoniedan j^opulation to 
extreme resistance. (Hear, hear.) CertaiuK' 
the atrocities which are per))etrale<l in Mace- 
donia by Christians on Maliomedans and by 
I\Jalipmedans on Christians are a Idow in the 
face to the civilization of Europe and to the 
humanity of our age. But to me what .seem.s 
far more intolerable is the idea that dissen- 
sions shoidd break out among the Powers on 
accoimt of those vilayets which are ra\'agcd 
by violent feuds and tliai the fierce flames of 
war should be kindled. (Hear, hear.) I be- 
lieve that these views j)rcvail in ail tlie Cabi- 
nets, and it may therefore he hoped tiial the 
European concert will he maintained, al- 
tliougli on many a point of the i^rogranune 
there are still differences of opinion to be 
reconciled." 

The Emperor's Letter to Lord Twecdmouth 

■ • Prince Bulbw then responded to the desire 
which Had been expressed by various depu- 
ties'in the- course of the debate that he should 
.say something v.'ith regard to the letter which 
had been addressed by the emperor to Lord 
Twecdmouth. "On grounds of discretion," he 
proceeded, which may with etpial right be 
expected by the sciuler and the recipient of a 



private letter, I am not in a position to read 
you this -letter in extcnso; and ] would add 
that I am 'extremely sorry that I cannot do so. 
For this letter is one that might he signed by 
every one of us, b}-- every sincere friend of 
'^ood relations between GcTniany and Eng- 
land. (Hear, hear.)- ^^^elette^ was in its fotm 
and contents a privatic letterj arid it was at 
the same tim6 a politicar' letter.' The one 
thing by no^ncans excludes the odier, and a 
letter written by a ,Sovcrcign does not by any 
means become an act of State from the mere 
fact that it deals with ])C)litical questions. . . . 
This letter is not the first political private 
letter which has been written by a Sovereign 
who has addressed to a foreign minister a 
letter which, from the nature of its contents, 
was political in character, but was not sub- 
ject to public cognizance (Controlle). This is 
a kind of activity which all Sovereigns claim 
as a right and which no one has any war- 
rant for restricting in the case of our emperor. 
The manner in wdiich he chooses to exercise 
this right may safely be left to his sense of 
dut}'. The assertion that the emperor's let- 
ter to Lord Twecdmouth was an attempt to 
influence, in the interest of Germany, the 
ininisier responsible for the British naval es- 
timates, and that it constituted an act of in- 
terference in the domestic affairs of the Brit- 
ish Empire, is an instance of absolutely un- 
warranted misrepresentation. Our Emperor 
is the last person to imagine that the patriot- 
ism of a British nnnister would be consistent 
with accepting advice from abroad wth re- 
gard to the construction of the estimates for 
ll^c British navy." 

German Naval Expansion 

Prince Btilovv then proceeded to claim for 
the 'statesmen and governments of all coun- 
tries the right to resent and to reject foreign 
interference in questions of national defence, 
which could only be determined by the needs 
and requirements of " the country concerned. 
Thus Germany was making use of tlie right 
of self-defence in order to create for herself 
a navy "which would afford the requisite pro- 
tection for the German coasts and for Ger- 
man^ commerce." In his opinion "this defen- 
sive, tjiis purely defensive, character -of our 
naval programme canpot be emphasized too 
frequently or too sharply in contradiction of 
the continual attempts which are being made 
to impute to us aggressive intentions and 
plans against England.. AYe desire to live in 
peace and tranquility with England, and for 
this reason. we feel it bitterly that a section of 
the. English press should, balk this desire by 



as^ain speaking ^.of the.-.Gernian danger, al- 
i hough otKer countries possess stronger fleets 
than Germany and are no less active in the 
tlevclopmeiU of their navies. And, yet, not- 
withstanding these facti;, it is always Ger- 
many, always and always Germany, and only 
Germany, against whom public opinion in 
England, is being excited by a recklesis . and 
malicioiis campaign. (Hear, heaK) The cessa- 
tion of this campaign would promote the re- 
turn of a more tranquil spirit on both sides, 
and would thus promote the traiuiiiilit)' of the 
world in general. AVe do not rlispute iJng- 
land's right to draw up her naval programme 
in accordance with the standard which her' 
responsible statesmen consider necessary for 
the rnaintenance' of British supremacy in the* 
world— '(Die Britische Wcltherrschaft) (sic). 
And similarly it cannot he taken ill that we 
should build those ships which we require, 
nor can we be blamed fnr desiring that our 
]5i'ogramme of mu'al construction should not 
he represented as a challenge to England. 
(Hear, hear.) From }'our expressions of ap- 
proval I infer that these are the ideas and 
views which we all entertain a.nd which have 
found expression in the utterances of all who 
have spoken in this debate, and that they re- 
present the opinions of every one of us. Take 
in connection with these utterances the em- 
])cror's letter to 'Eord Tweedinotith in which 
one gentleman speaks freely to another, in 
which one sailor speaks frankly to another, 
bear in mind that our emperor highly values 
the honor of being an Admiral of the British 
navy, that he is a great admirer of English 
culture, of the English navy, and of the Eng- 
li.sh people, and you will be able to form a 
com]detely accurate idea of the tone, the 
tendenc)', and contents of the cmporor's Ipt- 
ter to Lord Twecdmouth. It would have been 
extremely regrettable if the objects and in- 
tentionSi, which inspired the emperor in writ- 
ing this letter had laecin misinterpreted in 
England. It gives me .satisfactioi;^ to observe 
that attempts to misinterpret the better hav^ 
been repudiated in England with almost com- 
plete unanimity." (Chcer.s.) 

For the rest Prince Bulow agreed that the 
dignified manner in which the British parlia- 
ment had discussed the emperor's letter woidd 
prove to b , thq best .i.UiCans of eliminating all 
animosity from the disijiission of this incident 
and of preventing any! .(listurbance of friend- 
ly relations betwe'Qi;i,.^p^finan3' and England. 
The Chancellor furth'^jendorscd the view that 
"in view of the suspfcions which had been 
cast upon Germany abroad it is desirable to 
maintain an attitude of calm and vigilant re- 



serve; steadiness, consistency, and firmness- 
arc required in the treatment of foreign af- 
fairs." He did not think that there could be 
any better characterization of the foreign pol- 
icy which they were able to conduct. (Cheers.") 

Herr Von Schon's Speech 

The Foreign Secretary, Hci^r V6h\Schou,. 
then proceeded to give the House a more de- 
tailed account of the situation, in Morocco, 
wliicli he described as a "sore spot" (sic) for 
Germany's western neighbor. He wa^ glad, 
however, to be able to add that German rela-. 
tions with France, as far as they concerned 
the Morocco (piestion, had dcvclojied in a 
thoroughly normal and friendly manner, and 
that this amicable spirit had repeatedly lieen 
exhibited in the diplomatic potirparlers which 
had taken place in this connection both in 
Berlin and Paris. Herr Von Schon declined 
to be drawn into any discussion .of M. 
Delcassc's speech in the French Chamber a 
few weeks ago, if only because the French 
ex-Foreign Minister's utterances "had been 
repudiated in France itself." I-Ic said : 

"It is enough if we note that the policy of 
the present French government with regard to 
Morocco is very far from making the Morocco 
question the fulcrum of a hostile movement 
against us, as was the case three years ago. 
The difference between this period, three 
years ago and today and between our attitude 
at that period and today hes in the fact that 
then we, too, were compelled to apply the lever 
at that point, if not with the object of altering 
the course of the mn' verse, at any rate in order 
to restore the balance; not with any object of 
permanently establishing ourselves in Mor- 
occo, but in order to emphasize and protect 
our interests. The result of the steps which 
we then took -was the Algeciras Conference 
and the Algeciras act. To this international 
agreement we steadfastly adhere, and that 
agreement is and remains for us the firm b^^is 
of our attitude towards the Morocco qtiestion. 
*If we. measure events in Morocco by the 
standard of this act, we must, notwithstanding 
the sceptical and ironical criticisms which 
the Convention has encountered at the hands 
of various sections of public opinion and also 
in -this House, ^continue to maintain that it 
has hitherto been impossible to prove that there 
has been any distinct infringement of the 
Algeciras act by- France. We must not lose 
sight of the fact that in the discussions of 
French policy with regard to Morocco French 
statesmen have invariably described the Al- 
geciras act as binding. A few days ago a 



A Canadian Girl Captivates London 




SPECIAL COJ^RESPONDENT of the 
Montreal Star sends to that paper the 
following signed article, dated Lon- 
don, March 26: 

Thanks to a young woman with un- 
usual ability in certain directions, the 
"Eldest . Sifeter," as Kipling calls usV is coming 
in fori a large amount of attention.,' if for noth- 
ing else we are known now as the fellow-coun- 
trymen and women of Mand Allan, a Toronto 
girl, who- is dancing at llie Palace theatre. A 
few weeks ago slie was unknown lu Eii.L,dand. 
Now, night after night the theatre is packed tu 
the doors, whiie ruyalty ;ind the aristocracy, as 
well as the humbler persons, lay^ their houuige 
at the slim feet which are harcil in the dance. 

The most talked-of professional person iij 
London at the present time is this attractive 
girl.wfio claims Toronto as her birthplace and 
advertises herself insistently as the Canadian 
dancer. 

"You are really Canadian, aren't you?" she 
was asked the other day by the Star's repre- 
sentative. 

"Indeed, I am, quite Canaili;in, tliou.gh I 
left 'J'oronto as a cliild. I can't tell _\ou how 
|)leased I am th;it you are writin.L^ scnuething 
for a Canadian paper and can tell them that 1 
insist on being mentioned always as a Cana- 
dian, and am looking forward to the time when 
I can appear before my own people and hear 
their verdict on my dancing. You sec, al- 
though we are Canadians, we went away to 
California when I was a small 'thing, and 1 
want, to go back, .\fter my engagement here 
is over — no. 1 can't tell \ oii when that will be, 
for my manager seems to think it will he a 
long one, judging iiy the way people llock to 
the theatre — 1 have some engagements on the 
Continent, and after that I hope to make a tour 
in Canada and the United States. • 1 wonder 
if ihcy will like me?" 

It was safe to assure her that "they" would, 
unless their tastes are -most unlike those of 
every other country in Avhich she has appeared. 

Miss Allan's danciii.g is nnifjue. .Naturally 
the niention of a new danseuse calls up thoughts 
of Eoie I'ullcr of old. or of Adeline Genee, the 
pet of the lMU])ire, whei is deiighiing full houses 
in the Cnited Sliites. There is not the faintest 
l esemblance to the iiv.i of cither of these women 
in the "turn" .Miss Allan does at the Palace 
theatre. Their methods are entirely different. 

Her dancing is the perfect music of motion. 
There is no fancy stepping, no twirling, no "wild 
waving of the arms. She moves like one in- 
spired. To the notes of Chopin's 'Valse in A 
minor, to Chopin's Marchc Funcbrc, to Men- 
delssohu'.s "Spring Song," she dances with feet, 
hands, arms and body till she seems the very 
l)ersonitication of the melody. Every move- 



ment is graceful and eloquent; every action is 

full of intelligence. 

Her turn comes on at 10:22, when even the 
latest and smartest dinner parties arc rcadv for 
a half hour at one of the "halls." The building 
is fdled. As the hour comes near there is a 
slight feeling of tenseness. The men who have 
been lounging in their scats smoking, straight- 
en up a bit, holding their cigarettes between 
their fingers;. the women lean fi>rward. An at- 
tendant places a new nuniber, and Maud Allan's 
tuni begins. 

.Ml the stage seems dim and mysterious, 
with its ilarin.g lights. Then, between mists 
and grey, there drifts a il.gurc, which is the em- 
Ixjdiment of Spring. Iler long hair floats about 
her crowned with garlands" of flowers ; her 
tunic is of palest' ivory ; about her waist is a 
loose rope of leaves and blossoms. Her arms 
and legs are bare, graceful, white a-ul slender. 
She illustrates the Si)ring song in every ges- 
ture ; in her gaiety, her hopefuiness, her frolic- 
sonieness. She trips and floats about'the stage 
gathering imaginary flowers : Iter arms and 
hands quiver and undulate. 

The unisic changes to Chopin's Valse and 
this she interprets with gladness and lightness. 
Then to ib.e mourning of the "'Marchc Eunc- 
bre," a droojiing ligure in clouds of filmy black 
comes upon the stage, with unbound hriir and 
tragic look. One can feel the effect on the 
spectators who a moment ago were gav and 
joyous with the valse and the Spring Song. 
Each motion is solemnly appropriate ; everv 
gesture in this, as in her other selections, rc- 
tincd and artistic. 

The feature which has aroused the most 
comment is the "Vision of Salome." To some 
(jf her admirers this is the on<j feature of tiie 
evening: to others — and a Large number — this 
is the one jiart of her work which jars, even 
ever so little. Although the censor fLU'ljids 
the opera, those who care for it can thrill here 
over the dancing girl who, when, her wish is 
fulfdlcd and the head of John the Baptist is 
given to her, gradually comes to a sense of the 
awfiiluess of what she has <lone, and crouches 
horror-stricken, wide-eyed gazing at the grue- 
some head of the murdered man. 

".\'o one has really oljjeeled strongly to that 
excciJt Archdeacon Sinclair, e)f St. Paul's cathe- 
dral," said Miss Allan. "Yea, now that 1 think 
of it, I have had a lew letters from cranks. (Jne 
woman wrote to suggest that a loaf of bread 
would.be better than the head, as the sensibil- 
ities of the audience would not be shocked 
thereby. She added : 'Of course the audience 
would laugh, but wliat matters that?'' I natur- 
ally thought that it mattered a good deal, so 
I have not adopted her suggeslion. As to 
Archdeacon Sinclair, he wrote such a kind, deli- 



cate letter, objecting, that I decided to go to 
see him and talk the matter over. He was 
quite charming, and when I had finished giv- 
ing him my point of view — you know there is 
nothing blasplicmous about using John the 
Baptist on the stage, is there? Just think of 
the Passion Plays — he said: 'You make out a 
very good case, my dear young lady,' and 
though he did not see his way to" coming to 
the Palace to sec me dance, he asked me to tea 
and invited friends to meet me.' 

Miss Allan was trained for a professional 
musician, and drifted almost by accident into 
her present art. 

"1 was hvc years studying in Berlin, and this 
idea of interpreting the music in dance came to 
me gradually," she said. "Then I found it so 
fascinating that 1 went on with niy study of 
dancing to classical music, and about five years 
ago made my debut in Vienna. I danced liefore 
the Crown Prince of Germany in Berlin, and 
before our own King at Marienbad. I have 
danced in many places on the Continent and 
came from Paris here. This is my first visit 
to England, and I feel so at home.' The man- 
agers here are "white men." and not on the 
lookout to take advantage of one, like a Con- 
tinental manager I had, who drew out all my 
money and ran awav." 

.Vt home she is not a music hall celebrity; 
just a pretty, graceful, refined young woman, 
with unaffected manners. 

"I am not theatrical really, you know," she 
said. "My father and motlier are both doctors, 
and I am an only child, so I have no theatrical 
antecedents. I am not even related to theatri- 
cal people. This is only another form of my 
love for music, and 1 think I shall keep to this. 

"People are awfully kind to me here, but I 
do .get s.uch funny letters. Some are from hovs, 
who write in this strain: 'Dear Miss .Mian, 1 
think you arc sinii^ly a stunner. 1 have been 
six times to see you dance. Won't you send 
me a simply rijjping photograph with your 
name on it? Do, please!' 

"One woman objected so much to 'Salome* 
that she wrote, telling me a judgment would 
fall "upon me certainly, and she hoped it would."

French journal circulated a report to.' the effect 
that''' France proposed to denounce the Alge- 
ciras act. Tliis report at once received an 
authoritative denial. The P'rench government 
has repeatedly declared to the i)arliajnentary 
representatives of the French people, and willi 
their lively approval, that France w^as. far 
from contemplating a policy of con'quqstvin 
Morocco," 'that she aimtd at no protcctofatc 
over the country, that it was not intended lo 
send any military expedition to Fez or to 
Marakesh, that the sole object of the military 
operations was to restore peace and order, 
that the occupation of the country had been 
forced upon the French and was only teiti- 
porar}' in character, and that the policy of 
the government was being conducted in strict 
and accurate accordance with the provisions 
of the Algeciras iact. 

"The French government has repeatedly- 
caused similar declarations to be made to us 
l)y its .Ambassador .mi Berlin. We must abide 
by the declarations of the French Republic, 
and the Imperial government must entertain 
no doubt with regard to its sincerity and 
straightforwardness. It seems to me that in 
judging events in Morocco we have to bear 
clearly in mind that the Algeciras act regu- 
lates a fixed and definite sphere in an interna- 
tional way. Parallel with this conception, 
however, there remains room for independent 
acts by which die Powers that have signed 
the Convention among themselves in no wise 
divest themselves of the right to take action 
if their special' rights or interests have been 
flagrantly violated. But, of course, in a gen- 
eral sense the principle of the independence 
and integrity of Morocco ^nd the right of all 
Powers to enjoy equal commercial opportuni- 
ties must receive due consideration." 

In the 'further course of his speech Herr, 
\'on Schon jiroceeded to discuss the Anglo- 
Ivussian agreement, with regard to which he 
repeated that Germanv had no interests either 
in Afghanistan or in Tibet, and only claimed 
to possess commercial interests in .P.ersia. In. 
none of these three countries did Gerttiany 
pursue political aims of "any kind. The 
agreement between -England and Russia did 
not encroach upon the interests of third par- 
ties, but merely restricted the activities of 
the two Powers respectively to a northern and 
southern sphere of influence, between which 
a neutral zone had been delimited. During 
the course of the negotiations both Powers 
had spontaneously offered Germany the as- 
surance that her interests would.be in no wise 
infringed. The agreement, it ought to bq 
particularly noted, did not extend to the Per- 
sian gulf (it seems to have been forgotten in 
this connection that the Russian Foreign 
Minister, as was afterwards stated in parlia- 
ment, had given a declaration in writing to the 
effect that the agreement did not affect Brit-^ 
ish rights in the Persian gulf and that, asdias 
been repeatedly and officially ahnouncedj 
Great Britain intends to maintain these 
rights.) 

The Baghdad Railway 
Turning to the question of the Baghdad 
Railway, Herr Von Schon reminded the House 
that this was formally a Turkish enterprise, 
although it had certainly been initiated by 
German brains and was chiefly supported by 
German capital, with the participation of 
French, Austrian and othe/ shareholders.- He 
trusted and believed that, in accordcnce. with 
the pre-eminent part which Germans' Had 
taken in initialing and financing the schem'e, 
this German influence would remain predom- 
inant in the enterprise. All the assertions, 
however, which had been advanced with rc- 
,q;ard to German jiolitieal schemes in connec- 
tion with the raihv.iy. or with reference to an 
alleged plan of German colonization in the 
districts through which it passed, were pure 
inventions. The railway might benefit Ger- 
man industr}' and commerce both by mcan.s 
of contracts for railwa)' material and by de- 
veloping the iJurchasin.Q- power of the districts 
through which it passed. The An.glo- Russian 
agreement had ii(3 reference whatsoever to 
the Baghdad niilwa\- or to its terminus, and 
there were explicit a.ssurances to this effect. 
Indeed, both Great Britain and Russia had as- 
sured Germany that, if in the sequel any 
question arose between them which seemed to 
affect her economic iiuercsts in that part of 
the world, they would frankly consult her. 
The Baltic and North Sea Wegotiations 
With reference lo the iie.gotiations for*^' 
agreements with regard to the integrity of the 
territories of those countries whose shores 
and islands are washed by the North sea and 
the Baltic, Herr 'Von Schon stated that, as jn 
both cases the negotiations were still in 
progress, he could make no very definite 
statement. The idea of the proposed North 
sea a.grccmciit was inspired by the view that 
a mutual guarantee for the integrity of their 
respective terruories on the part of several 
greater and smaller Powers would contribute 
in a high degree to the promotion of inter- 
national confidence and peace. He protested, 
however, against- any suggestion that the 
German attitude involved any confession of 
weakness; Germany, o;i tlic contrar}-, had 
acted in full consciousness of her strength. . 
With regard to the question of the .-Maud isl- 
ands, the scope of the jiroposcd iTaltic agree- 
ment did not embrace the question of any 
existing ctDuvention with regard to these isl- 
ands, as the negotiations were onl}'^ concerned 
with the maintenance of the territorial stat'us 
quo in the Baltic. It was untrue that Ru.s.sia 
had made any overtures with.rcference to tlie 
aboliiion of the international .8grecm'ei|it a;f-' 
fccting the Alfjnd islands. » "■ J 
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CENERArv niccLiug of members of 
tlio IvOncioii Cliambcr of Commerce; 
was lickl in the council room, Mr. 
diaries Charleton (chairman .of i the 
.council) presiding, in ' the absence, 
through indisposition, of Sir A. 
Spicer, M. P.: (pre.'iident of the cliambcr), when 
an address \vas deli\-ered by Mr. .Arnold-Fos- 
ter, M. P., on "National Defence, an incjuiry 
into llic princi[)lcs whicli should regulate .na- 
tional defence, and the extent to which those 
principles are recognized in our present organi- 
zation for Avar," says tlie London Times. 
Among those present were Mr. Stanley Machin 
(deputy chairman of the council). Rear- Ad- 
miral G. W. Hand, Mv. .'Vlexander Ivivingstone, 
!Mr. Josepli Howard, Mr. F. 11. Norman, Mar- 
tin's Bank), and Mr. Kcnric 0. I\furray (the 
secretary). ,Sir j. C. R. Colomb wrote regret- 
ling his iiKibility to attend, as he was obliged 
to be at a meeting of a Royal commission. He 
added "'That more general appreciation of the 
'principles which should regulate national de- 
fence' should prevail is a matter of grave pub- 
lic importance. Its absence has Ijecn a fruitful 
source of waste and confusion in tlie ])ast, from 
which wc still suffer, and s'.iall do sd for some 
time. .1 consider the council is phiced under a 
great oblig'ation liy .Mr. Arnokl-l'oster's self- 
•sacrificc in consenting to address it when oth- 
erwise so fully occupied, and feel sure great 
public advantage will result." , 

]\lr. Arnold-Foster, who was warmly 'c- 
ccivcd, referred to his loniicr connection with 
the chamber, and stated that, in conjunction 
with other members, he had a good deal to do 
\\''ith the movement whicii it initiated in favor 
of strengthening the nav}-. The movement 
■\\~is successful, public opinion supported the 
chamber, and the government of the day took 
action in corres[)ondence with the chamber's 
desires. Jm-oui that day the progress of the 
navy had been continuous. In 1900, on giving 
tip his business in the city, he abandoned his 
membership of the chamber, and for the n6xt 
five years he was occupied with public work of 
the greatest possible interest, first at the Ad- 
miralty and then, at the war office. The work 
was, perhaps, the more interesting because it 
was only a continuation of wliat had been with 
him a lifelong study. It was one which, al- 
though he had no longer any official connection 
with either .service, he still fouufl a most fas- 
cinating and absorbing one. When, therefore, 
_ the secretary informed him a few months- ago 
that the chamber had added his name to its 
defence committee, he accepted the nomination. 
Having done so, it occurred to him 
that the only manner in wdilch he could justify 
his appointment to a committee which he could 
rarely attend was to propose to read a paper 
on a subject intimately connected with its 
work. (Hear, hear.) Continuing, he said tliat 
the main propositions which he desired to es- 
tablish were as foUovVs:— (a) Owing to its 
insular character the position of the United 
Kingdom from a military point of view tvas 
unique, (b) The unique and special character 
of the area and interests to be defended logic- 
ally entailed a unique and special organiza- 
tion, (cj (Jur niiliuvry organization, although 
in many respects unicpie, was not the logical 
outcome of our insular position, but was based 
on an incorrect appreciation of the duties 
which the navy and ariny would be called up- 
on to perform in time of war. The wars in 
which the nation was likely to be cntraged 
might, he said, be classified ;is lol lows :— -( a ^ 
t'\ land war for the defence df sucli of our pos- 
sessions as had a huid frontier, ( i) A ]>uvc- 
]y maritime war (an inijjrohable contingencv ). 
(c) A war by land and by sea, carried on of- 
fensively, witii the object of making tlie work 
of the navy effective and conclusive, (d) A 
land -war carried on by this country as the 
ally of a Continental Rower — such, for in- 
stance, ;is ;i war for the protection of the neu- 
trality of i'.elgium. (c) .\ war for the protec- 
tion of .^llcll (it our posse^>ions as were now 
wiiolly or partially under military rule, (f) A 
land war carried 011 against an invading en- 
emy on the soil of the I'liited Kingdom. 

The Question of Invasion 

The ]iro])ability of the \-;iri<:)Us wars de- 
scribed lakin- i)hice was iiol ecjual. Jlistory 
told us tli;il the least proljahic war was the 
war a;.,ain.>t an invader on land, h'or over Soo 
years — since the battle of 1 lasting.s— we liad 
not had to resist a serious invasion. In view 
of the probability of any war in which we 
mi^ht be engaged taking place oiftside the 
United Kingdom it was obvious that the value 
of troops taking p.ari iij such wars was greater 
than the \alne of troops who were 
not a\a;ialde for such a purpose. 
The prol.i.ibiliiics of successful in- 
vasit)ii were less under modern conditions 
than they were formerly. In the case of an 
invasion, all the' uncertainties of maritime 
warfare were removed, and the advantage la>- 
with the nation invaded, provided the mari- 
time defence were aderpiale. Maritime de- 
fence \va^i cluaper and much more effective 
than military defence on land. There were 
many recorded example of ;i successful huid 
ing in the face of military opjuisition on slioie. 
There was no recorded instance of a success- 
ful landing ip face of serious maritime opposi- 
tion. If our jnsival force was not at present 
siifficicnt to render a landing impo.ssible, it 
should be made so. There was, he coVitinued, 
reason to believe that invasion was impossible, 
and'tlnit, if it ^\•cre possible, it uniild be ttmie- 
cess.-iry; but. in view of tiie fact that this prop- 
osition A\'as not generally tidmilled, il was ne- 
cessary to consider I he Iiypotiiesis of invasion, 
nnd to inquire wiiellier Iht; niilitary measures 



we were taking to avert it were adequate. If 
this country were invaded, it would be invad- 
ed by the best troops of Europe. These troops 
could only be defeated, ^by troops ,as gpod.-f or 
better. It was an error, to suppose tKat ah 
army possessed aiiy advantage because it 
fought in its own country. The severest de- 
feats which Prussia had ever had to submit to 
were at Jena and Aucrstadt, Sedan and Mctz 
were in France when the Frc-nch armies suf- 
fered defeat there. Enclosed ground, such as 
was found in the United Kiiigdoei, conferred 
ari advantage upoti the attack. 

Citizen Soldiers and 'Regular Troops 

Military history supported the view that 
citizen soldiers were always at a disadvantage 
when confronted by trained regular troops. 
Thi.s disadvantage was parlicnlarl}- marked in 
the case of skilled arms such as the artillery. 
The leachnig of history at all times, and mili- 
tary opinion in this and every other country, 
combined to support the view that partially 
trained troops, led by partially trained officers, 
could not be expected to hold their own in war 
against highly trained and organized tiooijs 
under highly trained officers. He therefore 
snbmittcti, as a corollary to this conclusion, 
that money taken from the maintenance of 
highly trained officers and highly trained and 
organized troops, and spent u|jon partially 
trained officers and partially trained troops, 
was money misapplied. The history ot the 
Hoer war, he contended, in no way conflicted 
Avith these conclus.ions. If we accepted the 
hypothesis that an invasion was po.ssiblc, wc 
ought to accept its inevitable consequences. 
The military organization which we had in 
fact adopted proved that we had not accepted 
those consequences. At the present time the 
Board of Admiralty, in direct conflict with the 
^Var Office, was acting upon the hypothesis 
that an invasion was not possible. Th.c ques- 
tion of extending the volunteer movement to 
the navy deserved careful consideration. 
(Hear, hear.) The reductions in the length of 
training which had been sanctioned for our 
troojis were peculiar to our own army; no 
military nation accepted our standard of train- 
ing as adequate. Our present system imposed 
a very heavy burden upon the na.tional fin- 
ances, and its continuance might lead to a dan- 
gerous reaction, which should be guarded 
against. The maintenance of the Cardwell 
system precluded the possibility of the reduc- 
lipn of the cost of the rcgula: army without a 
further and serious destruction of its cadres. ' 
Conclusions' 

In conclusion Mr. Arnold- Foster remarked 
that the foregoing considerations seemed to 
warrant the following conclusions: — (a) That 
the Royal Xavy was our true and only pro- 
tection against invasion, and that, if the navy 
were at present inadequate to that purpose, it 
should be made adequate, (b) That if the 
foregoing conclusion were not admitted, and if 
invasion were contemplated as a possible dan- 
ger, such invasion could only be effectively re- 
sisted by an army equal in quantity and qual- 
ity to that of the possi'jlc invader. Wc had 
not such an army, and w'crc not taking any 
steps to create it. (c) That, in view of the 
l)robability that the army would always be 
employed oversea, the proper jjolicy was to 
concf -i! rate our resources upon jjerfecting that 
part of the army which could .alone be relied 
ni)on to imdertake work across the sea, and 
that for lhat jjurpose we should aliandon tho 
])olicv of reducing the regular army, above all 
of its s])ecia!ly trained branches, and should 
make every effort to create a large trained re- 
serve, which would allow of the expansion of 
the regular army in time of war. (Cheers.)

A COMPARISON OF ROOSEVELT AND 

TAFT 

The New York Globe, which seems to take 
the election of 'I'afl to the presidency of the 
United States as a certainly, makes .this inter- 
esting comparison of that genllcnian and Mr. 
Roosevelt : 

It is wol disres])ectfnl lo either President 
Roosevelt or Secretary Taft to note the fact 
that they iirofcnindly differ in their characters. 
(Iraniiiig equal sincerity, and granting also that 
in the main they have reached common conclu- 
sit)ns, nevertheless it is true that they travel 
along difi'erent roads. One has impressed the 
roimtry as a man disposed to jump at his (jpin- 
ioii with a i)riori speed; the other has Ix'en con- 
tent with the slowness of a posteriori. One bail 
an ambition lo become a soldier; Ihe other lo 
become a judge. If Paul Morton is to be be- 
lieved, the I'resident is disposed to haste, if 
not irascibility, of temper. The tradition of 
Secretary Taft among his school fellows is that 
of genial good nature. The future Plutarch of 
.\nicrica, when he comes lo sum up and con- 
trast the characters of these men, will find 
ample material for antithesis. Secretary Taft 
c.'innol be another Roosevelt, even thou.gh such 
be his heart's desire. Look over his public ])a- 
pi'iV. — have. Iii.s words vvcv given the !'ni)ression 
that ;i bimch of firecr.'ickers has been set oil? 
Iinitale Roosevelt? In Ihe sent'.e thai his critics 
imply, he couldn't if he would. In so far as 
any have been alarmed by a peculiar raucous- 
ness of the President's words and methods, 
there is every assurance that there will be a 
change a"t the White House after March 4 
next. In so far as the Roosevelt policies, as 
d'sl inguished from the Roosevelt, have been 
dclhied, Secrclary Taft, as president, will iin- 
cpiestionably laiior lo bring them to fruition, 
but it will be" as a Taft, not as a i-^oosevcll. 
None knows this heller thtiii the present occu- 
l)ant of Lite executive mansion, ffjr it is incon-, 




ceivable thalt two nicn of such contrary humor 
could be intimately associated without formuig 
an estimate of the temperament of the other — 
without, it may be assumed, more than one 
dash of opinion which warned of a divergence 
even though causing no loss of mutual esteem, 
Jt is time for the common sense of the country 
to insist on the public recognition of iacts fully 
recognized in every candid ^ priYate-,conversa-

HE Presbyterian, in its issue of April 
9, has the following from the pen 
of Rev. W. Leslie Clay, of this city, 
Avho writes from Rome : 

Among the many pleasures of our 
sojourn in Italy none has been more 
real than that of -the intercourse with the 
brethren assembled in presbytery in' the city 
of Rome orv the i8th of -March, inst. The 
Rev. jr. Gordon Gray, D.D., of Rome, is Mod- 
erator, and the Rev. D. Miller, D.D., of Genoa, 
serves as Clerk. 

The Presbytery of Italy is connected with 
the United Free Church of Scotland, although 
all branches of Scottish Presbyterianism have 
had a share in the work of displaying the 
blue banner in this land of beauty and song, 
of loftiest art and deepest superstition. Among 
the names of those who have ministered here 
in other days I find that of our own late Dr. 
Jenkins, of St. Paul's church, Montreal. In 
process of time, however, it was deemed ex- 
])edient to fuse all Presijytcriaii effort into 
one Presbytery in connection wdtli the Free 
Church, now the United Free Church, of 
Scotland. 3ome anxiety har been felt by the 
brethren in Italy over the tenure of their 
church property in consequence of the unani- 
mous decision of the churches to enter the 
recent union and adopt the new name. This 
anxiety has, however, been happily allayed 
by the obtainin.g of a royal decree which 
clearly recognizes the identity of the. church 
under the new name, and by the assurance of 
ministers' of State that everything possible 
vvotild be done to confirm the titles with the 
leasV possible trouble. This is surely a change 
from the days of 1866 when Dr. Lewis 
stealthily gathered such Presbyterians as 
cared to run the risk into his own "hired 
house" to worship God ; and dismissed them 
by twos and threes, and suffered no psalms to 
be sung lest they should, be discovered; by the 
police ; and when the 'services were ultimately 
discovered Dr. Lewis was informed that he 
had "placed himself in the power of the In- 
(luisition both for arrest and imprisonment." 
Thus for the time our church was suppressed. 
"Ncvc.-theless, it was not consumed." The 
20lh of September 1870 arrived with both 
unity and freedom for Italy. The Presbyterian 
church driven without the walls returned, and 
on a splendid locatio'il -^iappropriately situa'ted 
on a street which bearsfthe name of that 
memorable date — ^Venti ' Settembre — built a 
comfortable church and manse worth $75,000 
whence she is sending forth the water of life 
to the thirsty and wcarv. \ 

^Vhile the Presbytery is known as the 
Presbytery of Itah' its bounds arc much wider 
than king Victor Emmanuel's dominions, in- 
cluding also stations in France, Switzerland, 
Malta and until quite recently, Gibraltar — a 
field of no inean proportions, even when com- 
pared with our own western presbyteries. 

In addition to w<irk among the English- 
sjieaking jieople in the larger centres the nat- 
ive po])ulatif)n is reached through the medium 
of colptutage and the school. Also a very 
considerable work is being done through sea- 
men's jnissions in .Naples, "Leghorn and Genoa. 

In dealing with Italian converts. the policy 
of the Presbytery has been not lo establish 
another foreign church in Italy but to induce 
Italian Prcsbj-lerians to identify theinsel\-cs 
with tile nati\-e W'alrlensian church which is 
Presb vteriaii both in government .and doctrine, 
thoroughly e\'angelical ;ind strongly mission- 
ary . With the Waldeiisian church there has 
ever been the kindliest and most .sympathetic 
co-operation ; and it was largely to help them 
in the day.s of their siiffering that the first 
efforts of the Scottish church in Italy were 
put forth and Dr. R. W. Stewart began his 
labors in Leghorn more than half a century 
ago. 

In the narrow \-alleys of Piedmont the 
VN'.'ildensians for centuries withstood the bit- 
terest persecution, winning the adminUion of 
the world by their steadfastness to truth and 
conscience. They now number about 35,000 
and have in Italy 1.3,356 church members with 
32 pastors and teachers in active .service at 
home and 14 missionaries with many as- 
sistants abroad. 

We had also tlirongh the hospitality of 
Dr. tnul Miss (.jrey, tlic great pleasure of mi'ct- 
iiig socially the members of Presbytery and 
others like minded. While occupied with 
their own work they were eager to hear of 
ours; and many were the qtiestions put t6 me 
about Canada, our methods and our men. 
The Re\'. "Mr. Irving, of Najdes, betiring a 
striking resemblance to the late .Dr. Robert- 
son, said "Do you happen to know a minis- 
ter in Western Canada by the name of Uaird? 
He was with me in New College, Edinburgh. " 
He was as ])leased to hear as I was to tell of 
that long drive across the prairie from •'Win- 
nipcg to Edmonton, tlie years of pioneer work 
of lhat remote post, the return to Augustine 
church, the faithful work on the P.M. Com- 
mittee, the erjually faithful work in Manitoba 
college and the recognilion of worth by the 
Cf)iiferring of the degree of D.D. niion his 
worthy classmate — Prof. .Baird. Another said : 
"That must be a painstaking man — I cannot 
recall his name — who has just written a book 
on the planting of the churches; in Canada." 
When I mentioned the name of -the author — 
Mr. James Croil, of perennial youth — it was at 
once recognized and incidents of a visit paid 
by him to Italy many years ago were recited. 
Thus I was made to 'feci anew the oneness 
of the Presbyterian church in all the world.

He is, in fact, Robert Burns' 
only surviving grandson. His grandmother 
was "gowdcn-locked Anna," for whom Robbie 
was prepared to flout, both "Kirk and State," 
and .to' exchange,. moon, stars and- eveiy thing 
for "the sunshine-ofiher e'e." 

Only recently— r-iand thanks largely to the 
efforts of Mr. J. K. McDowell, the energetic 
secretary of the Scottish Football association — 
the government has learnt of Mr. Thomson's 
ccisLence and claims. Having been, for some 
years in straitened circuihstances, he is prob- 
ably to receive, soon some slight official assist- 
ance, though there seem to be difficulties, quite 
unconnected witl^, Mr. Thomson himself, in the 
way of a regular civil list pension, says tlie 
London Daily Chronicle. 

Anyhow, in u long talk with a press repre- 
sentative, the old gentleman left no possible 
doubt as to the authenticity of his descent. One 
glance, indeed, was enough. Though one? 
lilack as a raven's wing, his hair is snow-white 
now — for he is already in his Sist year. IjuI 
about that "frosty pow" there is an unmistak- 
able suggestion of the brow and profile that 
Nasmytli's portrait has- immortalized. 

In younger days. the likeness was yet more 
striking.. Once, for instance, Mr." Thomson 
was visiting Burns' own Tarbolton, whilst 
"Granny"' Hey, one of the original "Tarljoltoii 
lassies," who remembered the poet in the flesh, 
was still hostess at the local inn. In a inomcnt 
"Granny" recognized the newcomer as a genu- 
ine "Burns." 

y\bovc all, the story that I\Ir. Thomson had 
to tell — sitting in the little flat "up two stairs," 
where he has lived for forty years, and where 
his .mothcrr: Burns', own daughter,, died — fi&s a 
romarice- about it that will* bring, him closer to 
the hearts of those who love- Burns .<thari .any 
pedigree could do. •■ 

• Its circumstances are saddening enough. 
The "gowden-lockcd Anna" of the song was, 
it seems, niiece of the proprietor of the Globe 
tavern, at Dumfries. 'At that time Burns was 
seeking to drown remorse and disappointment 
in only too many of those "pint o' wine" he 
celebrated so melodiously. Alas, .while ■ faith- 
ful Jean was away at Mauchline, •''gowden- 
locked Anna" proved all too fond. V ' 

Finding herself about to become a mother, 
Anna fled to Leith, and there gave birth to a 
daughter, Bettie Burns. 'What became of Anna 
after that 'no one knows.' ' It is believe'd that 
she died soon after. Anyhow, she fades out of 
the story — poor, foolish little heart, "gowden- 
locks," "meltin.g form," "hinny lips," and all. 

Perhaps the baby, destined lo become Mr. 
Thomson's mother, might have disappeared, 
too, from the scene had it not been for a noble 
act on the ])art of Jean Armour — one that is 
little celebrated, but deserves /to be remember- 
ed for ever to her credit. Quietly, without pro- 
test, without:' telling even her father," Jean Ar- 
mour adopted the little one, rocking it to /leep 
in the same cradle as her own.cliild, William, 
who was born only a few days before. From 
that lime forth Betty was brought up as a 
member of the Burns household, not the faint- 
est difference being made between her and the. 
others. She grew to woman's estate in the lit- 
tle home in Dtmifrics. She was niarricd at 
Jean .Armour's house, and in Jean' Armour's 
presence. 

It is possible that the truest tribul'; that 
could be paid alike to the character of Burns 
himself and to that of Jean Armour is Mr. 
Thomson's memory of his mother, to whom he 
was passionately devoted, and of her talks 
about the poet and his "bonny Jean." "Though 
.she was but six when he died," said Mr. Thom- 
son, "my mother minded Burns well. .She 
minded iiim taking her on his knee and teacli- 
in.g her to sing, 'Ye banks and braes o' bonnie 
Doon.' She had a beautiful voice, had my 
molher, and he and Jean Armour would sing 
together. 

Then my mother minded him coming 
home from Brow in the last days, when he was 
dying. She never forgot the sight of him sit- 
ting huddled up in the cart, his face buried in 
his hands. The next thing she minded was his 
funeral. She was at the graveside with the 
rest. 

".Vhvays,"' the old man w.^nt on, "my mother 
taught me to love and be jiroud of my grand- 
father. Jean Armour had tau.ght her the same. 
Ve ken he was a very lovable man; and if he 
(lid wrong ,the lassies were partly to blame. 
Never an unkind word did Jean Armour speak 
to my mother. She taught her to read Scrip- 
ture, and every New Year's Day Jean iArmpur 
would open the 'big ha' Bible' .and choose a 
text haphazard for the year. My mother, like 
Jean .'\rmour, became a very religious woman, 
and to us eight children she was the model of 
what a mother sliouUl be. She had my grand- 
lather's i)oelic spirit in her, but she could not 
express it, save in singitig his songs. ■ ■ 

"She had a terrible struggle to make both 
ends meet both at Langside, where I was Ijbrn, 
and at Pollock.'^haws, where we Hv.ed-.aftet-:, 
wards.. My father was a we'avet', krid for soine' ' 
years a soldier, and courted my mother when 
he was Stationed at Dumfries. Afterwards he 
wcni hack to weaving. He was a good father 
to us in many ways, but sometimes stern, and 
I mind well what happy Sundays wc used to 



spend .nil alonc with our mother, when he was 
out seeing an old soldier friend of his. Then 
she used to blossom out, and tell us all sorts 
;pf ,; stories/ .and ;Sing. tO'^ us.. But it must have 
beeitt a. hard time, for li'^i^i ' used to greet 
sometimes when there were lumps in my por- 
ridge, but she used to say, "You'd better cat it, 
Jamie; there's naething else the day!'" 

Such were some of Mr. Thomson's mem- 
ories of the two noble women whose heroism 
illumines the sorry talc of Bettie Burns' birth 
even more, perhaps, than Burns' own lyric, 
ecstasies.- It may be noted that thcjy who _suf;i.- 
fered more for Robbie's faults" than any o'tHe^r-, 
forgave, and loved him. After .thatj does there 
not seem an impertinence about the strictures 
of little prating moralists! When he had. fin- 
ished, Mr. Thomson showed some precious 
portraits aud other treasures, lovingly pre- 
served in ihc pretty parlor or "ben." 

One \vas a portrait of his imother — Bettie 
Burns herself. It was an oil painting by John 
Kelso Hunter, and showed,, in ui'. old-fashioned 
mob-cap, an exceedingly jirctty wom.in with 
Robbie's own dark, lustrous eyes, full of intel- 
ligence and character and humor, but with a 
firmness of purpose about the slightly pursed 
mouth that Robbie lacked. Can this have been 
an inheritance from ".gowden-lockcd Anna''? 
One fears not ! Betty lived, anyhow, to be 84, 
and a fine old lady she anust have been. There 
were other kcQpsakcs, too — a scrap of Robbie's 
manuscript, in the familiar, bold, clear, char- 
acteristic handwriting, pictures of scenes from 
Uis poems, jgiven. to Mr. Thomson by friends, 
old editions, engravings, and what not. 

It is not only, however, as a repository of 
memories lhat Mr. Thomson has ]>roved him- 
self a worthy grandson ot Robbie .Burns. In 
his own personality he is a grandson of whom 
any poet might be jiroud — full of racy humor 
and enthusiasm, and one who "keenly feels the 
friendly glow." So far as the 'softer, flame" is, 
concerned, he has never married, having , spent! 
his whole life in touching devotion to -his 
mother, whom he kept, and with whom he lived 
in this very house until her death.' 

Since then he has stayed on alone, "con- 
tc:itcd with little and canty with mair," a well 
known Glasgow figure, respected by all who 
meet him. Though failing eyesight forbids him 
to follow his profession as an engraver, he can 
still walk his ten miles a day and pump on a 
tram while it is going, and is a great player of 
bovyls. He, confessed,.,indeed, that throughout 
the winter he has teen "just ; wearying fo5.=„% 
game." Till lately, too, Mr. ITh^omson cpj^l^J- 
sing a good son.g, and "Duucan/.Gray" from 
him on a 'Burns niclit" was always a great 
event. 

Though the only surviving grandson, Mr, 
Thomson is not, of course the only grandchild. 
Three granddaughters still survive — Mrs. 
Brown of Dumfries (a natural daughter of 
Robert Burns, jr.), aud (Mrs. Hutchinson and 
Miss Annie Beckett Burns of/ Cheltenham, 
daughter of James Glenc^irn Burns; 

AERIAL CABLEWAYS 

In the extensive mountain districts of Ar- 
.gentina, more especially in the north, there ex- 
ists, says Engineering, enormous niiineral 
wealth, in such abundance that the country 
stands, in tliis respect, almost without rival. At 
the present time this- is still almost untouched, 
perhaps only a fraction of .1 per cent haying 
yet been turned to account. The inaccessibil- 
ity of these mineral regions, and labor diffi- 
culties, have hitherto rendered the development 
of these natural resources almost impracticable. 
In the northern districts of Argentina, where 
the Cordilleras form a natural boundary on the 
Chilian side, tliere arc not only extensive fields 
of iron ore, but there exist also large deposits 
of gold, silver, and, last but not least important, 
copi^er dc])osits which were known and worked 
by the natives of Chili from very early times. 
It has, continues Engineering, been the en- 
deavor of nearly every government of the y\r- 
gentine Republic to open out these northern 
l)rovinccs, especially the La Riojti district, and 
to complete the line of communication between 
the l'"amatina mines, on the precipitous moun- 
tain side, and the railway sysl<;in, which for 
some time had extended to Cliilecito. Beyond 
Chilecito, which stands at an elev.-.tion of some 
3,600 feet, tower the walls of the Andes, ris- 
ing in places to a height of more than 22,- 
800 feet. It is well known that this range of 
mountains is of a particularly rugged diarac-: 
ter, and no suggestion of establishing communi- 
cation between the interior and the outer world 
by means of a railroad could be entertained. 
The mountains arc intersected by wild, irregu- 
lar fissures and ravine-like valleys, shut in by 
almost precipitous sides, and it soon became 
ewlent, on'ithis subject being seriotisly consid- 
ered, that- ihe only possible solution of the 
problem lay in a suspension cableway, a. .system 
which, under such circumstances, has several 
peculiar advanla,ges. The ascent to the mincsv. 
occupied from two to three days, and the trans-'' 
]iort of each ton of ore from the mines to tlie 
valley cost about 50s. After the completion of 
the line to Chilecito, an Fn.glisli comi.iaiiy took 
over the workin.g of the mines from the gov- 
ernment, on the condition lhat the slate uiuler- 
took to establish a cableway co.meclion be- 
tween Chilecito and the Fam'atina mining dis- 
trict; thus definite action became necessary. 
-The distance from the station at Chilecito to 
the Faniatina terminus is actually 21.5 miles, 
in a, direct line, :ahd>the dilTerencc of level be- 
tween the two stations is 1 1 ..^oo feet. The cal-r 
cidatcd hourly capacity of the line is 40 tons 
for the downhill and. 4 tons for the up jou<-i>ey.> 
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A Tale of Leech River— By D, W. Higgyis, Author of The Mystic Spring, Etc 



ILLIA:\r RALPH was a civil en- 
gineer, who came to A'aiiconver 
Island about 1S62, and pract'cccl 
ills profession with much abiliiN- 
until about three years ago, when 
^, ^_ he died. 'Mv. Ralph was' rcmarlc- 

able'for his excellent judgment, his honesty of 
purpose and the correctness of his \*^ork. Much 
of the land that is now bought' and sold in this 
neighborhood was laid out and plaited by him. 
I-Iis most important work was the delimitation 
of the Island railway bell, comprising sonic 
2,000,000 acres and extending from the Strait 
of San Juan to Crown mountain. This work 
consumed some years in e.Kecution, and the 
correctness of the survey has never been called 
in question. The task was an arduous and 
hazardous One'. Tlie country in which the Ralph 
party prosecuicd the survey was wild and 
trackless, and there were no signs to , indicate 
that it had before been visited by luiinan bcinfjs, 
red or white. Foaming cataracts and swill- 
running rivers had to be crossed and h'v^h 
mountains sealed, pathways cut tiirough a 
. wildfrness of forest growth and tangled brush- 
wood, and the attacks of wild animals guaidcd 
again.st. The party completed the surveys with- 
out serious mishap and the maps prepared were 
duly filed, and are now accepted as unimpeach- 
able authority. 

On several occasions, while prosecuting his 
work, Mr. Ralph had occasion to visit Leech 
river, which rises in the Goldstreani mountains 
and has an outlet in Sooke river, which in tura 
empties into Sooke harbor, it was named after 
Peter Leech, formerly city surveyor here. 
Leech river in 1864 was the scene of gold, 
mining operations. Some pro.>pectors while 
crossing the Coldstream range found in Leech 
river a handsome nugget of gold, weighing- 
three or four ounces. On examining the bars 
ihey picked up several other good-sized nug- 
gels. They staked out claims and returned to 
\ ictoria, where they spread the -news of the 
discovery. 

There were many idle men here at that time 
who had come back disappointed from Cariboo. 
These men purchased supplies and hastened 
into the hills. Soon the river was staked from 
source to month. The mountains on either side 
of the stream arc precipitous and lose them- 
selves in the clouds. Along Ihc sides of those 
mountains the government cut a bridlepath, 
over Avhich supplies were packed to the dig- 
gings. At the end of the trail there is a small 
piece of land, which was platted as a townsitc' 
tinder . the name of Kennedy Flat, in honor of 
Governor Kennedy, who had manifested a 
warm interest in the development of the dis- 
trict. Streets were named and lots were sold 
to parties who erected buildings of shake (a 
i^ovt of large shingle) and logs. The only lum- 
ber at Leech river was whipsawed and sold for 
$150 a thousand. At t'lat price it found ready 
sale. Soon quite a village, with three or four 
stores and many miners' cabins, arose on the 
ITat. The government built an office building 
and appointed a gold commissioner. 

Another townsite, called Sooke City, was 
platted on Sooke harbor, upon the farm of a 
Mr. Burnett, and lots were sold readily at fair 
prices. 

A .\h-. LIuglies was ap])ointcd magis- 
trate and was stationed at Sooke Citv. "Al- 
though the gold returns were not encouraging, 
every day or two a nugget would be brought 
to town, and the sight of it served to revive 
the flagging hopes of the inhabitants. 

One evening a sailor who had run away 
from a man-o'-war brought in a nugget which, 
when scaled, was found to weigh $110. A day 
or two later Sam liooth, a colored prospector, 
picked np on his claim a piece of gold that 
weighed .$70. These linds stimulated public 
confidence, which had begun to flap, and the 
excitement continued. P,ut it took only a few 
weeks to demonstrate tu experienced miners 
that the Leech river diggings were neither ex- 
tensive lior rich; that tliere v.as no depth of 
gravel, and that huge boulders in the creek and 
on the benches made mining there unprofitable. 
There were crevices in the i)edrock where it 
hatl been washed by the swift-running water 
tliat yi<.'ldcd an occasional big nugget; but there 
was no (lefnied lead. Soon tlie digi^dngs were 
])ronouiK-efl a failure, and the population sctu- 
tled out of the mines as rapidh' ;is it had 
scuttled in, leaving l^eliind Innises, stores, pro- 
visions, tooLs and other effecis, which were tm- 
saleable. The sale of town lots at Sooke L'ilv 
was discontinued, and a blight fell on the dis- 
trict from end to end. The magistrate at Sooko, 
who was a kindhcartcd gentleman from Lon- 
don, sharing in the general depression, com- 
mitted sm'cide. He discharged five bullets from 
n small revolver into his side, and died soon 
after having been brou;;lil to X'ictoria. 

Mr. Ralph, who had joined in the rush to 
the dig-gings, never lost faith in them. To the 
day of his death he always maintained that the 
wealth of the district would be estaidished some 
day and the whole Lsland enriched by the de- 
velopment. He licld the theory that what 
seems to be the true bedrock is in reality a 
false bedrock, and that ii u wcie blasted 
through, t he richest kind 01 ditjgiii;.^s would he 
I'lunid. A. discovery of die kind had been made 
in Australia, and why not here? .After most of 
the early -[jrospeclors had abandt.iiied the creek, 
but a few men remained to search for gold that 
is not tiierQ, They made small w.iges and were 
rewarded occasionally by finding a good-sized 
piece of tlie metal ; but the mines were not re- 
munerative,, and' gradually the miners dwindled 
away until today scarce a man remains on the 
lonely banks of Leech. In the years - that 
followed jVIr. Ralph made frequent trips to. the 



river, and it was Vvhiic on one of those trips 
that the incident I am about to- relate occurred. 

Ralph had spread his blankets for the night 
on the floor of a deserted building, and had 
built a little fire at which to cook some bacon 
and heat his coffee, when he heard ;i voice as 
of some one calling for help. The voice sound- 
ed far oflf on the mountain. He went to the 
door and, After listening awhile, distinctly heard 
a man's voice calling, "For Heaven's sake, 
save me!" 

Ralph answered with an "Halloo!" and the 
voice responded with a "Coo-ee, coo-ce I" long- 
drawn-out with a prolonged emphasis on the 
last syllable as a'herder rounds up^his wander- 
ing cattle. 

"What's the matter?" shouted Ralph. 

"I've lost my way," rolled a far-distant 
voice down the side of the steep. "It's dark 
as bla/.es here and I can't see the trail." 

"Hold on," cried I-Ialph ; "don't move a 
step till 1 get a lantern.'' 

".\11 right," replied the voice; "but please 
hasten. I'm about starved.'' 

Ralph lighted a candle and placing it within 
a tin lantern, sallied forth into the night. The 
feeble rays of the candle lighted the way, and 
in a short time by frequent calls Ralph reached 
a huge rock on which rdclined a tired, tattered 
and half-famiidied stranger. He had, indeed, 
lost his way, for a few steps in the direction he 
had chosen would have precipitated him over a 
precipice into the deep gulch below.

The 
boulders and gravel gave the appearance of 
having been recently disturl.ied, ;:.nd before 
nightfall the men were down se\-cral feet. Dur- 
ing the night the banks eaved in and the work 
of the day before had to be gone over again. 
At the end of three days they 'were down about 
ten feet, when another cavein was threatened, 
and it was decided that Ralph should return to 
'Victoria and bring out some provisions and 
tools to cut timber, and Curtis was to remain on 
the spot and see that the shaft was not inter- 
fered with. Raljdi was absent six days. When 
he rcturncci to the river again he found the hut 
deserted. The pick and shovel lav at the side 
of the shaft, in the bottom of wl'iich the bed- 
rock was visible. To a tree hard by was pinned 
a piece oi paper, on which there was writing, 
that ran th us : 

"Mr. Ralph — I have bottomed the shaft in 
your absence and found nothing. The dying 
man lied. There is no buried gold here, and 
I'm going back home. Sorry I can't wait till 
you arc back. l)ut I don't mind telling you that 
your dividend will be so small that you can put 
it in the eye of a needle. Thank you for your 
hospitality and gootlness. (i(jod-byc. 'May 
(iod bless you and give yon ))rosi)crity if you 
should decide to continue the work. 

"(il-lORCl-: CURTIS." 
In spite of this bitter disai)poinlment , J-ialph 
died strong in the faith that somewhere on the 
bank of Leech river the bandits' loot is buried, 
and that some day it would be found and en- 
rich its finders. There arc others who believe 
that Curtis, after bottoming the shaft, found 
the stolen gold, and with the co-operation of 
several confederates carricrl it away, thus cheat- 
ing Ralph out of his share. If that theory be 
adopted, how they could earr\- so l.-irt'.e an 
anunnn of deadweight over tli;u rough tr.ail to 
\ ictoria and ship it away without attracting at- 
tention, must ever remain an unsolved problem. 




AUSTRALIA'S NEW GOVERNOR 

The appointment of Lord Dudley to succeed 
Lord .N'orlhcote as governor-general of 
the Australian (.,'onnnonweallh is ;in excellent 
one, says the London Daily Chronicle. It is 
not, quite on the usual ]),arty lines; but if Lord 
Dudley is not, or was not until recently, a Lib- 
eral, he has not for some time been a Unionist 
in the full sense of that term. He it was who 
proclaimed during his viceroyalty of Ireland 
that the government of Ireland should be con- 
ducted in sympathy with Irish ideas, and who 
dissociated himself only the other day in the 
House of fiords from the Unionist advocacv 
of coercion. His jjersonal (|u,-dities, and those 
of Lady Dudley, will, we do not doubt, make the 
apiiointmcnl as poiMilar in .Australia ;is was his 
tenure of office in Ireland. lie is possessed of 
good Sense and judgment. Also he is a sports- 
man ; and he has that faculty of sympathy with- 
out wi ich even the greatest abilities cani;|0t 
command success in such a post a.s that which 
he is to fill in the Australian Commonwealth. 




NEW BOOK has just been issued by 
a I^tindon iniblishing house on "Lle- 
rcdity," from the pen of J. Arthur 
Thompson, M..\., .Regius Professor 
of Natural History in the University 
of Aljerdeen. It is thus reviewed bv 
the London Times : 

It is almost a IruLsm among physicians that 
. the intractability of a disease may be measured 
by the number of "infallible" i-emedies for it 
which from tim'e'to time have been recommcnd- 
e'd ; and it is periiaps equally true that the in- 
solubility of the problems dealt with by any 
branch of science bears a definite relation to 
the number and variety of the solutions wdiich 
have been proposc'l. If this be so, it will hard- 
ly he cijcouraging to students of h.eredity to 
find that the latest work on the question con- 
tains no fewer than 48 pages of bibliography as 
an appendix and 538 of text, especially when we 
are informed that this bibliography is "simply 
representative and not in any way exhaustive." 
The work itself is entitled to the credit of pre- 
senting a luminous summary of many opi)Osed 
or divergent ^dews, and of being, at least, an 
attempt to indicate the roads by which care- 
ful observation of the influence of ancestry may 
hereafter be rendered conducive to the improve- 
ment of the human race. 

The absolute material continuity of off- 
spring with jKircnts and, through parents, with 
more remote ancestors seems to have been 
placed, by modern microscopical and biological 
research, beyond the reach of question. Every 
individual, except among the very lowest or- 
ganisms, originates in a cell which is formed by 
the fusion of two other cells, one contributed 
by each parent ; and it is shown by a very re- 
markable piece of evidence that the contribu- 
tion of each ;)arer.t is of an analogous kind. 
Every living cell contains a nucleus ; and in tliis 
nucleus the microscope discovers minute linear 
particles or bodies which are rendered visible 
by the facility wdth which they take color from 
different staining agents, and which have hence 
been called stainable bodies or "chromosomes." 
The number of stainable bodies in each body- 
cell is constant in the same species ; and, with a 
few exceptions in the case of female insects, it 
is always an even number in all the forms of 
life, whether animal or vegetable, which arises 
from sexual reproduction. Moreover, the num- 
ber in a body-cell — that is, in a cell forming part 
of the general bodily structure — is always pre- 
cisely do'iible thc number of a germ-cell— tHat 
is, in a cell the fusion of which with another 
germ-cell gives rise to a new individual ; so that 
this new individual derives its proper number 
of stainable bodies from the equal contributions 
of each parent. Each parent, again, has in lik'c 
manner originally deri\-ed his or her stainable 
bodies in erpial jiroportions from two ances- 
tors : and the general evidence is to the effi;ct 
that in the course of growdh and developnierit 
the germinal material of the individual, com- 
posed of or containing cells with only half of 
the number of stainable bodies proper to the 
cells composing the general bodily structure of 
the species, is always entirely kept apart from 
the body material which develops into that 
structure, and which is conqjosed of or contains 
cells with twice as many stainable bodies as 
those which unite to form offspring. On this 
view of the case, not only is tlie germinal ma- 
terial separate and continuous through succes- 
sive generations, but the contribution of each 
preceding generation is uniform and definite, 
so that "an inheritance is nudtiple, and the 
average contributions mafle by grandparents, 
great-grandparents, etc., aie definite.'and dim- 
inish in a precise ratio according to the re- 
moteness of the ancestors." 

The exceptional results of this com|)le.xity 
of descent, as disjdayed in' the occasional crop- 
]jing out of remote anee>lral ])ecnliarities, have 
not as yet been brought under the operation of 
;mv definite law. But it seems to be clear that 
only r.atural or spontaneous variations, as op- 
posed to post-natal modifications, are heritable, 
and that the general law, as stated by Galton, 
is clearly that of a tendency to return to an 
average, both in manifest physical structure and 
in intellectual endowment, h is true, for ex- 
ample, that 100 fathers who are above the aver- 
age will have more sons who are also above 
tile .-uer.age than 100 fathers who are them- 
selves l)elow it ; inil Ibe sons of ihe lirst ico 
would not all be al)()ve. nor would the sons of 
the second too be all below. In both cases there 
would be a tendency on the part of descendants 
to return to the normal, either by deterioration 
or by improvement ; and it follow,s that, in the 
interests of the community, nothing by wdiich 
nurture can assist race in ihe maintenance of a 
high average should he left undone. It for- 
tunately ballpens that a very large projiorlion 
of the .'idvi'rse conditions which affect human 
beings unfavorablv produce only modifications, 
which are not heritable, and ncit variations, 
which are; so that, for example, there is no 
physical barrier against the ascent to, or even 
above, the average of the descendants of class- 
es who are now appreciably below it, but whose 
condition is due not so much to inheritance as 
to the continued operation of injurious external 
agencies through successive generations. When 
these agencies are remoA'cd their effects will 
cease to appear in the deseendaiiLs of those who 
have been subjected to them. Indeed, if this 
were not so, the ;iscent from savagery to civil- 
ization, which is written on the pages of his- 
tory, could never have been accomplished. The 
question now pressing upon biologists is to as- 
certain whether, in the case of .any given na- 
tion, this 'ascent of tI'i'c'avcr'a'ge'is;StiI.l proceed- , 
ling, or whether it is being swamped, as regards 



the nationiat large, by the coirdjined effects of 
b-id inheritance and of bad surroundings upon 
the numerical majority. Professor Thomson 
declares that it would be sound economy for 
the J;!ritisli peojile to devote a million pounds a. 
V car to the investigation of this and 01 kindred 
subjects , and he cjuotes j\lr. Galton as to the 
national gain which would ensue if we could im- 
port ten legions of boys of sound physique and 
scouting intelligence, not crammed with intel- 
lectual fat like Strasbnig geese with the physi- 
cal analogue, but alert in understanding of 
methods and with Unchecked inquisitiveness : . • 

"It would be a good investment, and it'is' 
within reach every year, since far more thdn ' 
ten legions of this type of boy are being born 
annually in our midst. That they do not ef- 
fect all they might do is ])arth- because of mis- 
education, but also because there is a simul- 
taneous appearance of an enormously greater 
number of boys who are emphatically not of 
this type." 

In commenting, upon this passage, Profes- 
sor Thomson remarks that we are Siaid to re- 
quire, 

"Inter alia, a military organization witli 
alert scouting intelligence, not only among the 
officers, but in the rank and file. We are ceas- 
ing to breed this alert scouting intelligence in 
sufficient numbers; the nation is spawning iii- 
capables. We cannot rela.x oiic spine of our 
bristling national belligerence, for we have all 
our teeming millions to keep alive. But the 
question rises whether it is not in great part; 
our preoccupation with 'Kriegspeil' that is re- 
sponsible for that relatively exaggerated multi- 
plication of the repressed and non-individua,ted, 
and for that relatively exaggerated infertility 
of the fittest, or of what we think to be the 
fittest. Is we indulge in an era of 'Friedenspiel/. 
wdiich may even now be approaching like a 
long-delayed springtime, might not the socio- 
logical changes that ensued solve the problem 
which biologically seems so hopeless?'' 

'We greatly doubt wiiether these observa-i 
tions do not really miss the point of the ques- 
tion at issue. It is obvious that, so long as 
"Kry^gspiel" holds its own among neighbors 
and possible rivals, the devotees of "Frieden-r 
spiel" would be in a condition of helplessness 
somewhat like that in which our British ances- 
tors were left by the departure of the Roman 
legions. But the ascendancy of the future, 
whether in the rivalries of peace or of war, will 
be to the nations who most completely recog- 
nize the omnipotence of knowledge and the in- 
capacity of ignorance. In this particular tlie 
pre-eminence, at the present moment, should 
probably be given to Japan ; but the contrast 
between Great Britain and Germany is worth 
a moment's consideration. To take a single 
example, Germany, by submission to knowl- 
edge, has obtained complete exemption from 
smallpox, while (jreat Britain, as a result of 
subservience to ignorance, pays to this disease 
an annual tribute of thousands of pounds and 
of an indefinite number of lost or damaged lives. 
The same principle is of very wide application, 
because education in this country is less, direct- 
ed towards the impartment of knowledge or to- 
wards the recognition of its value and impor- 
tance, than towards the communication of opin- 
ions which, in many cases, must be erroneous. 
Ijiology justifies the hope that the social con- 
ditions hence arising may be modifications and 
not variations, so that, even if maintained by 
external circumstances for a succession of gen- 
erations, they may not lead to permanent de- 
terioration of the race; but it affords no sup- 
port to the delusion that their prevalence is 
compatible with sustained national greatness. 
The history of life is a history of movement; 
and nations, like individuals, must hol(l their 
places by effort or abandon them. 



THE FASTEST CHANNEL STEAMER 

'What promises to be the fastest Channel 
steamer will, says Engineering, be launched on 
Monday next from the naval construction 
works at Barrow-in-Furness of the Vickers 
company. This vessel, to be named the Ben- 
my-Chree, has been designed and built by the 
comiiany for the l,iveri)ool and Isle of Man 
service of the Isle of .Man Steam Packet Com- 
])any, Ltd., who have been [lioneers in res]3cct 
of speed, ft is iherefore only consistent with 
their past history that the ncvr vessel should be 
required to maintain in service a speed of 25 
knots. To this end she will be fitted with very 
powerful machinery of the Parsons turbine 
type, constructed by the Vickers company, and 
embodying all the latest improvements in de- 
sign and construction, and- to ensure a high 
manoeuvring efficiencj' even in adverse weath- 
er. This will be the third turbine steamer on 
the Isle of .Man service, the others being the 
Viking and the i\lanxman, the latter also a 
Vickers-built steamer. But these vessels, con- 
tinues Engineering, do, not exceed 22 1-2 
knots in service, and at present 24 knots is a 
very exceptional speed in Channel service, and 
has only been excelled on the ocean by the 
Maurctania and Lusitania. Another outstand- 
ing feature in connection with the Ben-my- 
Clirce is the extent of the passenger accommo- 
dation. She will carry 2,500 passengers, and as 
everything has been done 10 conduce to. sea- 
worthiness, steady running, and reliabilit}';, ati, 
well as comfort and .spcccl, there is ccrt.diily 
that- inLthei;seasbn tin will be 

sieveii"elyl t'axc'd. Erigirifcerihg ;gives a complete 
descriiition of the vessel and her turbine ma- 
chinery; she is 375 feet long, 46-foot beam, and

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^HE Winnipeg Telegram, in its is- 
sue of Friday, April 17th, had 
the following from a staff repre- • 
sentative : 

Three great overland trains 
crowded with English irnmi- 
grants for the west rolled' into 
Winnipeg yesterday and last 
night. A Telegram staff man 
accompanied each from a point hetwccn Thun- 
der Bay, and talked at length \v\ih the home- 
seekers. In each case details -were souglil — 
from whence they came, their objective point, 
their hopes and their fears. The results were 
most satisfactory. In conversation with the 
immigrants they talked freely. Said one ni- 
telligent Britisher ; 

"You see, it's jnst like this. I honestly do 
think .that whoever goes into this country with 
the right sort of stuff and a fair amount of de- 
termination will make money. Oi course 
there's always chances against him but not a 
tithe as manv as in an overci-owtled country 
like Great Britain. When hundreds of thous- 
ands come in here every year and most of them 
ni^kc it go there must be something worth 
while. I came to Broadview two years ago, 
bought a farm and went across about six 
weeks ago for the wife and family. 

"This is Mrs. Hicks," he said proudly, "and 
here is the family." I noted four children 
ranging between the ages of six and fifteen 
years. 

Did Not Demand Success 
"Of course," he continued, "a man has to 
do his best. Fve seen men fail with the best of 
chances, but the reason they failed is because 

they did not demand success of themselves. 
Everything isn't on a silver platter. Difficul- 
ties, such as they are, hadn't ought to count. 
Englishir.en have made history in performing 
the""impossible, and none of them have any 
right to come over here and say : "I didn't 
make it go because I had such and such luck." 
Either he should succeed in spite of it; or else 
take his medicine without grumbling. If -he's 
ili the west the dice are loaded in his favor. 
Most of these here chaps know that," he added, 
and nodded his dead toward crowds in thg for- 
ward coaches wdiich filled a C.P.R. immigrant 
train as it rumbled along through the rocky 
regions of New Ontario. 

Pouring in by Hundreds 

They w^erc mostly British immigrants, licre 
and there interspersed with a taciturn Scandi- 
navian, who had crossed the Atlantic on the' 
last trip of the Empress of Britain, and were 
being borne ih on the crest of the wave of the 
immigration movement of 1908. They were 
pouring into the country by hundreds, and 
every outgoing train from Winnipeg was car- 
rying them, here, there and everywhere, dis- 
tributing them wherever the trail-blazers had 
hewn the first notches of advancing settlement. 
Hard times in Great Britain, fulsome praises of 
Canada from"~relatives, and chances to do bet- 
ter here had turned their attention toward the 
great educational campaign that had been in- 
stituted across the waters and the tons of liter- 
ature that had been distributed advertising the 
last great west. Hence their wholesale nugra- 
tion. That was also the reason that the Tele- 
gram delegated a special correspondent to meet 
train loads of the new settlers before they reach, 
cd the western metropolis and to test their 
plans and see how they were likely to learn 
the discipline of a new life in the upbuilding of 
a new country. 

Census of Immigrants vi 

Out of three hundred interviewfiH on these 
trains by the correspondeht about one hundred 
had relatives already in the country. The re- 
mainder looked forward to hewing out^ their 
fortunes by their own unaided efforts. Thirty- 
four had been in the west before. Sixteen of 
these were returning \illh ihnr wives. Half of 
the three hundred had means ranging between 
one hundred and five hundred pounds. Of the 
other half, about ninety had no one to depend 
upon, and no one to depenrl upon them. Over 
50 per cent, of the whole number purposed 
taking up farming. Fifty of the remainder 
comprised the wives and familes of those who 
had such, sixty were ordinary laborers and 
were willing to do anything, while of t!ie re- 
maining forty who had no jiresent ambition to 
farm, there were eleven car[)entcrs, eight plas- 
terers, nine engineei's, two rnalstcrs ;uid ten 
office men. One perceived they were the pros- 
pective tillers of the soil, saw that they were 
men who were to know what is understood as 
settlement or home-making in western Canada, 
enjoyed their exuberant optimism, tidoiMtcd at 
times their ni.'isterful airs, smiled at tlioir idea.'? 
of western geograpli)', and syinpatliized with 
them in their temporary dejection. 1 lad I hi-cn 
master of the great country, endeavoring to 
procure great people to de\'elop her great re- 
sources, I admit I would liave been satisfied. 
Special Immigrant Section 

]\[any of these three hundred were on Ijoard 
a special immigrant section of eight passenger 
coaches, one baggage car and a caboose. One 
would have knov/n that it was an immigrant 
.special, for in spite of the biting wind, anxious 
"faces were peering out of car windows taking 
in ii perspective of strange sigiits as the Iraiti 
rolled onward, lint inside tlic scene v/as duc 
0: both confusion .aiul interest. Seats were 
filled with passengers, bunks were pulled 
down and loaded with boxes and bags of var- 
,io«s size, and under the scats were stuffed 
still, more packs and bundles, patched with 
the placards of Atlantic steamship lines. One 
also recognized at a glance the nationality of 
the passengers by thqir leather leggined boots,

In the sthoking cars the air was' thiiik'wth ' 
smoke. All through the coaches the passen- 
gers were sprawded in various attitudes. Some 
hung their legs over the arms of the seats, 
some perched their feet on the tops of valises, 
others were flung out on upper bunks, and 
still others slouched back in the corners, half' 
reclining and half asleep. Their occupation 
^vas even as diverge. Four.in the rear car were 
singing a favorite air of a Xondbn music hall. 
Further down another was attempting to sing 
with much less success. A big bearded man 
leaned against a panelled doo; just as I Avas 
about to begin my canvass. Having never so- 
licited information from such a large group of 
undistinguished personages before I felt a sud- 
den embarrassment.

"Going far west?" I asked.

He Found It Interesting 
Fearing that he would not go on I resorted 
to the very simple strategy of telling him all 
about myself. He found it interesting for a 
while. This, it might be said, is a panacea for 
the taciturnitj' of conversation which results 
from suspicion or the lethargy caused by a 
two thousand mile ride on a colonist car. 

"Yes, my brother John — William Stephen 
is my name — filed a tract for mc and I'm go- 
ing to take it up. Ought to be all right, don't 
}'ou reckon." ■ •' 

"I'm sure of it," I replied. 
Three or four others had by this time be- 
come interested. Herbert Peffell, a youthful 
Englishman, and David (Charlton, an equally 
j'outhful Irishman, both volunteered that they 
were going to Alberta to farm. Arthur Gra- 
vett and William Barrowclough concluded 
that they were going as far as the country 
went. Samuel Manwaring, Staffordshire, and 
William Crane, London, were ticketed to Win- 
nipeg. Andrew Tweedf^y, a Dumfrieshire 
Scotchman, was bringing his wife out to Can- 
ada and intended to locate somewhere. He 
had some money laid by to start on. 

What Dublin Exhibition Accomplished ' 
By this time I knew that I had obtained a 
start. The train had just pulled into Kcewa-' 
tin. 

"What I want," declared William Dryden, 
a na:;ivc of Dundee, "is to have a look at the 
country. That Dublin exhibition was certainly 
a fine thing for Canada. If the west can pro- 
duce what they exhibited there, why, I ought 
to be in the game to stay."

'he date of opening for the Fran- 
co-British Exhibition at Shep- 
hcrd's-bush has not yet been 
fixed. There is some hope that 
Al. Clemenceau may be present 
on the occasion, and, if that is 
realized, the ceremony will be 
arranged to suit the tinie of his 
visit, and will probably be about 
the middle of May, says the London Times. 
The presence of the eminent French stat<;sman 
isrinuch to b6 'desired;- for the co-operation of 
France is the distinguishing mark of the enter- 
prise. The French government, the Comite 
Francais des Expositions a I'Etranger, the city 
uf Paris, and other jjublic l)odies as well as 
numerous private individuals have responded 
to the invitation with the utmost spirit and 
liberality', and it is already apparent that noth- 
ing will be left undone on their part to ensure 
success. They are past masters in the art of 
exposition, and even in the present early stage 
their practised skill and unrivalled .sense of ef- 
fect are making themselves visible amid the 
confusion of preparation. The |)lacc is in a 
ilreadful mess; the roads are not made yet, and 
rain on clay, with the frequent passage of 
heavy carts, has reduced the ground to a 
morass tempered by brickbats. But it is get- 
ting on fast. Some of the buildings are com- 
plete as to shell and elevation, and others are 
.sufficiently advanced to show their character 
and proportions; the grounds, open spaces, 
and water areas are fully defined, and a good 
idea of the gericral la\-uut t an be obtained.

London has a surprise in 
store; nothing on this scale has been seen h ;re 
before. 

The site is well chosen. It lies on the ex- 
treme western border of inner London, be- 
tween .\o.tting Hill and .Acton and ju.st to the 
north of Shepherd's ISush. Mere some o|)en 
iielils stretching up to WorniwfXKl-scrul)-^ ha\c 
scmfeliow escaped the buildei. Ii .--nuncls a 
long way out, luit as a mailer of lad the place 
i.-« remarkably accessible from all quarter,^, and 
may almost be said to suffer from a plethora 
of communications by rail and road. It can be 
reached b)' way of the Central London tube, 
the I lamniersmitli tube, the Metroiiolitan rail- 
\\ a\-, the District, the London and .Soulh-Wes- 
tcrn. and, by connnunicanon, fioni llie Gieat 
Western, the London and Xcjrth- Western, and 
i:)ther main lines; and hard by the entrance of 
the exhibition i.s. a .great junction and terminus 
of electric trams and omnibus routes. A prc-^, 
liminary pamphlet informs us that the various 
methods of transport are capable of conveying 
75,000 persons to the spot in ilie hour, and that 
seems to be no exaggeration. The main en- 
trance will be next door io the Shepherd's 
Bush terminus of the Central tube, between that 
and the LLxbridge Road station of tlu' West 
London railway ; but the grounds lie n little way 
up Wood lane and are readied from the main 
entrance by passing through a series of halls 
and galleries. It will not be necessary, how- 
ever, to go that way, as the Hammersmith and 
City railway and the Central London; will have 
new stations, by which visitors will be deposited 
at the grounds direct. 

The area occupied is kjo acres in extent and 
of an irregular ovoid shape, bulging in the mid- 
dle and tapering at one end, but rounded at the 
other. .Any attempt to describe or even name 
all the buildings without a jilan would be mere- 
ly confusing; but it is. perhaps, i)ossiblc to give 
an idea of the general arrangement and'Of some 
of the more important details. 

The ground is dead flat with 110 natural 



features at all, so that everything must be sup- 
plied by art ; and, though this deprives the de- 
signer of any assistance from nature, it gives 
him a free hand in' laying out iiis space in the 
most convenient- and effective way. Mr. Kir- 
aify, whose name is a guarantee for large and 
original ideas, has taken full advantage of, the 
opportunity, and has succeeded in filling out a 
plan, broad and simple in oulline, with great 
variety and richness of detail. The result is 
that a visitor with any sense of locality at all 
will be able to find his way about with excep- 
tional ease tind certainty among an inexhausti- 
ble series of sights and distractions. The sever- 
al parts of the exhibition are grouped about a 
large square open space in the very middle of 
the arena. This is the Concert Garden, which 
will be the great central resort. It is laid out 
with flower gardens and ornamental water, and 
has a sunken bandstand in the centre. Each of 
the four sides is occujiied by a large ornamental 
builrling devoted to amusement or refreshment. 
The Franco- British Pavilion on one sifle will 
be a French restaurant ; it is faced on the op- 
jjosite side by the Garden Chilj, an enclosure 
and club house open to ladies and geiUlemen 
at a subscription of two and three guineas re- 
spectively; Lord Jersey is president of the club. 
Another restaurant occui)ies the third side, and 
facing it is an ornamental building with a 
square tower and pillared wings or arciides. It " 
is sug,q;estc(l that this v.ill form a convenient 
and ea.sily-fnund rende'/.\-ous. In the corners 
between these main buildings are a luunber of 
smaller ones, including a Royal Pavilion and a 
Pa\-ilion Louis X V. • ■ 

Betore wc proceed any further a wortl nnist 
be said about the architecture. It is, brielly, 
exhibition architecture, which may be said to 
have become an established style. It is the 
freest of all styles, for it includes any others or 
all others or any varieties of them, besides a 
great many which arc found nowhere else. An 
exhibilioii is an opi)oi'tunity for architects to 
give a free ri'in to iheir fancy. Tlu' result has 
a crrlani character 01". i)erh;ips, waiU of char- 
acUT ; it wear.s a fantastic air oi fri\M)lit\- and 
s!iort-li\'e(l Imiterlly i.-xi.sU'nce. vcvy liriglil and 
.L;a\' wliiU' it lasts, but .'-oriw, I)edra,g,c;led ami .-.ail 
when summer is (jver. At the l-'ranco- Bril isli 
exhibition this customary license is exercised to 
the full. There iire a great number of build- 
ings, some c|uitc plain, but the majority highly 
decorative; and, though they all have the com- 
mon ninrlc of the liiuierlh-, the\' show nnuh 
\ ;i ri<.' I V. '{'],:> 1- l;n-L;rly due ti.) the b rcncli elc- 
iin-iil, wliieli h;i;- (li'\i.)tc(l L;i'eal ;icti\'iiy and re- 
source to the huildin[;s f(jr which it is responsi- 
lile. London has luxcr si'cu atiything like the 
varieiv and profu.sion of ihe display. The ardn- 
tecl-in-cliief (.)f the I'rench section is M. Guir- 
ard dc Montarnal, and among his colleagues 
are M. Roger Bouvard, who has designed, 
among other things, llu- l'a\'ilion of the Citx I'f 
Paris, which will be mentioned ))reseiitl\' ; .\L 
Patouillard, who has designed the main en- 
trance in L'xbrid^e road; M. Toudoire, archi- 
tecte de la Cie, P'.K.M.; and M, Charles Lefeb- 
vre, who is in change of the brench colonial 
buildings. Of I'.nglish architects the ()n\y one 
whose name is obtain.able on inquir_\- is .Mr. 
John Belcher, A.R .A., who has clone some con- 
sultative work; but it is understood that iVIr. 
Kiralfy himself and his sOns are responsible for 
a large part of the designing l)Oth in general 
and in detail. It is due also to his planning 
that all the buildings, whatever thci- degrees 
of merit, show to .advantage, because I hey have 
])lenfy of space aboiu them, or a gi:iod oiling, 
as one might say. They are nowhere hemmed 
in or huddled together, but are set about spaci- 
ous coiuds in which an excellent proporlimi is 
maintained between the ground sjjace ancl the 
height of the. .elevatibns. Order, variety^ and 



proportion arc all secured. The prevailing 
color is pure white and the effect at night will 
be extremely brillia!it and fairyhkc. The ma- 
terials used throughout in construction are 
slabs of copcrete and breeze, or cement and 
breeze, set in iron or steel frames. 

Of individual buildings it is only possible to 
mention a few. Those which will probably ex- 
cite the most general admiration are the build- 
ings enclosing what is called the Court of 
Honor, which lies at the south end of the 
grounds near the new 'tube railway stations. 
The architecture is Indian and its light and 
delicate character suits the white and slight 
material particularly well. The court is a 
spacious rectangle occupied by a sheet of water, 
with a broad promenade round three sides. The 
water will be continually pumped over a flight 
of steps forming a cascade at one end bf the 
court, where the Congress Hall stands. This 
court will be lit at night: by 16,000 electric 
lamps, and will be extremely beautiful. An in- 
teresting building of a rlifferent character is the 
Pa^'ilion of the ^ilunicipality of Paris, which 
stands in the Court of Progress. It is not 
large, ljut the architect. ]\1. Bouvard, has util- 
ized three sides of it to reproduce some famous 
])ieces of Parisian architectnre. The front will 
represent the facade of the Hotel de Ville, and 
the two sides will be reproductions of the his- 
torical Hotel Carnavalet and llic Arc de Nazar- 
eth. .\iioiher small building of interest is a 
complete Tudor house from Ipswich, which will 
be furnished throughout in conf cmporary style. 
•The most cmdous and fantastic buildings are 
those devoted to various dei:)artments of art, 
decorative, applied, women's, music, and so on. 
-Some of them are more curious than beautiful, 
but they lend variety to the scene. 

To retlun to the general plan, the arrange- 
ment of the principal departments can be best 
indicated Ijy taking the Ctjucert Garden for a 
starting point. On the western side lies the 
.Machinery .Section; on the cistern, the great 
sl;idiinn; to the south, ;m extensive area where 
the art sections ;ire housed. ;Liid beyond it the 
I (jiirt of llonoi-, alread\' nieiUioned, Hanked by 
halls for I'.ritish ancl ]''rench industries; lastly, 
on the northern side one coines to sundry 
amusepients, beyond which lies a large space 
in which are the buildings of the British and 
French ovcr-sca dominions, arranged in a semi- 
circle. These arc the jnincipal divisions, but 
they arc tilled in by a multitude of details. The 
machinery section is the largest of the serious 
portions 111 the exhibit i(.)n. It occupies three 
large halls ranged on three sides of an open 
space covering eight acres and called the Court 
of Progress. The side halls arc Cx>o feet long- 
by 200 feet wide and the total s|)ace available 
for machinery is 3oo,ocx) scpiare feel. The only 
information obtainable at present is that ship- 
building and marine engineering will be full} 
represented; all the gr.eat Sheffield linns as 
well as Tyneside and C'lydeside will exhiliit. Sir 
William White and Dr. ]'!!lg"ar .ii-e the heads of 
this de[)artinent. There will also be ;t good dis- 
lilay of textile machinery .and machine tools in 
inotiijn. The court rcnmd \vliich the machinery 
lirdls are ranged also contains the Pavilion of 
the C'ity of Paris, already mentioned, and op- 
posite it, on a space offered to the I^ondon 
county council, but refused, a pavilion erected 
by M. Andre Delieux, in which will be shown 
the work of the art-craftsmen uf p'rancc. This 
ought to be a beautiful and interesting display. 
Corresi)onding with these two buildings, but 
further back in the same court, are two pavil- 
ions erected by the Canadirui I'.-icilic and the 
Grand Trunk railways. The open space of the 
Court of Progress is being laid out by iM-ench 
gardeners under M. Vacherot, director of hor- 
ticulture to the City of Paris, and it is already 
planted with rows of small, elaborately trained 



fruit trees. French horticulture and viticulture 
will be a prominent r,nd noval feature of the ex- 
.nii'Mon. 

Passing back from the Court of Progress 
acrpss'the Concert Garden, one finds on ■ tlic 
opposite side- the great stadium, wheire the 
Olympic games will be held. It really. is great.> 
It is oval shaped with straight sides. The 
arena is turfed, with a water basin down one' 
side for aquatic sports. Outside the arena a 
broad cinder track for foot races runs all round, 
and outside that again a broader track with 
banked ends for cycle and motor races. The 
seats for spectators rise in tiers round the en- 
tire arena, every part of which is visible from 
e\ ery seat. The seats are roofed over down 
the two sides of the stadium, but open to the 
sky at both ends. The proportions are Roman. 
The width of the stadium is that of the Circus 
Ma.xinius, the running track is one-third of a 
mile in length, the water basin is over 100 
yards long, the arena inside the tracks is 235 
yards long, and the seats will accommodate 
70,000 spectators. There is said to be room al- 
together for 150,000 spectators, and a bird's 
eye view does not suggest any doubt of the 
statement. The great stadium built at Athens 
for the Olympic games could be set down in- 
side the tracks. j\Iotor-cars will be able to run 
up to 60 miles an hour. Ilere most of the 
Olympic contests will be decided, but a good 
many of the events, including the 25 miles 
"Marathon" race, golf matches, lawn tennis, 
polo, racquets, tennis, motor-boats, rowing, 
shootino^ and skating will take place elsewhere.. 
In the stadium there will be athletics of all 
kinds, archery, fencing (in an adjoining- 
ground j, gymnastics, and, in October, lacrosse, 
hockey, and football. In connection with this 
brancli of the exhibition is a clidi, the In-iperial 
Sports Club, which is very handsomely housed 
near the stadium. Lord Desborough, who is 
chairman of the British Olympic Association, 
is president of the club. 

So far we have taken the Concert Garden 
in the centre, with the Court of Progression 
one side and the stadium on the other. Pro- 
ceeding north from the Concert Garden, one 
conies to some amusements and then to the 
colonial sections. The anuisemcnts must be 
left for lite present, with a bare mention of the 
flip-flap, which is the jirincipal novelty. Two 
gigantic iron arms, 150 feet long, lie extended 
in opposite directions, fixed at the base, free at 
the extremities, to each of which a hanging 
car is attached. These are slowly rai.sed in the 
air as each arm rises to a vertical position, 
when they cross and are lowered again; thus 
each car describes a semi-circle in tlie air, ris- 
ini; to a height of 150 feet. Close to this sin- 
,gular contrivance is the Canadian hall, which 
will be very large, but is at present in .the early 
stage of iron framework. The Dominion is 
prepared to spend £100,000 and may be relied 
on to do its share handsomel}'. New Zealand 
is housed just opposite, and a little further on 
.Australia occupies a large space with a very 
fine ball which is now well advanced. Then 
there is Ceylon and India, with cpiitc distinc- 
tive Mahomedan architecture, followed by 
Crown Colonies. Out here, too, an Irish vil- 
lage with a round tower is being liuilt. These 
buildings lu'c arranged on one side of a cres- 
cent with the French colonies opposite ; the 
latter include Indo-China, Algiers, Tunis, and 
West .Africa, and present fresh architectural 
features of their own. 

So much for the northern end. There re- 
mains the southern end, on the far side of tlie 
Concert Garden in the opposite direction. First 
conies the Coitrt of Arts, which is the largest of 
all the courts and contains eight separate halls. 
It must occupy quite 20 acres. At one end is 
tlic Fine Arts Palace, at the other the Palace of 
£)ecorativc Art, and between them the French 



and British applied arts, women's work, and, 
music. There are also sundry restaurants and 
the like. Beyond this magnificent court is the 
smaller, but more beautiful. Court of Honor al-, 
ready described. The halls flanking it ..on each; 
side are devoted to the extefeition 'of' ind!us'-' 
tries, about which little Jhfbrmatioh is as yet' 
available, except" that the British sfde 'will show 
chiefly textiles and chemical products. The' 
cotton and linen display will be verj'' good, as 
many of the leading Lancashire and Belfast 
houses have secured space. But details must 
be left for the present. Adjoining these halls 
arc three others, one for educational exhibits,, 
another for pure science, and the third for vari- 
ous industries. - . , ' ; . " 

It is hoped that this.genera.1 sketch,. which- is' 
no more than an outline, will convey some idea- 
of the extent of the exhibi):ion and' its wealth^ 
of charm and interest. The honorary president 
is the Duke of Argyll, the president is Lord- 
Derby, and among the vice-presidents are the 
.Archbishop of Canterbury, tlie Duke of Bed- 
ford. Lord Laiisdowne,, Lord Avebury, Lord 
Rothschild, and Lord Strathcona. Of the ex- 
ecutive committee Lord Selby is chairman and 
Lord Blyth vice-chairman; I^ord Welby pre- 
sides over the finance committee, with Gustave 
Chevillard for his colleague; Lord Blyth and 
Sir John A. Cockburn arc the heads of the or- 
ganizing committee ; and Mr. Imrc Kiralfy is 
comnjissioner-general. The chairman of . the 
group committees arc all gentlemen of the. 
highest standing in their own departments; and 
Lady Jersey and the Duchess of Sutherland are 
at the head of the Women's Work section. The 
project, which was originally brought forward 
more than two years ago by the French .Cham- 
ber of Commerce in London, was formally 
adopted in July, i()o6. at a Mansion House 
meeting. It has secured the approval of the. 
King, the official favor of some of his ministers, 
and the active support of the Ei-ench govern- 
ment through the Comite Francais des Expo- 
.sitions a I'Etranger. Its principal object is to 
promote the commercial and social int'ercourse 
of the two countries. The profits, in accord- 
ance with a resolution passed when the scheme 
was adopted, will be devoted to some public 
purpose. 



AN ENGLISH JEW'S FORTUNE

but so is his rider, who is the Ameri- 
can negro. The senator has made a 
bold bid for the support of the mil- 
Iloii.s of negro voters in tlio United 
States, and tliough complete success 
in making himself the candidate of 
tlio negroes would not necessarily 
cause the senator to win the nomina- 
tion for himself, it might easily jire- 
vent the jiomination of Secretary 
Taft. Failing that the negroes might 
fall In behind the Democratic candi- 
date and elect him. Therefore the 
negro convention, held a few day.s ago 
in Philadelphia, which pledged itself 
to Senator l^'oraker, is the subject of 
some anxious thought on the part of 
the managerij of the Taft boom, and 
of somo tremulous hopes on the- part 
of the other candidates, who may 
hope to mtike a deal with Foraker for 
his negro support. 

Any such hojie on the part of Sec- 
rotary Taft is vain, for the negro sen- 
timent in the United States, tradi- 
tionally l^epubllcan, is now dercely 
hostile to President Roosevelt anil 
Secretary Taft. The reason for the 
animosity of the blacks Is found in 
the 13rownsville affair. A Texas town 
was "shot up" by some members of 
a negro regiment, and falling to find 
the guilty indlvldualfi, a whole coni- 
Iiany was dismissed the service by 
tho president. Naturally, the In- 
nocent negroes were indignant, and 
men of their color in all parts of the 
United States declared that they bad 
iiot received fair play. In congres.'! 
Senator Foraker obamnion-^ri the dis- 
graced soldiers; artil 'ever since ho 
has been kindly regarded by tho ne- 
groes, while Secretary Taft. who de- 
fended tho. president's drastic action, 
has been as cordially detested. 

But . lying deeper than the Irrita- 
tion caused , by ths dlsmlsdal of a 
c6mj)any of negro soldiers Is a sore- 
ness on the part of the negroes caus- 
ed by their treatment by the Repiibll- 
can party. They feel that they have 
been used as catspa!ws by the party, 
and that, counting on their gratitude 
to tho political descendants of the 
Abolitionists, the Republicans have 
offered them Injustice and contumely. 
They have been given the ballot, but 
unless their votes are to be used 
against the Democrats, they are in- 
timidated or tricked into vlrt.iai dis- 
franchisement. For example, the 
Virginian Republican convention last 
week would not allow a single negro 
to become a memjier. The negroes 
now declare that the Republican par- 
ty has no right to suppose that thoy 
must forever cleave to that jiarty; 
and in this declaration of indepen- 
dence they are supported by tho 
Springfield Rei)ublican. which tells 
the negroes frankly that they will 
have to vote as negroes first, and as 
partisans second, if they wish to be- 
come ■ thoroughly emancipated. 
■ Jt Is 'doubtful If any other man In 
the publla life df- the United States 
."^oi. well. deserves- to ':ibe described as 
the enemy of Rooiievelt as Foraker. 
In his opposition to the president and 
to Taft there is plenty of personal 
bitterness, for Foraker was a big' man 
politically, and was mentioned as "the 
next president" before either Roose- 
velt or Taft was heard of. He was 
Itrominent, in Ohio before the names, 
of McKinley and Hanna were well 
iuiown. But someho-'v political luck 
was again.-ft him, and though a man 
of magnetic personality and force of 
character, the men v.'ho were obsctire i 
when be was famous crejit up, one by] 
one, while be remained where he be 
gan, a sort of infant prodigy that j 
didn't "train on." No wonder he feels 
Idtter to the ijresldcnt, for It wn.s un- 
der tho Roosevelt banner that Fora- 
ker fought J\Iark Hanna, onl.v to find 
that the president's favorite in Ohio 
wiis \\''illiani Howard Taft; and no 
wonder he hates Taft, for It was 
Foraker who gave 'l''aft his political 
start in lif-s when tlii^ senator was 
GovermV of Ohio, and the jirescnt 
secretary of war a struggling lawyer. 
Of course, the ballot is secret, but If 
William Taft Is the Republican no- 
minee, tho vote of no man Is surer 
for his Democratic , opponent than 
that of Joseph.

lion. Mr. Justice Longley was heartily re- 
ceived. He said he had devoted a large part 
of his life in bringing Joseph Howe to the at- 
tention of the people. He had lectured forty 
times in the- Maritime, Upper and Lower Pro- 
vinces of Canada and in the New England 
■States of the American Union on Howe and 
had written his biography. 

After having many years dealt with the 
life and message of this remarkable man, he 
had found that he had riot discovered the real 
Joseph Howe after all. His greater and per- 
manent character he had yet to unfold. He 
had been dealing with that part of his charac- 
ter which would not live long as compared 
with the greater Joseph Howe. It was not as 
the champion of a particular measure, how- 
ever great in itself, that he would longest live. 
It was not that he was idolized by the people; 
not that he was the great orator; that he was 
versatile, graceful and stirring; or of the 
greatest of Canada's orators. All this would 
perish^ He is not. to be remembered longest 
b'ecause of any office held by him, because he 
secured responsible government or because 
he was a great speaker. On these very phases 
of his character he will be forgotten. 

Joseph Howe occupies a unique and sole 
position among the men of British North 
'America, that while he was the greatest states- 
rnan, since in the ordinary meaning of that 
word a half dozen, or more were greater than 
He,. he was great iii that he was fulfilling his, 
own- more immediate work and at the same; 
.tlhae was thinking out great problems far in 
advance of his times and far in advance of our 
times. His letters to Lord Grey arc the 
greatest contributions to imperial discussion 
found in the English language. One 
v!!annot find in our whole British political lit- 
erature anything that.bears a sernblance to it. 
Joseph Chamberlain- found speeches of Howe 
and saw new light on British freedom. 

Such men as Howe seldom rcacii the top 
in a democracy. . In a popular domain those 
who rise to the top arc those who learn how 
to conceal their thoughts, who easily and calm-* 
ly adjust their speaking and their labors to the 
average sentiment. The public seem to want 
•a_ safe, man, a man with as few ideas as pos- 
sible, one who says nothing and does nothing 
startling. Howe was a fash man, if you will. 
He was stating things which were most start- 
ling and most shocking to the average public 
sentiment. He frightened many. He was 
driven to the people for support and, unlike 
most such men he did not depend upon the 
people in vain. The man generally supported 
by tlie majority is the man who is not heroic. 
Howe was always heroic, always defying pre- 
judices and advancing to new positions. It is 
marvellous that he held public office .so long 
as he did. His own defence in the libel suit 
against, when all the lawyers advised him to 
apologize for a nswspaper article, and he took 
the matter to the jury and spoke for himself 
in a six-hour address in the court room, an<l 
got acquitted and carried home on the shoul- 
ders of the people, is one incident showing his 
unique position again of being very radical,, 
and also being idolized and successful. 

Joseph Howe's fame does not rest on his 
achievements in politics. The ground nn 
which his great reputation is to last is that lie 
was a great thinker and splendid writer and 
speaker on the problems which he liad thought 
out. 

His service tu responsible gbvernineut was 
that not alone did he secure sucii a great 
measure of it to Nova Scotia, though this was 
itself a new problem and a great service for 
him to work out, but tliat at a time when the 
"Colonics" were beginning to grow, Canada, 
Australia and Ihe other parts of Greater Bri- 
tain, and the British races were developing 
constituencies all over the world, Joscpli 
Howe, in a series of articles addressed to Lord 
John Russell, an immortal literature it is, laid 
down principles of self-government within the 
British Empire, whicli were to make each part 
free. 

The introduction of our system of freedom 
p-.ves it very much to Howe, that he in iS.^o to 
t8^6 was able to interpret and enforce tiiese 
principles for this part of the British Empire. 
His political literature, which he gave, 1 say, 
i|i unsurpassed. It was something of an ad- 
vap.teg'e that the Maritime provinces had such 
_* n^aR and obtained responsible government 
'withotit bloodshed, whereas the other Canadas 
did not liavc such a man and did iiavc blood- 
■jheU Qn their v/ay to ccjnal ideals, Tiiere were 
Howe'e icttora (o Ivarl Grey, and they will he 
.itudied one hundred years from tod-ny. The 
^3pcaker referred to his compilation of "the 
iipscches and letters of IJovve. If we compare 
Howe with other men in Canada it is always 
fo his advantage. Others did their work, and 
served their day. But what did they leave be- 
hind, what message to the world? There were' 
twenty-five more prominent men in Canada in 
his day than Howe, but whjlc these arc being 



forgottcHj Howe's name is being more dis- 
' cussed, and will continue to be more and more 
discussed.;; Indeed, great thoughts slovenly 
expressed- may die. Howe's thoughts given 
in a great manner will be remembered. 

Howe is the greatest man of British North 
America, having no rival, being absolutely 
alone. There has' not been a marl ih two hun- 
dred years past in the British Empire who has 
left behind him so great a body of political lit- 
erature. 

Howe was great, greater than all the otlier 
Canadian great men combined, in fact, the on- 
ly great great man which British North Amer- 
ica has produced'" in the political world. The 
volume of political literature left behind him 
will never die, but be better read and better 
known as years come and go. 

Howe liad additional qualities, of course. 
He was a charming literateur, and contributed 
poetical gems. If we compared some of his 
poems with those, of other Canadians, Ave 
would often find them fuller of gnice, fuller of 
fire and fuller of the true poetic spirit. 
Joseph Howe was a great thinker, a great 
leader, and a great man. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Russell expressed him- 
self as giving hearty assent to what had been 
said, and extended the tha.nks of the League 
to the speaker, who had to leave to keep an- 
other appointment. 

Rev. Charles Huntington Pennoyer said 
that one of the good things of his short resi- 
dence in Nova Scotia was his greater acquaint- 
ance with the personality of Jpseph Howe. It 
having been his good fortune too, to have se- 
lected Lucius Huntington as his uncle, he was 
especially glad to know more of the greatness 
of Howe. Many and many a time Howe and 
Huntington, both radical and independent 
Liberals and anti-Confederators, found oc- 
casion to stand together, and the reports of 
speeches in the Canadian liouse of Commons 
will show that each was the greatest defender 
that the other had in that great legislative 
bod}^ He believed more study should be given 
to Howe, not alone in Nova Scotia, but as 
well in Canada, throughout the British Em- 
pire, and may I not say as well in English 
speaking countries, and in fact, all over the 
world. 

Mr, Edward Howe, of Musquodoboit, and 
a grandson of Joseph Howe, being a son of the 
eldest son, Edward, was present and gave per- 
sonal reminiscences of the love of Joseph 
Howe for his own 'family, arid of the family 
for him. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Russell was asked the 
question as to his idea of the justice of stating 
Howe to be the greatest public man of all 
North America, which one of the speakers hjj^ 
done. 

He replied that lie would not hesitate to 
say that in his opinion there had been no 
greater man born on this continent than 
Howe. One of the fallacies that Mr. Howe 
himself had punctured was the idea that you 
must have a big field in order to grow a big 
turnip. He believed that Howe had the ca- 
pacity of a constructive statesman in as large 
a measure as any of the great men who had 
been spoken of. As an orator he compared 
well with Daniel Webster, having equal in- 
tellectual power and greater magnetism, hu- 
mor and poetic gift. On the occasion of the 
tercentenary of Shakespeare's birth he had de- 
livered an oration which held, in the estima- 
tion of William Cullen, Bryant — himself a 
poet of no mean gifts, — the first place among 
the many deliverances that the occasion called 
for in all parts of the English-speaking world. 
This was a great achievement. Then, consid- 
ering his rcmarkalile versatility, the brilliancy 
of his humor as illustrated in his "general re- 
ply," published in the volume of his speeches 
— in which he so cleverly satisfied all his op- 
ponents, knocked their heads together, and 
made them the lauginhg-stock of the country. 
Nothing could have been more brillia?it. To 
give an idea of his gifts as a poet, Judge Rus- 
>cll cited the ])Ocni contributed by Howe to 
the great pro\'incial cxhibitiuii as an event 
which was anion.g the earliest recollections of 
his childhood, and where he remembered see- 
ing an automatic figur sawing a stick of wood 
without making any sawdust. The poem was 
Howe's tribute to tlie memory of the forefath- 
ers of the liamlcts, and Judge Russell, after 
finishing the recitation said that if this was 
not poetry he was no judge. 

THE ETHICS OF WAR 

■N a very interesting review of the new 
book just issued by Capt. A. T. Ma- 
han, U. S. N., the London Times 

says : 

Cajjtain Mahan, as we all know, 
has devoted his literary life to the ex- 
]3osition of the history and philosophy of naval 
war. In so doing he appears to have incurred 
the censure of some of those — they are many 
in these days — who hold that war is in itself a 
violation of the moral order of the world and 
little short of a negation of its moral govern- 
ment. In July last he wrote an article in the 
National Review on "The Hague Conference." 
Tl elicited the following anonymous letter, 
written, wc regret to say, from this country : — . 

"Sir, — I have just read your article on the 
subject of "The Hague Confet.en'ce"'atld deeply 
regret to find that you have used the greaf 
talent /God g^ve you for the welfare of ipan- 
kind to uphold and. encourage instead warj 
whidh .literally II,cll, upon earth,, an'd\ the 
cyrae of mankindj at this exceedingly critical 
period when your opinion might have proved 



a feather weight in the scale in favor of Inter- 
national Arbitration. May God forgive^ you 
and lead you to an altered and better 'miri'd;~, 
A Lover of jMy Fellow Creatures." - 

Here we have in its nakedest and most in- 
tolerant form the assumption that Captain 
Mahan ^ets himself to examine and refute in 
this little collection of recaptured essays — the 
assumption, as he puts it, "that all war is so 
Certainly and entirely wicked that a man can- 
not without sin present before the audience of 
his kind such considerations as those contained 
in the article" in question. No one would ex- 
pect a writer of- Captain Mahan's temper and 
calibre to bandy arguments with this anony- 
mous fanatici-attdr indeed, except for a few dig- 
nified words in his' preface,' he does not at- 
tempt to do so. But since there are many in 
these days who do hold more or less the same 
views on the subject of war and express them 
in less intemperate language, it is certainly 
not amiss that a writer who justly wields so 
high an authority as Captain Mahan should 
give us, as he does in this volume, his own 
"Apologia" on the subject. 

The volume is not, hoCvevcr, a systematic 
treatise on the ethics of war. It consists of 
detached essays written at different times for 
different occasions and purposes, and not all 
written by Captain Mahan himself. ^ It opens 
with a very thoughtful essay on "The Power 
that makes for Peace," from the pen of Henry 
■S. Pritchett, formerly president of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, in which the 
lesson is forcibly inculcated that the essence of 
the peace movement lies not so much in the 
formulating of artificial and almost impossihle 
systems of international arbitration as in the 
creation of "an international conscience"— 
■'we bring a world peace nearer when we so 
educate the individual man as to bring about 
a common understanding between men and be- 
tween nations." It also contains a masterly 
paper by Mr. Julian Corbett on "The Capture 
of Private Property at Sea," which originally 
appeared last year in the Nineteenth Century. 
This, together with the essay v.diich follows 
by Captain Mahan himself, dealing also with 
"The Question of Immunity for Belligerent 
Merchant Shipping," does not bear very close- 
ly on the main thesis of the volume as we have 
defined it above. The ethics of maritime cap- 
ture is a very important and much debated 
question, as recent controversies have shown, 
and both Mr. Corbett- and Captain Mahan 
have written very cogently in support of the 
proposition that maritime capture as a weapon 
of naval warfare is at once legitimate, humane, 
and indispensable. But the ethics of war as 
such is a very much larger question, and rests 
upon arguments of quite a different order. 
With these Captain Mahan deals more or less 
discursively in the three remaining essays. 
One of them is a paper read before an American 
Church congress in igoq/ on "War from a 
Christian Standpoint.'AJt The argument in this 
paper is well developed, but it is, in our judg- 
ment, too scholastic and exegetical for general 
appreciation. The true justification of war 
from a Christian standpoint rests, as jt seems 
to us, not so much on a collation and interpre- 
tation of Scriptural texts as on the broad 
thesis, on which, to do him justice. Captain 
Mahan insists at the. outset of his paper, that 
the Christian conscience cannot and ought not 
to tolerate the existence of evil, such as wdiole- 
sale/<rppression, aggression, or other wrong- 
doing, where the nature and circumstances of 
the case are such as to impose on the national 
conscience an obligation to redress such evil 
even by the application of force. From this 
point of view righteous war is the manifesta- 
tion of the national conscience in action, and 
to refrain from it may be a greater • national 
sin than to engage in it. The argumenf is 
more or less identical with that of the late 
Canon Mozley in his well-known sermon on 
"War;" and it is singular that Captain Mahan, 
who is not unfamiliar with the writings of 
English divines on i'nls subject — for he cites 
the late Bishop Wcstcott in one passage- 
should have overlooked the masterly analysis 
of war and its ethics by a writer whom Mr. 
Gladstone held to be not unworthy to rank 
with Bishop Butler in his ethical and spiriual 
insight. It is true that the Christian and ethi- 
cal standpoints here coalesce into one, and for 
that reason we prefer the two remaining pa- 
lmers, in \yhich Captain ]\Iaiian treats war in 
its purely ethical aspectti, to that in which he 
treats it'from a specially Christian standpoint. 
They make a larger and more universal ap- 
peal, and they make it with greater cogency 
and effect ; for it is clear that, if war could not 
be justified at the bar of conscience as such, 
Christianity itself would be discredited if it 
were found to sanction war on grounds which 
conscience could not accept. 

On ihe other hand, it may be argued that 
the analysis of war into the irreconcilable con- 
flict of two national consciences affords little 
justification for most of the wars which man- 
kind have waged. If both consciences were 
equally upright and equally enlightened, it 
would hardly seem that they could come into 
conflict. The duty imposed on a nation to re- 
sist and destroy evil even by force jiresup- 
poses the existence of evil. Mcncc, after all, 
war is only justified by a recognition of the 
depravity of human nature. If conscience 
were universal and supreme, the need for its 
vindication by force would never arise. If all 
men were good, there would be no need even 
of law; conscience would be lord of all. In 
like manner, if all nations were equally en- 
lightened in their conscience and equally re- 
strained by it, there would be no occasion for 
war. "C'cst la force et le droit," said Joubert, 
"qui reglent toutes choses dans le monde ; la 
force en attendant le droit." That we believe 
to be the true philo.sophy of the subject. It 
justifies war in the present condition of the 
world, and it at least encourages the hope that 
war tpay^ptpe day be superseded, or, if not su- 
perseded altogether, at 4cast immensely dim- 
inished in its frequency between nations of 
cc|ual civilization and equally enlightened con- 
science ' 





R. H. W MASSINGHAlM (editor 
of the Nation), in a paper on pre- 
sent-day journalism read to the 
Free Church council at South- 
port (reported by the j\Ianches- 
ter Guarflian), spoke first of the 
very great changes that have ta^en place in 
journals. The' fifst and most obvious of these 
sup])licd a key to'.all ' the ; rest — niimely, the 
cheapening, of iHe cost of the daily newspaper. 

"When' he first went to London only one 
e\cning newspaper could be bought for a half- 
penny. With the exception of the Times, 
every other nevv'spapcr cost its readers a penny. 
Today the London daily newspaper press in- 
cludes eight halfpenny journals. Moreover, all 
the penny, morning journals are Conservative 
or Unionist. The Liberal party and Liberal 
or Radical principles have . been represented', 
since the death of the Tribune, by halfpenny 
journals only, and by only one penny London 
aewspaper in the evening press. The circula- 
tion of these newcomers i.s out of all propor- 
tion to that of their iircdecessors, and has been 
built up'with far greater rapidity. 

"In the new cheap journals the written and 
the illustrated paper have been combined. A 
week's issue of the halfpenny newspaper re- 
sembles a cinematograph show at a music hall. 
It aims at being a prolonged series of photo- 
graphs, in print and in line, moved swiftly and 
disconcertingly before the eyes of the audience, 
and dazzling it with a quick succession of 
seemingly Iruthful impressions of life. Nearly 
all its features are imitative. The large, bold- 
ly printed headlines, the descriptive report, the 
sensational style, the direct, easy, rather flip- 



pant treatnicli't of nearly all subjects, are taken • 
from the American journal. The short or ser- <, 
ial story comes from the popular French news- 
paper. We have followed America again m 
making the newspaper a bi-se.\ual organ rather ;< 
than a monopoly of m^n. Women's interests 
and pleasures, in place of being ignored, are ^ 
sedulously treated. ' " ^. i 

The' idea of the absorbing interest of poli- 
tics is quite reversed. Parliament is often re- - 
ported in a few lines ; only specially dramatic 
or scandalous, or merel}' personal events in it, v 
and one or two extracts or epigrams from po- i 
litical speeches, are culled and set out in brief 
paragraphs, so that the mind of the reader may 
not be unduly distressed in the effort to grasp 
their meaning. No special knowledge of sub- 
jects, save sport, is presupposed, and therefore.- 
continuous thought is not awakened. 

"The main stronghold orthe new press is- 
its success in playing on the three great appe- 
tites of the average British public — the appc: 
tite for hearing about crime, the appetite for 
sport, and the appetite for gambling. The ex- 
planation of crime, the retaining of agents of 
the criminal services, and, worse still, the pay-, 
ment of heavy fees to sensational criminals or 
recused persons for purposes which jhterfere 
both with lav^ and with morals, are really ap-^s' 
palling features of one or tvyo of those journals 
which, by a curious irony, are the chief mental 
food of our workpeople on their day of rest. 

"If you desire a more serious and educative 
type of journalism, it is for you' to form the 
public opinion which will call for it. Journal- 
sm, with its quick receptivity, will follow this 
improvement, and will even stimulate it."
